Clouds On the Horizon 


On the pharmaceutical horizon clouds are appear- 
ing, and observers are asking—will they obscure the 
sunlight of business prosperity and successful achieve- 
ment which have been ours in recent years? Are 
we heading for another depression? 


Popular opinion is that there will be a recession 
and this view is supported by all the experience of 
the past, which shows that slump follows boom as 
surely, if not as regularly, as night follows day. 


Many factors giving rise to concern are at work. 
Curtailment of credits, interruption to industry as 
a result of power restrictions, stoppage of Govern- 
ment works programmes, restriction of finance, limi- 
tation of imports, inevitably affect employment and 
spending power, which, in turn, are reflected on turn- 
over. 


The cumulative effect of all of these influences of 
business and commerce could be serious, and already 
the effects are being felt. From many places come 
reports of falling sales and diminishing turnover. 


In the pharmaceutical field there are, in addition 
to these national influences, specific threats. For the 
first time in many years the number of qualified 
assistants available for relieving work in some parts 
of the Commonwealth exceeds the number of posi- 
tions available. The pharmaceutical chemist in pri- 
vate practice faces, or has suffered, loss of business to 
hospitals under the Pharmaceutical Benefits Act; 
rates of payment to chemists by the Commonwealth 
Government—worried at the mounting costs of its 
social services programme—are under review; doctors 
are clamouring for the right to supply P.B.A. drugs 
from their bags; in New South Wales the Friendly 
Societies are seeking amendment of the legislation 


to give them the right of open trading; attempts are 
being made to break down in Tasmania the pro- 
visions of the Pharmacy Act, which restricts the sale 
of drugs and medicines to pharmaceutical chemists. 


Probably never before have so many urgent prob- 
lems beset pharmacy simultaneously, and all the re- 
sources of the profession and its organisations will 
be needed to cope with the situation. 


Although there is no room for complacency in the 
face of so many threats, it would be foolish to give 
way to deep pessimism at this juncture. Pharmacy 
is vigorous and strongly organised. Pharmaceutical 
chemists render an essential service to the commu- 
nity, and these services are indispensable. Members 
of the profession have weathered many a storm, and 
can face austerity and adversity should it come. 


From the broader viewpoint some encouragement 
may be found in the fact that we are a young nation 
with a great programme of expansion ahead. This 
may be a saving factor, and buffer us against the 
effects of catastrophic depression. 


To be forewarned is to be forearmed. Some pro- 
vision can be made against an anticipated danger. 
At such a time caution is very necessary. The pru- 
dent man will conserve that which he holds; he will 
maintain his position so far as that be possible, and 
develop on sound conservative lines. More than 
ever it is necessary for him to look after the needs 
of the customer, to improve service, to concentrate 
energies on more solid and essential departments of 
the established business, rather than on luxury items, 
and to avoid doubtful projects or new ventures of a 
speculative character.

RETAIL TRADE IN AUSTRALIA

ADVICE TO PHARMACEUTICAL CHEMISTS — 
VISITING GREAT BRITAIN 


Our London correspondent includes the following 
comment in this month’s despatch:— 


“It appears that an increasing number of young phar- 
macists from the Dominions are coming to Britain with 
the twofold objective of seeing the country and gaining 
some experience of pharmaceutical conditions here. It

should be emphasised that working conditions may not 
be quite so ‘rosy’ as they anticipate. First of all, in 
the retail some familiarity with the numerous pro- 
prietaries prescribed and the retail prices of many 
articles must be acquired. Thus a period equivalent 
to training is necessary before employers will be willing 
to pay the full rate paid to pharmacists whose entire 
experience has been in this country. Secondly, the 
maximum salary which can be reached may be below 
that in the Dominion concerned, so that commitments 
should not be taken on by visitors before they have 
found out what they are likely to obtain in the way 
of salary. For example, accommodation is dear in 
London, so that the temporary visitor, while obtaining 
salary which may meet the needs of a single man, will 
not provide for a wife and family if temporary living 
quarters have to be maintained. Applications for 
reciprocal registration must be passed by the Council 
of the Society, so that almost a month may elapse 
between a pharmacist landing in Britain and being 
placed on the Register. A number of Dominion phar- 
macists have settled down happily here, but the path 
of the visitor is not entirely without thorns.” 


B.P. ADDENDUM AND THE PENSIONERS’ SCHEME

Government had not sanctioned the use urider the Pen- 
sioners’ Medical Service of Drugs included in the 1951 
addendum to the B.P., 1948, we made enquiry and 
found that the story was quite incorrect. 


We have been assured by officers of the Common- 
wealth Department of Health that the addendum is 
accepted as an integral part of the B.P., and that pre- 
scriptions containing drugs listed in the addendum 
have always been accepted as coming within the range 
of benefits available under the service.

GENERAL PUBLIC RISK 
INSURANCE 


If a person slips on a polished 
surface or stumbles over an obstruc- 
tion within or adjacent to business 
premises open to the public, the 
chemist may be liable for damages 
for any injury sustained. 

A Victorian chemist had this ex- 
perience recently: An assistant acci- 
dentally knocked a half-gallon jar 
of liquid from a shelf, It broke and 
spattered the clothing of an assistant 
and a customer, as well as causing 
minor damage to fittings and other 
items. The member subsequently 
wrote: “I feel that the circumstances 
of this case should be brought to 
the notice of others who, like myself, 
may not have fully realised the im- 
port of circulars from the P.D.L. in 
the past few months.” 

Despite publication of advice in 
regard to General Public Risk on 
previous occasions, some P.D.L. 
members are apparently not aware 
that their Chemists’ Indemnity 
policy does not cover them against 
accidents of this type, which come 
under the heading of “General 
Public Risk Insurance.” Of course, 
one may chocse to “carry the risk” 
—but that can be costly! 


interesting message that fewer 
than half the drug stores in that 
State now have soda fountains. 
This information is taken from 
the latest report of the New Jer- 
sey Board of Pharmacy, and is 
enlightening to Australian rea- 
ders, who might be pardoned for 
imagining that the American 
drug store, about which so much 
is heard, is typical of retail phar- 
macy in the United States. 


The report which is cited indi- 
cated that drug stores, generally 
speaking, are not the general 
stores they sometimes are repre- 
sented to be. 

“Prescription compounding,” 
said the President, Harry P. Mar- 
gulies, “remains the No. 1 task 
of the average pharmacy, more 
than 14,000,000 life saving and 
health protecting prescriptions 
being filled annually.” Proceed- 
ing, he said, “Wits like to talk 
about buying toasters and coffee 
percolators in drug stores, yet 
the Board’s report shows only 
one pharmacy in ten handles 
toasters, and only 7 per cent. sell 
percolators. The tendency is to 
cut down on these non-profes- 
sional items. As _ prescription 
business increases with the ad- 
vent of new and powerful drugs, 
there is less need to supplement 
income with extraneous lines 
that are far removed from phar- 
macy.”

MODERN TRENDS IN PRESCRIBING 
A Prescription Survey. 


(Reprinted from The Pharmaceutical Journal, 
February 23, 1952.) 


The results of a survey of 17,301 prescriptions on 
Form E.C.10, conducted by Professor D. M. Dunlop, 
T. L. Henderson and R. S. Inch, of the Department 
of Therapeutics, University of Edinburgh, and the 
Clinical Laboratory, Royal Infirmary, Edinburgh, are 
reported in The British Medical Journal, February 9, p. 292. 
The prescriptions covered the month of September, 
1949, and the areas and districts of England included 
were classified as (a) prosperous residential, (b) indus- 
trial and (c) mixed suburban. Each area included four 
to six districts of dissimilar geographic and adminis- 
trative distribution. In each district the prescriptions 
came from one chemist only (four to six chemists per 
area). The number of doctors represented is thought 
to be not fewer than 140. The number of E.C.10 forms 
submitted was 11,435, representing 17,301 prescriptions. 


The Results. 

(1) Proprietary or Non-Proprietary: There was con- 
siderable variation in the proportion of proprietary and 
non-proprietary preparations prescribed in the different 
areas, but it is probable that the variations are due 
more to the prescribing habits of the doctors concerned 
than to the social groups catered for.

For mixtures, 
the proportions were 31 per cent., 38 per cent. and 38 
per cent. for residential, industrial and mixed suburban 
areas, respectively. For tablets, the corresponding 
figures were 37 per cent., 32 per cent. and 28 per cent. 
Prescriptions for preparations other than tablets or 
mixtures showed a remarkable similarity of distribution 
throughout the three areas. Powders comprised only 1.5 
per cent. of the total, dressings and appliances 9 per 
cent. and injections 1.5 per cent Some injections, 
however, would have been ordered on the stock E.C.10a 
form, not included in the survey. 

(3) Actual Drugs or Groups of Drugs: Hypnotics and 
sedatives formed by far the largest group (15 per cent.) 


of all drugs prescribed. Barbiturates comprised 9.4 

r cent. and bromides 5.8 per cent. of this total. The 
atter were often prescribed in 10-grain or 15-grain 
doses as hypnotics to be taken only at night, and it 
is doubtful, the authors comment, whether such small 
single doses are any more effective than a draught of 
salty water, apart from the psychological effect which 
may be produced by taking such a medicine. Chloral 
hydrate was only very occasionally incorporated in the 
bromide mixture. Paraldehyde did not appear on a 
single prescription. Apart ion phenobarbitone, the 
barbiturates were almost invariably ordered under their 
proprietary names. Stomachics comprised just over 9 
per cent. of all prescriptions. The fact that sedatives, 
stomachics and tonics formed about one-third of all 
preparations issued gives an indication of the type of 
malady for which doctors are commonly consulted 
nowadays. 

Antipyretics and mild analgesics appeared almost as 
often as stomachics (8.8:9.1 r cent.). Mist. aspirin 
B.P.C. and tab. codein. co. B.P. and their 
equivalents were very popular. Expectorant coug 
mixtures were prescribed more than twice as often as 
sedative cough mixtures, and frequent combination of 
the two would seem to demonstrate some therapeutic 
confusion. About 40 r cent. of all vitamins pre- 
scribed were for proprietary preparations. Aneurine 
and vitamin B complex made up almost half the total 
of vitamins issued. Vitamin C formed less than one- 
tenth of the total, although there is probably less justi- 
fication for the widespread use in this country of aneu- 
rine, nicotinamide and riboflavine than for ascorbic 
acid. Vitamin E was ordered least often, but one pre- 
scription for this cost over £14 and many about £5. 
Such prescriptions, say the writers, justify the need to 
stress the cost of drugs in undergraduate and post- 
graduate teaching. Penicillin accounted for about 4 per 
cent. of the total, but only 6.9 per cent. of this was 
for parenteral administration. About 30 per cent. of 
the penicillin prescriptions were for oral preparations 
and over 40 per cent. for ointments. Adrenaline was 
prescribed infrequently, and prescriptions for iron in 
adequate amounts comprised only 3.5 per cent. of the 
total. The total for laxatives was small, suggesting 
that many people still buy their own. 

Sulphonamides formed 3 per cent. of the total, in- 
cluding 56 per cent. for tablets, 12 per cent. for mixtures 
and 10 per cent. for skin preparations. Only 14 per 
cent. of prescriptions for cardiac glucosides were for 
tincture of digitalis. Liver preparations were ordered 
50 times, in comparison with only 68 prescriptions for 
insulin. Amphetamine was prescribed 218 times—half 
as often again as ephedrine. Prescriptions for diamor- 
phine constituted about one-third of the orders for 
strong analgesics.

(4) Drugs Prescribed: It is fortunate, the 
authors comment, that “shot-gun” preparations for iron 
with folic acid, liver, or hog’s stomach, which are justi- 
fiable on no sound haematological basis, should not 
have been prescribed more than 50 times, and that 
vaccines for the prevention of the common cold do not 
seem to have been popular. Mersalyl was prescribed 
fewer than 20 times and thiouracil only twice. 


Conclusions. 

Many young graduates, say the authors, go into 
practice with a very inadequate knowledge of applied 
pharmacology, and tend to rely more and more on the 
advertisements of the drug firms. They suggest, there- 
fore, that a series of simple lectures in therapeutics 
by a practical physician interested in pharmacology 
should be given in the last clinical year of the medical 
course. Although pharmacology is now usually taught 
in medical schools by academic, scientiric pharmacolo- 
gists, who have revolted against the old-fashioned in- 
struction in materia medica, it may be that inadequate 
instruction is now being given in the principles of 
correct simple prescribing. Good prescribing, they con- 
clude, is often economical prescribing, and it is not 
smprobable that the reward of thoughtfulness in this 
respect will be enjoyed by both patient and doctor. 


PHARMACOPOEA INTERNATIONALIS 


Professor W. H. Linnell, member of the British Phar- 
macopoeia Commission, contributed the following com- 
ments on The International Pharmacopoeia, Vol. I, to 
the February issue of the Journal of the Royal Institute of 
Chemistry. 

The publication of Volume I of the Pharmacopoea Inter- 
nationalis marks the culmination of efforts towards inter- 
national unification of the terminology, composition 
and strengths ef pharmaceutical substances. e 
definite move in this direction was made in 1902 on 
the initiative of the Belgian Government. The work 
of drafting the book began in 1937 under the auspices 
of the League of Nations Health Organisation, and was 
resumed in 1947 when the Interim Commission of the 
World Health Organisation set up an Expert Committee 
on the Unification of Pharmacopoeias. 

The format of this volume is almost identical with 
that followed in the British Pharmacopoeia and the 
United States Pharmacopoeia, and the standards im- 
posed are no less strict. 

The standards and control tests are designed on the 
same lines as those in the National Pharmacopoei 
and there are 43 appendixes accurately defining gener 
tests, reagents and all matters relevant to the tests. 
The standards differ little from those in the B.P. and 
the U.S.P., and therefore no trouble is anticipated from 
the setting up of yet another standard for medicinal 
substances. 

It is difficult to comment upon the contents of this 
volume without complete information concerning 
Volume II, but it is probably correct to deduce that 
the International Pharmacopoeia will contain fewer 
preparations or “galenicals” than its English or Ame- 
rican equivalent, and that the emphasis will be largely 
on pure substances. Of the 199 monographs about 80 
per cent. are concerned with pure chemicals. It is 
surprising to find that Aconite, Phenazone and Amido- 
pyrin, Caffeine and Sodium Benzoate, Oestrone, Squill 
and Sulphadiazine are included—all being listed for 
deletion from the next edition of the British Pharma- 

ia. 

e titles of the monographs are in what might be 
termed “continental” Latin, but this will not give an 
trouble to Anglo-Saxon users. The book is very we 
produced, the type of the text and the presentation 
of the graphic formulae are beautifully clear, and the 
book is remarkably free from errors. 

It will find its greatest use in those countries that 


do not possess a Pharmacopoeia of their own, but as 
time goes on it will undoubtedly have a unifying effect 
on National Pharmacopoeias. 

The Expert Committee, with Dr. C. H. Hampshire, 
C.B.E., the late Secretary of the British Pharmacopoeia 
Commission, as Chairman, is to be congratulated on 
an outstanding achievement. 


PROGRESS IN MEDICAL RESEARCH 1948 TO 1950 


The following account, which is taken from the 
British Medical Journal, is a much condensed version of 
the chapter in the Medical Research Council's recently- 
issued rt to Parliament, headed “Some Aspects 
of Medical Research in the Period 1948-1950.” 


Chemotherapy and Antibiotics. 

One of the principal reasons for the transfer of the 
National Institute for Medical Research from its old 
quarters in Hampstead to the much larger building at 
Mill Hill had been the need for expansion of research 
in chemotherapy. Particular attention had been given 
in the Council’s laboratories to the chemotherapy of 
tropical disease. In amoebic dysentery several new 
compounds had been discovered which were almost as 
active as emetine and considerably less toxic. The most 
promising of these drugs would shortly be submitted 
to clinical trial. The Council’s Bilharzia Research 
Group, working in Egypt, had tested the German drug 
“miracil,” which had been found capable of curing 
about 30 per cent. of those with schistosomiasis. In 
the treatment of filariasis “hetrazan” had been studied; 
it kad been shown to clear the a blood of 
fllarial larvae by making them susceptible to attack by 
leucocytes. Experimental studies had established that 
the lungs formed a reservoir for the larvae, from which 
they emerged at night into the blood stream. 

To have a rational basis for the development of 
chemotherapeutic research it was necessary to under- 
stand the mode of action of a drug on the micro- 
organism under attack. The Council had therefore 
given much attention to the study of the biochemistry 
of micro-organisms. Work at Cambridge had now 
shown that one action of penicillin on bacteria was 
to prevent their assimilating a certain amino-acid which 
they needed. Similarly the widely-pursued investiga- 
tions of bacterial enzymes and growth factors might 
at any time disclose biological properties of bacteria 
which would cast light on their susceptibility to drugs. 


Tuberculosis. 

The major chemotherapeutic advance in this field had 
been the discovery that the development of resistance 
to streptomycin could be minimised if p-aminosalycylic 
acid (P.A.S.) was given at the same time. The work 
of the Council's Tuberculosis Research Unit had con- 
tributed to this advance: the precision with which it 
had been possible to define the value and limitations 
of these drugs had been due in no small measure to 
its rigorously-controlled clinical trials. In the field of 
prevention the same unit was carrying out an investi- 
gation into the effect of B.C.G. vaccine on children 
about to leave school, a particularly vulnerable group 
so far as tuberculosis was concerned. A vaccine con- 
taining a strain of tubercle bacillus discovered in voles 
was also being tested; this vaccine was probably more 
stable than B.C.G. 

The Council was also supporting much experimental 
work on tuberculosis. In Birmingham the harmful 
effects of certain fractions of the tubercle bacillus, and 
the defence reactions which they elicit, were be 
studied. At Cambridge the reproductive life-cycle 
the bacillus was being investigated, and at the National 
Institute investigations were in progress on the factors 
which influence the virulence of the bacillus and the 
body’s susceptibility to infection. It had been found 
that large of cortisone aggravated tuberculosis 
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in mice; in guinea-pigs cortisone diminished the tissue 
response to the proteins of the bacillus, whereas 
thyroxine increased it. Extension of those studies might 
provide fundamental information on how the body re 
sisted tuberculosis 


Virus Diseases. 


At Harvard Hospital, Salisbury, attempts to isolate 
the causative organism of the common cold had so far 
been unsuccessful Exposure of volunteers to cold 
draughts, exercise to the point of fatigue in rain, wet 
socks, etc, had neither brought on natural colds nor 
increased susceptibility to experimental infection. With 
fluorescent material as a marker, it had been shown 
that the transfer of infective secretions was very much 
greater by direct contact than through the air, but an 
attempt to reduce the spread of respiratory infection 
by the use of self-sterilising, impregnated handkerchiefs 
had not succeeded. 

A small-scale study at Harvard Hospital had shown 
that antihistamine drugs had no prophylactic effect 
against artificially-induced colds. In addition, a large- 
scale and carefully-controlled clinical trial of the effects 
of another antihistamine drug against naturally-occur- 
ring colds had shown that the drug had little or no 
value A second large-scale trial had given similar 
results 

After the establishment of the World Influenza Centre 
at the National Institute it had proved possible to trace 
the 1948-9 influenza epidemic from Northern Sardinia 
right across Northern Europe to Great Britain, Den- 
mark and Iceland, and to prove that a true country- 
to-country spread had occurred. During that epidemic 
Dr. W. J. Elford and his colleagues at the National 
Institute had made an unexpected discovery. Using 
a new technique, Dr. Elford saw under the electron 
microscope pictures of pigment-free “ghosts” of red 
cells with small round virus bodies all over them. 
Freshly -isolated influenza viruses obtained in 1949 were 
unexpectedly found to exist largely in the form of long 
filaments having about the same diameter as the small 
round bodies previously observed; some of the pictures 
apparently showed the presence of round forms within 
the long filaments. After being cultivated in the labo- 
ratory for some time, the viruses tended to revert to 
the “classical” spherical form This work, together 
with other similar work on the virus of fow] plague, 
provided entirely new ideas about the possible life- 
cycles or modes of multiplication in this group of 
viruses. In this connection Dr. L. Hoyle, of North- 
ampton, had suggested that after injection into the 
fertile egg influenza virus might break up into fine 
particles which reproduce themselves before coming 
together in some way to reconstitute the normal virus 
bodies. 

Work on poliomyelitis had been directed to surveying 
the distribution of the virus throughout England and 
Wales during epidemic and inter-epidemic periods, and 
to an epidemiological enquiry into the part played by 
various factors, in particular protective inoculations, 
in the activation of latent infections. An analysis at 
the Council’s Statistical Research Unit had led to the 
conclusion that inoculation within the month preceding 
the onset of illness had in some cases caused the 
paralysis to be localised in the injected limb. This 
subject was being further investigated. 


Q Fever. 

The rickettsial disease Q fever was first described in 
Australia in 1937, transmission being from infected 
cattle. Since then the disease had been reported from 
Italy, parts of the United States, Central America, 
Switzerland, Germany, Turkey and Israel In 1949 
the first cases of Q fever in Britain were recognised 
clinically, and Rickettsia burneti was recovered from them 
at the Virus Reference Laboratory of the Public Health 
Laboratory Service. The two cases were in a patholo- 
gist and nurse who had had contact with a patient from 


Kent dying of a pulmonary infection later shown to be 
Q fever. Further investigation showed that his wife 
was also infected, and R. burneti was finally isolated 
from the milk coming from two local herds from which 
this family had been supplied. Investigations were 
now in pes to delineate the extent of the infection 
among livestock in Britain. 


Cortisone and A.C.T.H. 


Although only small amounts of either substance had 
been available, the Council had already embarked on 
a substantial programme of clinical and experimental 
research Hitherto cortisone had been manufactured 
by an elaborate and expensive synthesis starting from 
deoxycholic acid, a steroid in ox bile. Such raw 
material must always be scarce. Efforts were there- 
fore being made to replace it with a steroid of vegetable 
origin, and the Council had sent an expedition to 
Nigeria, where likely plants were thought to exist. 
Attempts were also being made to find some cheaper 
substance that would reproduce its action. 

Home production of A.C.T.H. had been encouraged, 
but there were still many difficulties to overcome. If, 
as had been suggested by Dr. C. J. O. R. Morris and 
Dr. Li in America, the activity of A.C.T.H. was due 
to a fraction of the whole molecule, its synthesis might 
eventually be possible. 


Methonium Compounds. 

As a sequel to the isolation of d-tubocurarine by 
Dr. Harold King, attempts were made to replace the 
curare alkaloids by synthetic substances. In the course 
of this work the group of drugs known as the metho- 
nium compounds had been synthesised and studied by 
Dr. King, Dr. W. D. M. Paton and Dr. W. J. Zaimis. 
These were shown to have a mode of action quite 
different from curare. The ten-carbon member of this 
series, C10, had proved outstandingly active, and was 
given clinical trial in anaesthesia and for the modifi- 
cation of electric convulsion treatment. Clinically, 
what might be the most important application of the 
methonium drugs had been developed from the obser- 
vation that the shorter-chain members of the series 
could paralyse the autonomic nervous system, hexa- 
methonium in particular having a powerful action on 
the ganglia. That work had already been followed up 
clinically in the treatment of hypertension and peptic 


ulcer. 
Biological Standardisation. 

The Department of Biological Standards at the 
National Institute had continued to act as a world 
centre for the distribution of 21 international standards. 
New standards had been made for streptomycin, pro- 
vitamin A, A.C.T.H., and (with the Lister Institute) 
anti-A and anti-B blood-grouping sera. The require- 
ments of this couritry for the control of certain drugs 
had been met by establishing provisional British stan- 
dards for globin zinc insulin, dihydrostreptomycin, d- 
tubocurarine, dimercaprol, hyaluronidase and oxo- 
phenarsine. As a result of work by Dr. A. A. Miles, 
biological assays depending on skin reactions had been 
made more precise. 


Biochemical Research. 

At the earliest possible date the Council had obtained 
supplies of radioactive isotopes from the United States 
and arranged for their distribution to research workers. 
In addition, work had been carried out on the design 
of radioactive assay apparatus. The most extensive 
use of isotopes at the National Institute had been in 
studying the way in which biologically important com- 

unds are formed in the body. Work on haemoglobin 

ad now made it possible to suggest a complete 
chemical mechanism for the formation of porphyrin. 
This work had been extended to studies of erythro- 
poiesis and acute porphyria. Fat metabolism in the 
foetus had also been studied; as a result it had been 
concluded that carbohydrate must be the main source 
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of energy for the growing embryo. Another problem 
had been the process by which milk fat was built up. 
Attempts had been made to explain the specific bio- 
logical activity of proteins in terms of their chemical 
structure. Physico-chemical researches had been di- 
rected to the separation of proteins in the pure state. 
In collaboration with Sir Edward Mellanby the toxic 
agent responsible for fits in dogs fed on agenised flour 
had been identified as methionine sulphoximine. A 
mixture of peptides derived from Bacillus licheniformis 
and called licheniformin had been shown to be active 
against the tubercle bacillus; unfortunately, it had been 
too toxic for clinical use. At Sheffield work was in 
progress on the maintenance of the normal potassium 
content of the cells, disturbance of which was so notable 
after surgical operations and in shock, and on the 
mechanism of secretion of acid in the stomach. 


THE STATUS OF BLOOD “SUBSTITUTES” 


A report of the Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry 
of the American Medical Association published in the 
American Professional Pharmacist, December, 1951. 


Restoration of circulatory blood volume in shock is 
well established as a life-saving procedure of primary 
therapeutic importance. Human whole blood, plasma, 
or serum are preferred for this purpose because they 
provide a more complete and lasting form of replace- 
ment than can be obtained with solutions of artificial 
colloids or with ordinary isotonic fluids otherwise useful 
to combat loss of water and essential ions in other con- 
ditions. Whole blood always is preferred over plasma 
or serum when shock is complicated by hemorrhage or 
severe traumatic injury which results in a loss of func- 
tioning blood cells. Whenever bleeding complicates 


shock, and compatible whole blood is not immediately 
available, human plasma is the logical “substitute” 


because it provides more of the components of blood 
essential to promote clotting than does serum. Whole 
blood, plasma, and to a lesser extent, serum, also furnish 
blood proteins and immune bodies which are not pro- 
vided by artificial fluids. When “substitutes” for whole 
blood are employed in hemorrhage or traumatic shock, 
administration should be limited to an amount sufficient 
to elevate the systolic blood pressure not more than 
80 to 85 mm. Hg. Excessive amounts may produce 
further bleeding and thus dilute the blood to a 
dangerous degree. If shock occurs without significant 
destruction or loss of functioning blood cells, restoration 
of fluid by plasma or serum to overcome hemocon- 
centration is theoretically preferable to the use of whole 
blood. However, in traumatic shocks secondary to 
severe burns or crushing injuries there is a loss of blood 
cells as well as plasma in the zone of ‘injury, despite 
the apparent hemoconcentration indicated by elevated 

ripheral venous hematocrit values. Hence, whole 

lood is preferred to plasma or serum to combat peri- 
pheral circulatory failure, and to prevent the occurrence 
of secondary anaemia which usually follows severe 
burns and crushing injuries. It has been shown that 
values for the peripheral venous hematocrit may be as 
‘ much as 25 per cent. higher than the true hematocrit 
for the entire blood of the body. Thus, in these in- 
stances, the peripheral hematocrit is not a reliable guide 
to the presence or degree or hemoconcentration. There- 
fore, it is likely that whole blood (possibly with buffered 
sodium solution to furnish electrolytes) is the replace- 
ment fluid of choice for all forms or traumatic as well 
as hemorrhagic shock. 


Frequently, in meeting such an emergency as shock, 
there is insufficient time or facilities to obtain com- 
patible whole blood or one of its derivatives. Under 
such circumstances, ordinary isotonic fluids or artificial 
colloids which possess the osmotic effect of plasma or 
serum, and thus retard the further loss of intravascular 
fluid to the tissues, must be used temporarily. Such 


“substitutes” should not be regarded as replacements, 
but rather as temporary supportives of blood volume 
and arterial pressure. 


Human Whole Blood. 

The essentiality of human whole blood and its deri- 
vatives has been further emphasised by the threat of 
atomic warfare and the prospect of extensive casualties. 
This has stimulated increased efforts to develop mea- 
sures which will decrease the incidence of incompati- 
bility reactions to whole blood and the hazard of homo- 
logous serum jaundice inherent in the handling and 
use of pooled irradiated plasma or serum. It has inten- 
sified the development of methods for prolonging the 
storage-life of whole blood to minimise waste of the 
formed elements. Measures for expanding the collec- 
tion programme to insure a continuous supply of donors 
are being considered. The development of simple and 
precise methods for estimating blood volume in shock 
may permit more frugal use of blood. Finally, renewed 
interest has been focused upon the further development 
of artificial substances or “substitutes” which can safely 
support blood volume in emergencies, and so extend 
the supply of whole blood and its derivatives for the 
management of injuries involving actual blood loss or 
destruction. Various artificial colloid voreparations 
which have been proposed for the management of shock 
or edema are under investigation to determine which 
of these is best suited for stock-piling and use in any 
emergency which might deplete or exhaust the supply 
of blood and its derivatives. 


Substitutes. 

Th idea of preparing and utilising solutions of com- 
pounds or material having the colloidal and osmotic 
characteristics of plasma is not new. Despite previous 
efforts to develop a completely satisfactory “substitute,” 
none has been found which is entirely free from dis- 
advantages. The difficulties involve the selection of a 
foreign material that will provide the desirable charac- 
terestics of human plasma and be completely meta- 
bolised without producing toxic or allergic reactions in 
the recipient. From the standpoint of practical use a 


“substitute” should also have sufficient stability to 


permit storage, distribution, and administration under 
various environmental and emergency circumstances. 
The availability and cost of manufacture are factors 
which also require consideration. 


Artificial Colloids. 

Artificial colloids have not entirely superseded the 
intravenous use of isotonic solutions of crystalloids in 
shock. Although solutions of physiologic salts and/or 
dextrose are too rapidly lost from the circulation to 
provide more than evanescent stipport of blood pressure 
and volume, they may be of value in emergencies when 
neither human blood derivatives nor artificial colloids 
are immediately available. Isotonic sodium chloride 
solution also is frequently useful to initiate venoclysis 
as a preliminary to blood transfusion or in conjunction 
with the intravenous infustion of artificial colloids. 
Used alone, solutions of crystalloids may increase the 
accumulation of tissue fluid from the injured vascular 
system. Proteins with a molecular weight as great or 
greater than that of serum albumin (70,000) are not 
excreted by the kidney. Not all of the “substitute” 
colloids approach this size. The synthetic polymers are 
controlled within a range to approximate molecular 
aggregates of similar average size. Even animal serum 
and human ascitic fluid, which have been proposed as 
“substitutes,” do not provide the exact osmotic equiva- 
lent of human blood proteins. 


Acacia. 

A 6 to 7 per cent. solution of acacia (gum arabic) 
has been reported to have suitable colloidal charac- 
terestics for intravenous injection to support blood 
volume in shock and to relieve edema in nephrosis. 
Its use is accompanied by certain disadvantages, the 
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importance of which remains somewhat controversial. 
Its injection in normal dogs results in a diminution of 
the plasma protein which is greater than can be ac- 
counted for - the diluting effect. Most of the acacia 
escapes from the blood within a week to ten days, but 
little is excreted by the ye The greater portion 
apparently is stored in the liver and other organs. 

ere is evidence that it may interfere with hepatic 
function and delay the regeneration of serum protein. 
Acacia and other gums such as algin (sodium alginate) 
have the potentiality of producing allergic reactions in 
sensitive individuals. Algin and laminarin, which are 
carbohydrates derived from seaweed, also have been 
proposed as artificial colloids. 


Ascitic Fluid. 

Human ascitic fluid has been employed for the 
management of edema, but its protein content usually 
is too low to provide an adequate osmotic effect. The 
supply or keeping quality is considered too limited for 
consideration of such material as a practicable sub- 
stitute for the treatment of shock 

Animal plasma proteins such as bovine serum albumin 
have been proposed as substitutes for human plasma. 
Despeciated bovine serum, from which most of the 

lobulin fraction is precipitated and the agglutinins and 

emolysins destroyed by controlled heating, has been 
administered intravenously to human beings without the 
development of adverse reactions The despeciated 
serum has a protein content (chiefly albumin) of ap- 
proximately 5 Gm. per 100 ce. It is stable at room 
temperatures for storage periods up to six months. Its 
osmotic pressure rarely exceeds that of filtered human 
plasma. The animal protein is apparently utilised in 
the body, thus providing an advantage over synthetic 
or artificial colloids in cases of hypoproteinemia. How- 
ever, an important disadvantage to the use of bovine 
albumin as a substitute is the possibility of transmission 
of tuberculosis or undulant fever from infected cattle. 
It is also expensive and difficult to process animal serum 


sufficiently to insure freedom from protein and antibody 
reactions. 


Gelatin. 

Gelatin derived from beef bone, fish, and pig skin has 
been extensively investigated for use as infusion colloid. 
Gelatin provides a suitable osmotic effect, but is fairly 
rapidly excreted by the kidney A single infusion 
usually provides osmotic effects for 24 to 48 hours. It is 
not usually retained in the tissues, and is nonantigenic. 
Gelatin tends to depress the serum albumin level, and 
produces pseudoagglutination of the red cells so that 
it may interfere with blood typing or cross matching 
unless these are performed prior to its administration. 
It is also useful to preserve white blood cells separated 
from whole blood. There is evidence to indicate that 
gelatin should be used with caution when there is renal 
impairment, and until there is further information avail- 
able it is not recommended for use in the crush syn- 
drome or in extensive third degree burns, because these 
are associated with possible renal damage 

The Council has accepted a special gelatin prepared 
from refined beef bone collagen (P-20), which was de- 
veloped in the United States during World War II. It 
is marketed under the designation, Special Gelatine 
Solution, Intravenous 6% (Knox Gelatin Protein Pro- 
ducts, Inc.) This product has not been extensively 
investigated in the treatment of chronic hypoprotei- 
nemia, although it is capable of producing a positive 
nitrogen balance. Its chief disadvantage is that it is 
a gel at room temperatures, and must be warmed prior 
to its administration. Gelatin has been approv for 
stock-piling by the National Research Council. Animal 
skin gelatins and oxypolygelatin, a modified form of 
collagenous gelatin, which have a lower gel tempera- 
ture, are under further investigation 
Dextran. 


Dextran is a biosynthetic polysaccharide obtained 
from the fermentation of sucrose by the bacterium, 


Leuconostec mesenteroides and its congeners. It was 
developed in Sweden after the last war, and has been 
used extensively in Europe for the treatment of shock. 
Dextran is a glucose polymer similar to glycogen, except 
that its chemical structure has less chain branching, 
and it is more resistant to hydrolysis by blood enzymes. 
The crude fermentation product is cracked by acids 
to give a material with a molecular weight ranging 
from 50,000 to 105,000. Dextran may vary widely in 
the size of its molecules. Excessively-branched chains 
are considered to be undesirable in the finished product, 
but the physiologic significance of this is not fully 
understood. Some observers believe the molecular 
weight should be controlled between narrower limits 
(80,000 to 100,000) to decrease the kidney excretion of 
the smaller particles. Both the degree of branching 
and molecular size can be controlled by different pro- 
cessing conditions and to some extent by the choice 
of the culture strain used in the fermentation. 


Dextran is administered as a 6 per cent. solution in 
isotonic sodium chloride. Most of it disappears from 
the blood stream in 12 to 14 hours. About one-tenth 
to one-half is excreted in the urine, but the fate of 
the remainder is still incompletely determined. Studies 
in rabbits which received large doses reveal only traces 
in the lymph nodes and the bone marrow after nine 
months. Dextran is also reported to be partly excreted 
by the gastrointestinal tract. Tracer studies are in 

rogress to investigate this matter more completely. 

oxic effects have not been observed, but allergic re- 
actions have occurred. The problem of oe 
contamination by bacteria used in fermentation an 
sterile packaging is being solved. Dextran has been 
used in nephrosis as well as shock, but its usefulness 
in the former condition has not been established. The 
National Research Council has set up specifications for 
limited stock-piling of dextran. It is also considered 
useful for the separation of red blood cells from white 
blood cells, and may offer the means for longer pre- 
servation and salvage of the formed elements from 
whole blood used in the preparation of plasma. 


Okra. 

A mucilaginous polysaccharide extracted from okra 
has been employed experimentally in dogs as an anti- 
shock colloid. It is reported to be completely meta- 
bolised in the way | and not stored in the liver. Its 
clinical usefulness has not been evaluated. 


Pectin. 

Pectin of medicinal grade (N.F.) is also used in the 
preparation of a colloidal solution for the management 
of shock. Pectin is almost completely esterified poly- 
galacturonic acid found widely as a colloid in plants. 
Its molecular weight ranges from 100,000 to 250,000, 
which can be reduced to the desired dimensions by 
proper autoclaving treatment. It has been employed 
in autoclaved solutions of 0.5% to 2%, with some pre- 
ference for 1.0% or 1.5% in isotonic sodium chloride 
buffered to about pH. 7 immediately prior to use. Pectin 
solutions are unstable in an alkaline medium. When 
large amounts are administered to animals less than 
one-half is excreted by the kidney, the remainder bein 
deposited in the body, especially the spleen. Materia 
giving a staining reaction for pectic substances has been 
found in animal tissues up to periods of three months 
following administration of pectin. Its ultimate meta- 
bolic fate is uncertain, and this constitutes the chief 
problem in its use as a substitute. Pectin increases the 
sedimentation rate of erythrocytes for a period of at 
least 24 hours, and also shortens the coagulation time 
by reducing the blood platelets. Purpuric rash has 
been reported as a rare occurrence following adminis- 
tration of pectin. 

Polyvinylpyrrolidone (Kollidon) is a synthetic poly- 
mer derived from acetylene, which was introduced as 
an intravenous solution in Germany during World War 
II under the trade name Periston (Bayer), and was 
employed extensively in that country as a substitute 
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for the management of shock. American manufacturers 
are developing methods for producing a pyrogen-free 
roduct. The finished product is nonantigenic, and can 
prepared to provide an average molecular weight 
of about 80,000, though this may vary between 10,000 
and 90,000, and much of the material (as made in Ger- 
many) has an average molecular weight of 40,000 to 
50,000. Its physical characteristics are quite similar to 
those of the — proteins. Although promising, 
polyvinylpyrrolidone needs more study to determine its 
comparative value as a substitute intravascular fluid 
for the treatment of shock. Animal studies in cats 
indicate that large amounts used to replace as much 
as 70% of the total blood volume produced no untoward 
effects. In dogs the only undesirable effects noted are 
gas formation and bloody diarrhoea, which is attributed 
to a species sensitivity. The original Bayer preparation 
contained 2.5% polyvinylpyrrolidone with physiologic 
salts, but this was later replaced by a 3.5% solution 
in saline which was found to be more effective in main- 
taining blood pressure. A 3% solution has about the 
same colloidal osmotic pressure as plasma. 
Polyvinylpyrrolidone, like pectin, increased the sedi- 
mentation rate of erythrocytes. . Its ultimate fate in the 
body is unknown. From 2% to 5% of the polymer 
fraction is reported to be excreted by the kidney within 
the first three days following administration, and it has 
been detected in the urine up to 10 days after injection. 
The non-excreted portion is taken up largely by the 
reticuloendothelial system, but the significance and 
duration of its deposition in the tissues has not been 
thoroughly investigated. New tracer techniques may 
reveal more information concerning the metabolic fate 
of polyvinylpyrrolidone. Polyvinyl alcohol, which has 
similar properties, is not tolerated as well. 


Miscellaneous. 


Methylcellulose has been proposed for intravenous 


use, but has been discarded a ong with acacia, because 


it also is deposited in the liver. inglass has also been 
employed experimentally in dogs as a possible sub- 
stitute for plasma. It is derived from the swim- 
bladders of certain fish. Other macro-molecular sub- 
stances such as glutamic acid polypeptide and sodium 
glycerol lysuccinate are under consideration. Pro- 
teins, such as casein, which can be hydrolysed for in- 
travenous feeding, are not designed or recoramended 
for the treatment of shock. 


Summary. 

The available preparations of artificial colloids cannot 
be regarded as suitable or desirable for use in the 
treatment of shock except in emergencies. The absence 
of utilisable protein from the synthetic products makes 
them wholly ineffective for replacement of lost blood 
protein. Animal blood derivatives cannot supply the 
cellular elements lost by haemorrhage or blood destruc- 
tion. Efforts to conserve the supply of human whole 
blood and its components are therefore essential. Since 
the supply of human blood and its derivatives is limited, 
further investigation of blood “substitutes” which will 
sustain blood pressure and volume in emergencies is 
warranted. Comparative studies of artificial agents to 
determine those best suited for this pupae should be 
encouraged. Until more is known of the effectiveness 
and ultimate metabolism of the synthetic materials, 
their clinical application should be restricted to inves- 
tigational use except for purposes of stock-piling for 


emergency. 


SULPHONAMIDES 


The Chemist & Druggist, February 23, 1952, concluded a 
“Refresher” article on The Sulphonamides with these 
paragraphs:— 

Absorption and Excretion. 

The sulphonamide drugs may be divided into two 

groups—those which are absorbed freely, and those, 


like sulphaguanidine, succinyl and phthalyl sulphathia- 
zoles, and phthalyl sulphacetamide, which are not ab- 
sorbed appreciably. When absorption occurs it takes 
place in the small intestine, and distribution in the 
body fluids follows rapidly. Partial acetylation occurs, 
and in this form, which is inactive, the substance is 
rapidly excreted in the urine, together with the un- 
changed drug. 


Toxicity. 

When most of the sulphonamides are administered a 
high fluid intake is necessary to prevent crystallisation 
of the free compounds and their acetyl derivatives from 
the urine, with the consequent danger of blocking the 
kidney tubules. Sulphathiazole and sulphadiazine seem 
to be the worst offenders, and a fluid intake of five 
to six pints a day is necessary if they are given singly. 
Malise and loss of appetite occur frequently during 
therapy with these drugs, while vomiting, drug fever. 
rashes and other sensitisation phenomena are caused 
occasionally. 


Uses. 

Sulphonamides are still the drugs of choice for menin- 

ococcal infections, but for a large number of other 

iseases they have been replaced by the antibiotics, 
although in some, e.g. agg naga infections and ery- 
sipelas, they are equally effective. They are of use for 
bacillary dysenteries and coliform infections, but where 
gonococci, staphylococci and streptococci are the causa- 
tive organisms they have largely been superseded. For 
local use their value is limited because of the risk of 
sensitisation. 

Sulphanilamide and sulphapyridine are now rarely 
used because of the high frequency of toxic symptoms 
associated with their administration. Sulphanilamide, 
however, still finds applications as a dusting powder 
for wounds or body cavities. Sulphathiazole and sul- 
phadiazine are both very active, but because of their 
rapid absorption and excretion have to be given at 
frequent intervals to maintain adequate blood levels. 
Sulphadimidine differs in being more slowly excreted, 
and therefore six-hour instead of four-hour dosage is 
adequate. Its acetylated compound is more soluble, 
and hence there is less danger of renal complications. 
Sulphamerazine is even more slowly excreted, and 
eight- to twelve-hourly intervals between doses are 
usual. Sulphacetamide as its sodium salt finds con- 
siderable use in eye infections in concentrations up to 
30 per cent. The use of combinations of sulphonamides 
reduces the risk of crystallisation in the kidney because 
as the therapeutic effects of the compounds are additive 
less of each is necessary, and therefore there is less 
likelihood of any of the compounds exceeding their 
solubility in the urine. 


Some Newer Sulphonamides. 

Of the four poorly-absorbed members of the group, 
sulphaguanidine is slightly more absorbed than 
succinyl- or phthalyl-sulphathiazole; phthalylsulpha- 
cetamide is said to diffuse into the wall of the gut. 
All exert their bacteriostatic effect inside the intestinal 
tract, and are therefore of use in treating the dysen- 
teries and preoperatively in surgery of the colon. The 
succinyl derivative is considered by some to be slightly 
better than the phthalyl in the treatment of dysentery. 
Of the more recent compounds 2 sulphanilamido-5 
methyl-1, 3, 4 thiodiazole (Urolucosil) is claimed to be 
particularly effective against urinary infections, especi- 
ally if coliform organisms are present; it is supplied 
in 0.1 gm. tablets, and the dosage necessary is smalies 
than that of any of the other sulphonamides. Sulpha- 
furazole (Gantrisin) is readily soluble, and is effective 
against systemic infections and, in urinary conditions, 
against Escherichia coli and to a lesser extent Bacillus 
proteus and Pseudomonas pyocyanea. Para sulphanila- 
mido salicylic acid has also been used in urinary in- 
fections due to those three organisms. 

With the exception of Urolucosil, these drugs are 
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supplied for oral use in 05 gm. tablets An initial 
loading dose is usually given, and an average course 
may last up to seven days, though longe: irses are 
sometimes given. The sodium salts of several of the 
absorbed drugs are available for injection, but are 
infrequently needed as oral admunistration is usual; 
their alkalinity is a disadvantage, and they must not 
be given intrathetically 

Before sterilisation, sulphonamide powders must be 
dried at 100 deg. C. to ensure a fine free-flowing final 
product. The dried powder is then packed into a double 
envelope of paper or a narrow container such as a 1-oz 
McCartney bottle or a plugged test tube, to allow 
rapid heat penetration, and is heated at 150 deg. C 
for one hour. A hot-air oven may be used, or, except 
when the powder is packed in envelope i e containers 
may be partly immersed in a liquid pare r oil bath 
heated to 150 deg. C. It is safer to a bath for 
sulphanilamide because it has a melting | point of ap- 
proximately 164.5 deg. C., and therefore the temperature 
variations to which a hot-air oven is subject may prove 
disastrous 


CHEMISTRY OF DEXTRAN AND ITS DERIVATIVES 
C. R. Ricketts (Proc. Roy. Soc. Med., 1951, 44, 558). 


Dextran is a polysaccharide formed during the growth 
of Leuconostoc mesenterioides on a medium containing 
sucrose The organism produces an enzyme which 
polymerises the glucose portion of the sucrose to form 
dextran; the fructose portion is liberated. The glucose 
units are joined through 1 : 6-glucoside links, and the 
main chains so formed have short branches at frequent 
intervals, probably joined through 1 : 4-glucoside links. 
The dextrans produced by the various strains of Leu- 
conostoc differ in the extent of the branching. In their 
native state the chains are composed of about 200,000 
glucose units, with a molecular weight of about 40 
million and comparable in size to viruses. These large 
molecules are unsuitable for use as a plasma substitute, 
and are broken down by partial hydrolysis The 
hydrolysate contains molecules varying in molecular 
weight from 1 million to 10,000. On adding alcohol or 
acetone and cooling, fractional precipitation occurs and 
makes possible the selection of a sample containing 
the desired distribution of molecular size. Viscosity 
and osmotic pressure measurements indicate that dex- 
tran molecules are longer and thinner than proteins 
of comparable molecular weight. Dextran sulphate is 
prepared by treating dextran with chlorosulphonic acid 
and pyridine. The free ester is only stable in solution, 
but solid sodium, calcium and other salts can readily 
be prepared. These compounds have an anticoagulant 
action similar to that of heparin, which is itself the 
sulphuric acid ester of a polysaccharide —J. Pharm.

TREATMENT OF BURNS 


In a note in the column “Progress in Therapy,” Jhe 
Retail Chemist, January, 1952, states 

Recently two American investigators have published 
their work with a hydrolysed protein gel which appears 
to be simple in use and effective also. Their earlier 
work with serum and plasma from human and bovine 
sources suggested that the ideal type of local therapy 
would be a cheap, plentiful protein resembling human 
plasma protein, non-toxic in nature and not likely to 
produce sensitisation in the human body. They even- 
tually found casein to be the most satisfactory substance 
as it could be combined with other substances to form a 
gel which, on drying, would form a protective film. 
Their final choice was casein to which sodium lactate 
was added to act as a plasticiser and sodium laury! sul- 
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phate to reduce surface tension and act as a bacterio- 
static 

Such a compound has a treacle-like consistency which 
makes it easy to spread, but it is somewhat slow in dry- 
ing. However, this difficulty was overcome by the use 
as a covering of a zinc acetate impregnated gauze. This 
was found to produce a semi-permeable membrane 
which would allow slow evaporation of moisture from 
the wound yet prevented the passage of protein which 
is such a serious problem in burn treatment. 

Between five and six hundred cases have been treated 
by this method and it is reported that the splinting ef- 
fect of the dressing helps in the relief of pain, and there 
was a minimum of infection following its employment. 


SODIUM PERBORATE IN TOOTHPASTE 


One of the substances used to impart antiseptic pro- 
perties to dentifrice compositions is sodium perborate. 
On contact with water, this salt decomposes into sodium 
borate and hydrogen peroxide, the latter breaking down 
to yield free oxygen, which is the actual antiseptic 
agent. Since sodium perborate is unstable in the pre- 
sence of moisture, it can be incorporated more suc- 
cessfully in powdered dentifrices than in toothpastes. 
A water dispersion of a soluble gum, e.g., tragacanth 
mucilage, usually serves as the binder for the powdered 
polishing agents in paste dentifrices. If sodium per- 
borate were added to such compositions, the water 
present would cause it to lose its oxidising capacity 
within a short time. 

Numerous attempts to find a satisfactory water-free 
binder for perborate toothpastes are recorded in the 

atent literature. Mineral oil and the vegetable oils 

ave been suggested as binders, as in S. patent 
2,052,694. The dentifrice described in this patent con- 
sists of sodium perborate in a paste composed of col- 
loidal kaolin, mineral oil, sodium lauryl sulphate and 
cetyl alcohol. The boric acid esters of glycerine and 
the glycols have been patented as excipients for sodium 
perborate toothpastes in U.S. 2,172,743. These esters, 
which are semi-solid materials, or viscous liquids, are 
inert towards sodium perborate. 

A new approach to the problem is presented in U.S. 
patent 2,501,145, which was granted in 1950 to Nathan 
Smith. "This is the use of the versatile polyethylene 
glycols as vehicles for sodium perborate in dental pre- 
parations. Liquid polyethylene glycol 300 and solid 
polyethylene glycol 1500 are combined to form bases 
of the desired viscosity, which are readily miscible with 
water. While it is recommonded that one of the dental 
abrasive materials should be mixed with the polyethy- 
lene glycols, a dental cream can be prepared without 
the inorganic filler. A small proportion of vanillin, or 
some other aromatic aldehyde is incorporated in the 
paste as an “inactivating agent.” This is not essential 
if the sodium perborate is used in the form of mono- 
hydrate, but if it is used as the tetrahydrate the pre- 
sence of vanillin is necessary to prevent deterioration. 
One of the illustrative formulas given in the patent is 
reproduced below. 


Sodium Perborate T 
Sodium perborate tetrahydrate 
Calcium carbonate ... 
Polyethylene glycol (1500) 
Polyethylene 
Vanillin ... 
Flavour 


Salts which have an acid reaction, such as monocal- 
cium phosphate or sodium aluminium sulphate, are often 
added to perborate dentifrices. The purpose is to neu- 
tralise the alkalinity of the solution formed when so- 


dium perborate reacts with water. An acid salt can 
be incorporated in the polyethylene glycol paste with- 
out adverse effect on its stability, providing a small 
amount of vanillin is present.—Schimmel Briefs.

DISPENSING PROBLEMS 
Penicillin and Ammoniated Mercury Ointment. 


Recently we received this og a from a patient 
who also brought along a vial of Sodium Penicillin 
— the doctor had given him: 


Penicillin ... ... ... ... 500,000 units 

Ung. Hydrarg. Ammon. . ... ad gr. 480 

mitte gr. 480 
Sig. m.d.u. 

We were dubious about dispensing this prescription 
due to the instability of the Penicillin in the presence 
of the Ammoniated Mercury. We rang the prescriber, 
who accepted our suggestion of dispensing the Calcium 
Salt of Penicillin and Ammoniated Mercury in two 
separate l-oz. ointment bases. ‘ 

The doctor told us the patient was suffering from 


s the quantity of Penicillin excessive, and does the 
Penicillin lose its strength in the presence of the Ammo- 
niated Mercury? 

We thought that this may have been the reason for 
the ordering of the large quantity of Penicillin for this 
external application. —H.A.M. (Vic.). 

The following comments on the above problem are offered:— 

(i) Penicillin (Calcium Salt) has been preferred to Peni- 
cillin (Sodium Sait) in ointments, as it is lesy hygro- 
scopic. Other forms of Benzylpenicillin are admitted 
by the B.P. Addendum 1951. 

(ii) The strength is excessive, but in a safe concentration. 
The Addendum 1951 strength for Ointment of Penicillin 
is about 31,000 units per 480 grains. 

(iii) Prescribers have been often reported as having ordered 
Penicillin in a greater strength than that required at the 
site of the lesion. In other words, they have sought 
to allow for the subsequent deterioration. 

This practice is resorted to when Radon gas is introduced into 
gold tubes, for the treatment of malignant tumours. The rate 
of decay of Radon can be measured with precision. 

In Pharmaceutics generally the procedure is wasteful and 
lacks precision, owing to the number of factors operating, and 
cannot be recommended. 

(iv) Kelly (Austral. J. Pharm. 1949, 30, 304) has reported 
very considerable inactivation of Penicillin in the B.P. Cream 
when Ammoniated Mercury is present, at summer “room” tem- 
perature. The inactivation was apparent after four days. (Our 
correspondent’s letter was dated 15/12/51.) 

Although there is no water present in the above prescription 
as in the B.P. Cream, Miss Kelly quotes Macek et al. as showing 
that even in non-aqueous ointment bases Penicillin has a limited 
stability. 


(v) The method of dispensing the medicaments separately 
seems a practical solution. 

(vi) For impetigo either drug is specific. Perhaps the pre- 
scriber would have been content with one or the other had this 
been suggested. Two specifics may not be “doubly specific.” 


Suspension of Phenobarb. in Proprietary Tonics. 


In your section of Applied Pharmaceutics No. 4, “An 
awkward suspension of Phenobarbitone,” February 29, 
1952, I was very interested to read your footnote re 
adding Tragacanth and a little alcohol 90 per cent. to 
the syrup. 

By this do you mean to use the same amount as in 
4 fl. dr. Mucil. Trag., ie. Trag. gr. 23? et Alcoh. 90 per 
cent. m. 6 approx. and forming a mucilage with the 


Trup? 
Also, could this system be used for M5 appemsie lines 
as Hepasol Co., Neuroph ates, B.C.M., etc., when 
these a the whole volume and cause incompati- 
bility with Phenobarb. Sod.? 

If so, this would appear desirable to using Pulv. Trag. 
Co. (when Mucil. Trag. is unsuitable because of the 
volume it occupies). 

Of course, allowance would need to be made for the 
viscosity of the vehicle used, I presume, or has your 
practical experience proved this method satisfacto 
and safe as regards diffusion of the Phenobarbitone wi 
any of the vehicles I have named. 

This method is quite suitable for the proprietaries mentioned. 
Our intention was as the correspondent suggests, bearing in mind 
that the quantities of Tragacanth and particularly Alcohol are 
not critical. 

It is suggested that an equivalent amount of Tragacanth to 
that existing in the normal amount of mucilage should be used, 
together with a cohuenient proportion of Alcohol, irrespective 
of the viscosity of the vehicle. : 


Intravenous or Intramuscular Route?

The above prescription was recently presented for 
dispensing at our pharmacy. The prescription con- 
tained no specifications regarding strength or route of 
administration of the injection, and under these circum- 
stances the B.P. states: For intravenous injection a 
solution containing 0.25 G. in 10 mls.; for intramuscular 
injection a solution containing 0.5 G. in 2 ml. If the 
route of the injection is not stated, the intravenous 
injection is to be dispensed. In this case the volume 
of the injection (2 cc.) is a guide to its route of ad- 
ministration, and as a result the intramuscular injection 
was dispensed (0.5 G. in 2 mL).

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The "Tired Businessman" 


It's Not So Easy to Take It Easy 
By WS. 


What makes a “tired businessman” tired” 

To find an answer to that clinical question more than 
2000 “tired businessmen” were examined in the Ben- 
amin Franklin Clinic of the Pennsylvania Hospital in 
Philadelphia Many patients came from industrial and 
business concerns whose owners wanted to take care 
of the health of the leading employee: In fact, one 
Philadelphia industrialist sent all 63 of his executives in 
for a check-up. Eighty per cent. of them needed medi- 
cal, surgical or psychiatric treatment 

The psychiatrist was needed in most cases, to con- 
vince the executives they must slow down and stop 
worrying. Dr. Leonard W. Parkhurst, the clinic's medi- 
cal director, emphasised that the executives “must be 
boss of their jobs, not slaves to those jobs.” To follow 
such advice means the difference between the healthy 
businessman and the one on the verge of an emotional 
or physical breakdown. 

Why Tired? 

The Benjamin Franklin Clinic stated that a tired 
businessman gets that way because he 

(1) Stuffs his business troubles in his brief case and 

carries them home at night, instead of leaving 
them at the office. 

(2) Goes out to lunch and does more business talking 

than eating. 

(3) Cannot take a real vacation because he cannot 

delegate authority. He thinks he is indispensable. 

(4) Does not have a day-in, day-out hobby, but goes 

out once a week for a strenuous physical work- 
out to cure all his ills. 

(5) Does not know or practise moderation in either 

work or play. 

The most common physical ailments found among 
Philadelphia businessmen, the clinic reported, were: 
Coronary artery disease, high blood pressure ¢hyper- 
tension) and ulcers of the stomach. 

There are always some people, tough, supermen, who 
stand the rush of modern business life without punish- 
ment. To the majority of both workers and executives 
it means physical harm and nervous trouble. Frequent 
consequence is a sort of nervous irritation which may 
be hidden for some time, but which suddenly becomes 
obvious in unexpected contacts with other people. It 
means quibbling and quarreling over trifles, it means 
unnecessary friction, 

Dr. Dershimer, Du Pont’s psychiatrist, says one of 
his biggest difficulties is getting supervisors to come 
clean with men whose work is below standard. He 
thinks bosses should be frank with subordinates, tell 
them where they stand. Otherwise an employee does 
not know whether he is good or bad, needed or not, 
and thus builds up a sense of disinterest in his job. 
Dershimer believes that this tendency among bosses is 
based more on the boss's desire to spare himself an un- 
pleasant task than to his concern for his subordinate’s 
feeling. Sometimes the productivity of a department 
will drop way down because the boss does not get 
along with its members. Treating the boss’s malady 
means relief to the whole department 

Take It Easier. 
The Benjamin Franklin Clinic’s prescription is: Take 
it easier. However, it is not so easy to take it easy. 
This is the result of studies by Prof. Josephine L. Rath- 
bone of Teacher's College, Columbia University. Most 
adults, she says, do not know how to relax. They are 
dissatisfied with their achievements and drive them- 
selves to get more done each day. Suddenly, one day, 


they come down with ulcers, high blood pressure, or a 
physical breakdown. 

Contrary to popular notion, Dr. Rathbone says, “tense” 
people do not always appear nervous. They usually 
don’t bite their nails, crack their knckles, twist their 
handkerchief. Instead, they often appear very calm, 
because they restrain themselves. They try to keep 
themselves immobile because they fear they will reveal 
nervousness by movement. By holding themselves still 
however, they are increasing their tensions. 

A person who is over-fatigued is likely to overwork. 
Prof. Rathbone pointed out. When a person is too tired 
he seems to lose all sense of perspective and welcomes 
a breakdown as eagerly as a holiday. This over-activity 
takes on two particularly dangerous forms:-— 

(1) Over-addiction to business; and 

(2) Immersion in a social whirligig. 

Undue strain and continuous nervous hurry is par- 
ticularly harmful to the coronary arteries, those im- 
portant blood vessels which bring food to the heart 
muscle itself. Coronary disease can be limited in its 
effect by observance of a proper routine of living, 
eating and exercise, with some relaxation to break the 
tension of the day. It is no use to burn both ends of 
the candle at the same time, says Dr. Calver, Capitol 
physician in Washington, but the pressure and speed 
of our times force a man to do things he knows are 
harmful to himself and do them hurriedly. 


Overcoming Lack of 

Quite a few scientists are of the opinion that a kind 
of toxic substance is formed within the body during 
waking and working hours, and that this poison is 
gradually digested and eliminated during the hours of 
sleep. This may not be literally true, but sleep is the 
most important source of recovery and rejuvenation for 
everybody. 

Many “tired business men” either suffer from a form 
of insomnia or do not recognise the recuperative value 
of sleep. Some people think it is a waste of time to 
sleep, while others cannot slow down their pace and 
their mind cannot rest sufficiently to fall asleep. Some 
hints to help in such cases are given by Prof. Rathbone. 

Prepare for sleep, she says, by cutting down on the 
intensity of thinking for half an hour or more before 
retiring. A game of checkers or writing a pleasant let- 
ter sometimes helps. And then she gives a rarely 
heard, but excellent advice: Take plenty of time to get 
ready for bed. Nobody should expect to leave his work 
or a heated discussion in a state of exhilaration and, 
tearing off his clothes and bouncing into bed, fall im- 
mediately into deep slumber. 

Instead, she says, take a leisurely bath, brush your 
teeth, comb your hair and prepare your clothes for the 
next morning. If you like to read in bed, choose non- 
fiction and a hard book. Bore your mind into uncondi- 
tional surrender to sleep. One of the best ways of 
falling asleep is to get rested before trying to sleep. 
By getting into bed an hour before the usuaf time for 
retiring, she asserts, you will find yourself building up 
a reserve of rest and falling to sleep without the old 
struggle. 

Chemical drugs have been widely used to overcome 
fatigue. These drugs belong to the benzedrine and 
ephedrine group. They are able to raise the lowered 
blood pressure. They are noted for their wide use by 
students, who use them not with unrestricted approval 
of their doctors, to keep awake during night studies. 
Those are powerful drugs, and they should not be used 
in another way, but that fixed by exact research work. 
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The Pharmacy Budget 


By R. A. Moore, Ph.C., M-P.S., A.LC.A, A.C.A.A: 


Without entering into elaborate and complex records 
which, through cost of maintenance in time or money 
would cause a system to break down under its own 
weight in smaller businesses, it is an easy matter to 
construct a simple working budget to control expendi- 
ture in relation to sales volume along the lines in use by 
more complex concerns, and disclose vital information 
from time to time during a current trading period. 


Naturally, a set of books correctly kept is a desidera- 
tum, although an expense ledger is not usually found 
in small pharmacies. This class of expenditure, neces- 
sary in the preparation of a profit and loss account, 
consists of nominal accounts incidental to the carryi 
on of business. Nevertheless they will be record 
somewhere. 


The Income Tax Act, Sec. 262A, requires that records 
be made and kept for seven years, so that income and 
expenditure may be readily ascertained. Section 31 sets 
out each item of trading stock at the end of the year 
of income shall be valued, etc., and in Section 29, that 
the value of trading stock at the beginning of the year 
of income shall be the value at the end of the year 
immediately preceding the year of income. 


Taking the records of the preceding year as a guide, 
the cost of goods sold is obtained from the trading ac- 
count in the usual way, the basis of which is stock at 
the beginning, stock at the end, the purchases and sales. 


Sales are both cash and credit, the latter being on an 
accrual basis, representing stock which otherwise would 
be stock on hand. Any balance on this account at the 
end of the year becomes a balance-sheet item, as deb- 
tors, being stock sold on credit, not yet paid for. Like- 
wise unsold stock appears as stock on hand. 


The first figure required is the cost of goods sold, 
and is obtained from the trading account as mentioned. 
This figure is £5910. The next amount is the total ex- 

nditure, excluding purchases, which have already 

n dealt with in arriving at the cost of goods sold. 
All these items of expenditure relating to the business 
are to be tabulated and adjusted to the nearest £. This 
total is £1740, and is assigned in just proportion to 
columns headed for one, four and five weeks, to con- 
stitute the master budget. The total cost for the year 
is, therefore, £7650. 


The closing accounts for the year disclose a nett pro- 
fit of 15 per cent. on turnover, hence, seventeen and 
eleven seventeenths must be added to this total figure. 
as this addition to cost is fifteen per cent. on sales. This 
brings the sales figure to £9000, which agrees with the 
credit to sales account for the year under review. 


A simple calculation new reveals that sales should 
approximate £173 each week, £692 for a four-week 
month, and £866 for a five-week month, in order to 
break even with the expense figure and yield the profit 
expected, at an expense rate of £34, £134 and £167 re- 
spectively. In setting up the expense budget from the 
tabulated figures before mentioned, scrutiny will show 
that they are divisible into classes. The first called 
fixed, which, as the name implies, are constant in 
amount, and do not change with different sales levels. 
Such are rates, rent, depreciation, fire and plate glass 
pom oT and will form the first sub-total. In this 
case 


The next class to be reviewed among the remaining 
items on the list are the variable expenses, so called on 


account of their direct changes to sales volume. These 
include, inter alia, wages, light, gas, telephone, workers’ 
compensation, postages, stationery, printing, advertis- 
ing, etc., and will form the second sub-total. 


A third class, semi-variable, are combinations of 
fixed and variable, sometimes are classified and labori- 
ously resolved into their elements, do not vary in direct 
proportion to sales volume, are very slow in action, and 
require no special treatment here. Examples would 
commissions paid in certain circumstances, and payroll 
tax. They could be combined with the variable in 
one total grouped with items under £25 or less. It is 
hardly worth while rainbow chasing every little item of 
expense for intense analysis, nor is it a practical ac- 
counting proposal in the practice of pharmacy. 
figures resolve into Fixed £191, Variable £1524, Semi-V 
£25; Total £1740, and are distributed into the period 
columns for the weeks as mentioned previously. 


Rega ing payroll tax, it is well to know that an 
unregiste employer must register within seven days 
after the end of the month in which he first pays wages 
in any week at a rate in excess of £20, and must ag- 
gregate domestic wages paid to servants, gardeners, 
etc, as well as persons directly employed in the busi- 
ness. This makes apportionment necessary for income 
tax returns, the business portion only being an allow- 
able deduction. Failure or neglect is punishable as an 
offence, Sec. 42. 


Business is never static, the general tendency is ever 
upward. The volume ebbs and flows due to seasonal 
and other causes, and it is a simple matter to construct 
from the master budget one or more flexible budgets 
graduated to rises and falls to adjust the allotment of 
variable expense to higher or lower sales levels and 
thus automatically correct any deviation due to increase 
or decrease in sales volume. As before mentioned, 
fixed expense remains constant at all levels. 


Comparison of actual sales figures with budget is thus 
speedy, disagreements noted as they arise, and appro- 
priate measures taken if necessary, without waiting 
for the yearly t mortem to disclose irregularities, 
long past rectification. The slide rule is invaluable 
for saving time in calculations, and will run off the 
variable expense items for a flexible budget to any sales 
figure, solving proportions instantly and accurately 
without the tedious process of arithmetical workings. 


A rise in advertising without a rise in sales volumes, 
or a fall in sales without a decrease in some item or 
items in the variable expenses become problems for 
management. Small variations are ignor Some con- 
cerns divide excess expenditure into preventable and 
non-preventable as a check on management efficiency. 


In setting up the master budget provision is oftea 
made for expected am, based on past experience 
or future prospects. will show up as they arise 
in a flexible budget and enable expense to be control- 
led within reasonable proportion to sales levels, based 
on actual known results from year to year. This is its 
value, and the reason for its adoption. 


Sales figures are closely known, and to check actual 
figures with a budget allotment each month will form a 
first line of investigation in a general way, and satisfy 
most requirements. Where an item falls between two 
budgets, interpolation will be sufficiently accurate for 
al practical purposes.

N.S.W. Society Holds Successful Rally 
at Goulburn 


Officials Traverse Problems of Pharmacy 


Outline of the new pharmaceutical education system 
in New South Wales, and warnings of grave threats to 
retail pharmacy, were features of a meeting of Goul- 
burn and district chemists at the City Library Rooms, 
Goulburn, on April 20. The meeting was arranged by 
the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society of New 
South Wales, and the visiting speakers were the Presi- 
dent of the Pharmaceutical Association of Australia and 
New Zealand (Mr. W. R. Cutler), the Hon. Treasurer of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of New South Wales (Mr. 
B. G. Fegent), Mr F. Winterton, a member of the 
Council of the Pharmaceutical Society of New South 
Wales, and, by official invitation from the Council, the 
Federal Director of Pharmaceutical Public Relations 
(Mr. K..G. Attiwill 

Mr. Fegent, who occupied the chair, opened the meet- 
ing by introducing Mr. Winterton, who had recently 
become a member of the Council of the Society 

Mr. Fegent said: “Since the Society's last visit to 
Goulburn the question of pharmaceutical education has 
been cleared up by amendment to the Pharmacy Act. 
The new amendments will— 

Require persons intending to qualify in 

rmatriculate in the normal way 

Require them to attend a full-time, three-years course 

in pharmacy at the University to obtain a diploma 
or degree 

Entitle holders of a diploma or degree to registration 

as pharmacists after they served as assistants in a 
pharmacy for one year 


"For the Benefit of Pharmacy.” 

“I think you will find,” said Mr. Fegent, “that this 
change will be for the benefit of pharmacy. Last week 
we had the pleasure of hearing Mr. Maplethorpe de- 
scribe some of the latest developments in England. 
They are finding the new students under the London 
University course are very keen to do their one year 
in pharmacy. Some people here have suggested that 
under the N.S.W. system the student at the end of his 
three-year full-time course would want to teach us our 
jobs. That tendency has not been noticed in England 

“It has been said that the new course would prevent 
some people from doing pharmacy because they would 
be unable to pay their way. Under the Commonwealth 
acheme to subsidise education at the University, I think 
a lot more students will be able to do the course. I 
don't think the argument that the working man’s son 
will not be able to take part has been substantiated 

“Mr. Cutler, who is with us today, started the move- 
ment for education reform twelve years ago, as Pre- 
sident of the Society, and it is now coming to fruition. 
Members of the Council have no fear that it will not be 
for the betterment of pharmacy. The new students 
will be far more competent to deal with the latest drugs 
and will be in a better position than the older pharma 
cists to advise the doctors on the pharmacological 
side.” (Applause.) 

Mr. L. G. Clark: Will there be a degre: 
this course” 

Mr. Fegent: That is in the melting pot. The Uni 
versity authorities are working out a course and will 
submit it to us for advice. At present the University 
is far more interested in obtaining suitable buildings 
for the course. They have asked the Government for 
£150,000, and there are good prospects of getting it 
Once they do, they will concentrate on the course

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Mr. L. G. Clark: And when that comes to pass will we 
all be registered under the “Dog Act”? (Laughter.) 

Mr. P. R. D. Hollis, Goulburn: I understand that the 
degree course will be going on at the same time as the 
new course. 

Critical Stage for Pharmacy. 

Mr. Cutler said: Pharmacy at present is facing one 
of the most critical stages of its career, not only edu- 
cationally, but also politically. The Pharmacy Act 
amendment establishing the new education course came 
as a shock to most of us. Why the former Premier (Mr. 
McGirr) rushed it in is beyond our comprehension. Not 
a soul in official pharmacy knew the Bill was coming on. 
Now that it has been passed we must watch the de- 
velopment of the new scheme. I think the Bill will 
come into operation in 1954. The last official notice 
of teaching under the apprentice system will be at the 
end of 1953, although there will be an over-carry of the 
older apprentices and some re-arrangement. 

I don’t know whether a B. Pharm. will come. It is 
equivalent to a B.Sc. course as we know it. In the 
Old Country the B. Pharm. course is slightly different. 
Their new course is officially two years, but actually

three years. In the Old Country you matriculate and 
do first-year science and then sit for the Intermediate 
examination. Then you can go on to the degree course. 
Apparently science degrees are four years and 
Pharm. four years, too, against three years at Sydney 
University.

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apprentice system goes by the board once the Act comes 
into force. I think that will appeal to the country 
chemist. The apprenticeship never was much good to 
him. He only had an apprentice for one year, and 
rarely got him back after qualification. I imagine you 
will have a better chance under the new system insofar 
as the last year may be spent anywhere in a city or

country pharmacy. The new course is experimental at 
this stage. Mr. Maplethorpe told us last week that he 
had seen the finished product of the full-time course in 
England, and it is turning out well. One man with the 
degrees of B. Pharm. and D. Phil. had gone straight into 
retail business and is making a great success of it. 


We do know that the apprenticeship system as we 
know it has failed, It has failed because the average 
pharmacist is not a capable or a suitable teacher. The 
teaching of pharmacy as a science has advanced and 
should be in very capable hands of men trained in 
tutorial work. 


Friendly Societies’ Ambitions. 

Now we have to face a few other things, Mr. Cutler 
continued. The Friendly Societies have become ex- 
tremely active not only in N.S.W., but throughout the 
Commonwealth, in demanding some things which we, 
as pharmacists, must fight to retain as our right. When 
the N.S.W. Pharmacy Act was amended in 1940, the 
Friendly Societies went for certain concessions in open 
trading. They were given certain rights under the 
Pharmaceutical Benefits Act, and they fought hard to 
get extensions. Today there are approximately 56 shops 
within the State with open trading rights. 


Now a section of the Friendly Societies is moving 
much harder to get complete open trading rights in 
this State. If they got them there would be a land- 
slide. They would attempt to build up a strong poli- 
tical case to substantiate their claims, but we don’t 
admit that they have any rights to invade the present 
field of retail pharmacy. The Friendly Societies weaken 
their case because they do not desire any other people 
to get further open trading rights. We foresee that, if 


they get the Government to agree to open trading 
rights, some of the oversea combines would come into 
the picture. That is something I don’t like to contem- 
plate. Mr. Attiwill will give you a better coverage of 
the up-to-the-moment progress of our campaign in this 
State. Mr. Attiwill is fully seized with its impertance 
and possibilities. 

Sir Earle Page's idea is to bring all the social benefits 
legislation under the one heading of the National Health 
Act (or similar title). Some of you may have heard 
Sir Earle Page’s broadcast address at Toowoomba about 
approved societies under his hospital benefits insurance 
scheme, and that he specifically mentioned Friendly 
Societies. You can see that the Federal and State 
menace links up. Friendly Society membership could 
control the approved society system on the administra- 
tive and contractual side of the Pharmaceutical Bene- 
fits Act—not only the chemists, but the doctors also. 


Mr. Cutler added that recently a Federal Medico- 
Pharmaceutical Liaison Committee had been formed. 
This followed the appointment of similar committees in 
the State sphere. 

We hope that the two professions, fighting together, 
will be much stronger than if we fought alone, said 
Mr. Cutler. 

The Chairman (Mr. Fegent) then invited questions. 

Mr. Clark: How would the granting of open trading 
rights to the Friendly Societies permit existing com- 
panies to extend? 

Mr. Cutler: When an Act is before Parliament for 
amendment anybody can fight to be included. The 
Government could not discriminate in favour of the

we put up a good fight—and we have a good case—we 
think that the Government would resist the attempt by 
the Friendly Societies. 


Anomalies in Act. 

Mr. Cutler quoted a recent case in which the Phar- 
macy Board of N.S.W. launched a prosecution in re- 
spect of premises where an inspector reported that no 
registe pharmacist had been present at the time of 
his inspection. The Board lost the case in the magis- 
trate's court and lost it again on appeal. Pharmacy 
needed an amendment of the Act to tighten up many 
weaknesses and correct anomalies. 

Mr. Clark: The Friendly Societies’ move, I  under- 
stand, means extension of the Friendly Societies, and 
open trading rights for an unlimited number of their 
dispensaries would go hand in hand. 

Mr. Hollis: A free go for the Friendly Societies and 
company pharmacy. 

Mr. Clark: Everyone interested must get it. 


Mr. R. Mitchell (Goulburn): The Friendly Societies 
are interested, all right 

Mr. Cutler: This is one of the gravest situations in 
pharmacy’s history. We will need every man and one 
voice to defeat the move. 

Mr. L. O’Donahoo (Goulburn): If a person decides to 
buy four pharmacies he could do it and register them 
in somebody else's name. 

Mr. Cutler: Unfortunately, that does happen, and that 
is a weakness under our Act. Unfortunately, some 

ple are taking advantage of the weakness of the Act, 
But the fact that they are should not be allowed to 
prejudice pharmacy. Pharmacy as a whole strongly 
supports the principle of one man, one shop 


in order. 

Mr, Hollis: Not altogether. There is a weakness in 
that Act, in the Poisons Act, and in many of these Acts. 
At present company pharmacies cannot extend. 


Mr. Attiwill’s Review. 


Mr. Attiwill said that when a bush fire threatened the 
homestead the farmer did not waste time in patching 
up the building itself. He concentrated on preventing 
the blaze from consuming the homestead. 


Mr. Attiwill then gave a detailed outline of the 
change which had taken vines in the Friendly Society 
membership in recent years, owing to the changing eco- 
nomic and social orders. He said that, while the 
Friendly Society activities in the State sphere were 
tapering off, the responsibilities of the Friendly 
Societies’ movement under the Commonwealth Social 
Service legislation were likely to increase. Indeed, 
hospital and medical benefits insurance legislation 
opened up a rosy pathway for the Friendly Societies, 
which they were glad to discover because it gave them 
fresh hope of arresting the rapid decline in their mem- 
bership. 

Mr. Attiwill said: As the National Health Service has 
developed, the public has gained wider appreciation of 
the chemist’s place in the health team. This has 
brought chemists into closer professional relationship 
with doctors. The relationship between the two pro- 
fessions has never been better, and this relationship 
helps to ensure the efficiency of the Health Service. 


We are co-operating with the Government and the 
doctors in the pao, srg He of the Health Service, said 
Mr. Attiwill. We shall be py to co-operate with all 
other organisations to that on so long as our traditional 
place in the private enterprise of the nation is recog- 
nised. We are prepared to continue our long association 
with the Friendly Societies’ movement by dispensing 
for its members where and when required. ut we 
shall resist strongly any attempt by this or any other 
organisation to invade our legitimate field. 


Mr. Attiwill then outlined the steps which had been 
taken to — pharmacy and to resist all efforts by 
the Friendly Societies to invade the retail field in open 
competition with private chemists. The President of 
the New South Wales Branch of the Guild (Mr. L. W. 
Smith) would make an extensive country tour with the 
object of meeting as many chemists ‘as possible and 
giving them full information about the campaign. The

Guild and its kindred organisation, the Society, had 
fought many successful fights. The Guild had been 
born in strife, defending the rights of its members. It 
had often been said that the Guild would be killed by 
complacency the day it ceased to fight. The present 
threat was a serious one to the Guild, and the prin- 
ciples on which it had been founded. Any retail 
pharmacist who took lightly the Friendly Societies’ 
challenge was being recreant.

Mr. Attiwill said that it must be clearly understood 
by the chemists themselves, and made widely known, 
in order to prevent misunderstandings that, apart from 
the free medicines supplied under the Commonwealth

Health Service, the private chemists of New South 
Wales were ready and willing to supply members of 
Friendly Societies. On their behalf the Guild recently 
had signed an agreement with a large and reputable 
group of Friendly Societies to supply their members, 
upon a new tariff dispensing basis, with medicines not 
covered by the Commonwealth scheme. If this a 
pealed to one section of the Friendly Societies it shou d 
appeal to others, unless they had political motives for 
standing outside the agreement. ere was no restric- 
tion whatever upon the right of the Friendly Societies 
to open as many dispensaries as they chose-—to service 
members and their families. 

Mr. Attiwill concluded by summarising opposition to 
the proposed alteration to the Act under the following 
headings:— 

It is unnecessary in the interests of the public. 

It is unfair and inequitable to private pharmaceutical 

chemists. 

It violates the basic principles of the Friendly Society 

Movement. 


It means a dangerous toward re-establishing

It is a trade expansion scheme promoted by a few 
dispensary officials using the members themselves 
as a screen. 


ex-servicemen (the Chemists’ Sub-Section of 
RSSALLA). 


It is a threat to all small retail traders. 
It fulfils no legitimate want whatever. 


Mr. Clark: I have been told the Friendly Societies 
movement is a monster to be feared. I have never been 
able to dissect the subject to find out why this should be. 
I cannot see how the Friendly Societies get advantages 
from all their energies. 

Mr. Hollis: The bigger the union the more powerful 
it is. The Friendly Societies have linked themselves as 
a political organisation in many cases. The more money 
they have the more organisers they can get and the 
more political pull. Incidentally, the men at the top 
get more money—the bigger the union the more they 
get. 

Mr. Clark: They seem to put all this money into the 
Friendly Societies’ coffers. 


Mr. Hollis: Yes, the average person has dropped off 
from membership because he gets so little out of it. 

Mr. Cutler, in answer to further questions, explained 
the Medico-Pharmaceutical Liaison system, and said that 
the B.M.A. realised the need for such a liaison. The 
relationship between the two professions has never been 
better. This has the makings of a united front in the 
Federal sphere, said Mr. Cutler. 


New Councillor's Suggestion. 

Mr. Winterton: I have only recently become a mem- 
ber of the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society, and 
this is the first of these meetings that I have attended. 
I have a lot to learn. One thing I would like to speak 
about. Mr. Maplethorpe, in his address to the Society 
in Sydney last week, brought up the question of the 
liaison between the new type of student and the medi- 
cal practitioner. His point was that the medical man 
will learn less and less about drugs and the pharmacist 
will learn more and more. He will advise the doctor on 
what drugs to use, how to use them and what to use 
them for. The pharmacist of the older generation is 
wondering where he will be. It is a question of 
psychol «yon approach. Mr. Maplethorpe says that 
more and more it will be the pharmacist’s job to advise 
the doctor. 

One of the things I would like to bring forward as I 
become more active in this Society will be the possi- 
bility of a post-graduate course for the older pharma- 
cist in pharmacology, and if he cannot attend the lec- 
tures personally, we should see that he can receive a 
roneod set of the lectures. If I can help to achieve this 
I shall be very pleased. We have been sitting in the 
background for too long. The manufacturers have been 
“beating us to the gun.” 

A lively discussion ensued on whether the doctor 
would consult the pharmacist, 

Mr. Winterton: We will get round to it gradually. 

Mr. Hollis: We must look forward to the day when 
we won't be “punching pills.” We must look forward 
to the day when the population of the future will go to 
the pharmacist in certain circumstances, because the 
pharmacist will have a greater professional knowledge 
than the manufacturer’s detailer. This will make our 
status very much greater than it is today. 

Mr. Hollis, as Chairman of the Goulburn and District 
Zone, expressed thanks to the speakers, and said that 
the chemists appreciated the work of official pharmacy 
—the Board, the Society and the Guild—and especially 
Mr. Attiwill’s work all over Australia. Unfortunately, 
the officials did not get nearly enough pee from 
individual pharmacists. Members in the ld were 
ready to congratulate their officials on the successful 
fight they were waging on behalf of the chemists—and 
in the next moment they were ready to criticise on small 
matters. Chemists should lift themselves up and help 
their officials in every possible way. 

Mr. Fegent replied briefly on behalf of the Council 
of the Pharmaceutical Society, and said that the Council 
had been very pleased that Mr. Attiwill had been able 
to accompany its representatives to Goulburn and to 
speak on behalf of the pharmaceutical organisations.

On behalf of the women pharmacists who attended 
the Brisbane Conference, in particular, and other women 
harmacists in all States, I would like to congrztulate 

iss Andrews on her election to the Council of the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Tasmania. This is a mile- 
stone, not only in the history of pharmacy in Tasmania, 
where she is the first woman to be elected to a govern- 
ing body, but also most gratifying to all women phar- 
macists to see one of their members attain a position 
of such high esteem. 


In the last edition of “News Letter” received from 
the National Association of Women Pharmacists (Eng- 
land) appears the following article, “Do Women Make 
Good Pharmacists?” by Janet Hincks, which may be 
of interest, especially after Mr. Eric Scott’s recent com- 
ments on women in pharmacy. 


“,..DO WOMEN MAKE GOOD PHARMACISTS? 


That is a question we should all ask ourselves, 
especially those with a daughter of their own, or those 
who are interested in the daughters of their friends. 

It is absolutely essential, and cannot be too strongly 
emphasised, that the child should begin the correct 
subjects early enough in her school career to be sure 
of being able to pass in them in her school leaving 
examination. 

Why did you become a pharmacist? I was destined 
to become a doctor, but I liked the smell of a chemist’s 
shop, and decided at the ripe age of 17 that I would 
rather play with bottles than with people. Do chemists’ 
shops still smell? I do not notice it now, and certainly 
in these days of committees even a pharmacist has to 
play with people. 

Women, on the whole, are finicky over detail; which 
in a pharmacist is a good thing. Most of us rather enjoy 
a-certain amount of routine work, and are genuinely 
interested in little John or Mary who are on the other 
side of the counter. We are good listeners—which we 
must be if we would also be good saleswomen. When 
it comes to stocktaking, those of us who had an early 
training from our mothers on keeping the store cupboard 
full enough to feed the family start with a distinct 
advantage over those who have merely been fed. 

One of our faults, and it is a bad one, is that we do 
not always set a high enough price on our service. 
Many years ago a man for whom I had agreed to do a 
fortnight’s locum told me on arrival that he was not 
going to pay me the usual five guineas a week fee; 
instead it should be four guineas. “All right,” I replied, 
“if that is your price I will stay for one week and not 
for two.” To our female shame—and I include you 
with me—another woman agreed to go to him for the 
second week for four guineas. Think carefully before 
you pass judgment on either of us, and then think again 
as to whether you are doing all in your power to enable 
us to feel the satisfaction of being well paid for a job 
well done. 

It is true that your daughter may be disappointed 
if she enters pharmacy with the idea of making money. 
She may be lucky; a few are. She will have much more 
fun, however, if you can teach her, before she starts, 
the joy of,making a round pill that is really round and 
an intravenous injection that is so crystal clear that any 
doctor would be pleased to use it. Cooking to eat is a 
good thing. Dispensing to cure a patient is an even 
better one. Don’t you agree?”

W.S.W. AMENDING PHARMACY ACT 


Sir,—The information concerning Pharmaceutical 
Education in New South Wales, as outlined in the 
March issue of the “A.J.P.,” cannot be regarded with 
complacency, and as one with first-hand knowledge of 
these proposals, I wish to express my deep concern 
that such legislation has been brought forward with 
such precipitancy 

Whilst it is agreed that no educational system can 
ever remain stauic, we must not discard system of 
pharmaceutical training (whatever its faults) for one 
which you, Sir, so generously describe experi- 
ment.” 

The proposals submitted in the Amending Bill to the 
N.S.W. Pharmacy Act, would, if approved by the legis- 
lature, no doubt produce a certain type of pharmacist, 
but one whose future would lie mainly in the manu- 
facturing field, whereas the present system of training 
produces the retail pharmacist, for whose services there 
is an urgent and ever-growing demand 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that the Bill will be 
rejected by the legislature, and that with its defeat 
the present system of training will be subjected to a 
searching investigation, during which its faults and 
failings will be eliminated. Then the percentage of 
students passing their examinations will not only in- 
crease, but the practica] ability of the newly-qualifying 
pharmacists will enhance the status of our profession.

MEMBERSHIP OF THE GUILD 


Sir,—Several months ago I applied for admission as 
a member of the Guild. The application was rejected 
on the ground that I was “not in business on my own 
account.” I cannot imagine an attitude more absurd 
and illogical. It is equivalent to refusing B.M.A. mem- 
bership to a medical practitioner because he is not en- 
gaged in his own practice, but is employed by the Coal 
Board or the B.HP 

At present I enjoy the various services the Guild has 
to offer; I am virtually a member, inasmuch as its in- 
fluence, directly and indirectly, is a daily help to me— 
a fact for which I am duly thankful, but it will not ac- 
cept my annual subscription, because I am not “in 
business on my own account.” (Save the mark.) 

The pioneers of the Guild have done a very good job, 
but the time has come for readjustment. The Guild 
needs the financial, moral and practical support of every 
registered pharmacist whether he or she is in business 
on his own account or not—now more urgently than 
ever. The Federal President of the Guild, Mr. E. Scott, 
recently declared that, “We (the Guild) must get more 
members.” Iam sure that all will agree; but then I want 
to know why the Guild continues to refuse membership 
to desirable members? By desirable, I simply mean to 
include all potential members who will work with and 
for the Guild and its objectives. 


I am one of the many of these, and I state unequi- 
vocally that I challenge anyone to adduce one sound 
and valid reason why I, or any other registered pharma- 
cist, should not become a useful member of the Federa- 
ted Pharmaceutical Service Guild of Australia. 

The policy of the Guild on this matter is reminiscent 
of the old M.P.A., which went out with red flannel 
shirts and buggies. The very title of the Guild will be 
a misnomer until this anomaly is rectified. I am ac- 
ceptable to the highly ethical, exclusive Pharmaceu- 
tical Society of N.S.W., but apparently anathema to the 
no less ethical and allied body, the Guild. The contre- 
temps seems analogous to the ridiculous position which 
arose recently concerning a famous cricketer and vari- 
ous bodies controlling (?) the game. The only difference 
is that it is not cricket. 

The principle of pharmacy for the pharmacist is 
equitable and intrinsically sound. I conduct a pharmacy 
for a Co-operative Society, but am, nevertheless, a true 
disciple of the code. To summarise, it is self-evident 
that if a pharmacist runs a pharmacy for anybody, be 
he or it a company, society or what have you (7?) is 
absolutely immaterial and irrelevant. The really rele- 
vant question is, should he be excluded from his own 
professional association?

PROSECUTION OF CHEMISTS 


Sir,—In the February Journal I read where a chemist 
was fined for selling Penicillin Cream. Well, until I 
read that I was unaware that it was a breach of the 
regulations to do so. (The prosecution was under Vic- 
torian law.—-Ed.) 

On enquiring from a mene chemist, he 
informed me that under the V.D. Act it was not per- 
missible to sell Gentian Violet. I gave up business in 
December, 1950, owing to the action against me by the 
Police Inspectors (Baker and Harris). 

My offences were: (1) Lr. Camph. Co. Conc. 1-8 on the 
dispensary shelf. (2) My qualified assistant repeated 
for the third time (as ordered by the doctor) 100 
Phenobarb Tablets, gr. 3, eight months after the scri 
was written. (3) My assistant dispensed the origi 
bottle of Endox 3 tabs. which contained sixty tablets, 
where the doctor had ordered fifty. (4) My assistant cut 
the page out of a lodge book for 100 Phenobarb Tablets, 
gr. 4, and the patient’s address was not on that page, 
although we had the address in our register—the ad- 
dress was in front of book. 

All these cases were supposed to be very serious. 

Now, I think it is about time all cases which arise 
should be published in the Journal. It is by publishing 
the facts of cases a chemist finds out the breaches of 
the regulations. Whether it is a Dangerous Drug of- 
fence or pharmacies without a qualified chemist in 
charge or after-hour trading, it would be news and 
interesting reading. 

I might add that after my prosecutions I received a 
letter from the Chief Secretary’s Department, Sydney, 
to show cause why my authority as a chemist sho 
not be withdrawn. Yours etc.,

PHARMACEUTICAL SOCIETY OF N.S.W. COUNCIL 
ELECTION 


Sir,—Widespread dissatisfaction has resulted from the 
conduct of the recent election for the Council of the 
Pharmaceutical Society of New South Wales. 

The facts, considered dispassionately, stand as a sorry 
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commentary on the lack of efficiency and poor adminis- 
tration of the oitice. The Articies of Association need 
drastic overhaul and revision. 


Herewith, Sir, are the facts. Nine candidates were 
nominated for the six vacancies on the Council. Cir- 
culars were issued on behaif of two groups—one group 
comprised the five retiring counciliors, pius one otner 
candidate, the other group comprised tne three re- 
maining candidates. In accordance with the Articies of 
Association bailot papers were posted to members of 
the Society two weeks before tne date of te bailot, 
ie, Marcn 31. In the same mail the circulars advo- 
cating support of the retiring councillors’ group also 
arrived. As the envelopes bore the same teil-taie 
marks of the franking machine, and the same typing 
errors, some members were disturbed lest the facuues 
of the office had been made avaiiabie to the one group 
of candidates and not to the other group. At the An- 
nual General Meeting of the Society after the declara- 
tion of the resuit of the ballot, quesuons were asked 
to determine just what part the office played in the 
distribution of the circulars. These quesuons were not 
answered. (The report of the Annual Meeting, we 
trust, will convey just what did transpire.) but, after 
the meeting some of the re-elected retiring council- 
lors advised that the envelopes for their group had 
been typed by members of the office staff in their own 
time and payment had been made to these members 
for their services. We are happy with this explanation, 
and regret that same was not made availabie to the 
open meeting. 


Seeking some explanation of the low poll (413 of 
the possible 1700 approx.) we sought to examine the 
papers after the baiiot, in accordance with the state- 
ment of one of the two scrutineers at the Annual Meet- 
ing that all the papers “were kept and were available 
for examination after every eiection.” The Scrutineers’ 
Report listed only the number of votes received by 
each candidate. It was not easy to arrange a date 
mutually satisfactory to ourselves and to the scru- 
tineers. And our endeavour was made most difficult 
by the lack of consistency of the President, Acting- 
Secretary, and one of the scrutineers (the second scru- 
tineer was out of Sydney for some days after the An- 
nual General Meeting). The President, before the 
regular Council meeting on Tuesday, April 1, saw no 
objection to our examining the papers connected with 
the election. The Acting Secretary (the Secretary not 
being available in Sydney) on the morning after the 
Council meeting, advised that the papers could be 
examined in the presence of one scrutineer. The one 
scrutineer available in Sydney advised that both scru- 
tineers should be present and insisted on a aefiniuion 
of “papers” that would enable us to see only those 
ballot papers that were accepted by the scrutineers as 
valid. Ballot papers were to be returned to the So- 
ciety’s office by 3 p.m. on the day before the election. 
As this was a Sunday we and other candidates had 
agreed with the Secretary’s suggestion some weeks 
earlier that ballot papers received first mail on Mon- 
day, March 31, bearing Saturday’s postmark, should be 
accepted. Legal opinion supports this procedure, a 
we understand that the scrutineers rejected ballot 
papers received after Friday, March 28. We support 
most fully the complete integrity and utter impar- 
bond of the scrutineers in the carrying out of their 

uties. 


We understand that approximately 200 members sub- 
mitted ballot papers and were disenfranchised because 
they were unfinancial. Then there were an undis- 
closed number of ballot papers received first mail on 
Monday morning. Hundreds of members were un- 
financial because they had not received their notices 
that subscriptions were due until late in March. A 
survey shows that those persons lower on the alpha- 
betical list than “R” were in this category. 


Sir, there are remedies to prevent such bungling and 


inefficient conduct of elections in the future. These 
remedies are:— 
(1) That the Articles of Association be amended to 
provi 
(a) The appointment of a Returning Officer (to 
determine such points as the deadline for re- 
ception of ballot papers). 

(b) The nomination by candidates of observers to 
assist the scrutineers. 

(2) That notices for subscription renewal be sent in 
the first week of January. 

(3) That the Society employ a separate secretary, or 
at least arrange with the F.P.S. Guild the 
appointment of a joint assistant secretary. (Fees 
may have to be raised.)—Yours, etc.,

N.S.W. ANNUAL MEETING 


Sir—After attending the Annual Meeting of the 
Pharmaceutical Society on March 31 last, I felt impelled 
to express my views through this column. 

Firstly, to offer my congratulations to the prize win- 
ners, and to comment on the majority of the fair sex 
who carried off so many of the coveted awards. The 
ability and achievements of the women of today are 
in no doubt, and are particularly remarkable in a pro- 
fession which, up to the last few years, has been almost 
completely dominated by the male of the species. 

In the second place, I would like to remark on the 
air of antagonism which permeated the meeting. A 
few of the “honourable members” uttering some very 
tactless remarks certainly made a poor showing in the 
eyes of the majority. Many may have felt that con- 
structive ideas put forward in good faith deserved dis- 
cussion, but the presentation of dogmatic assertions 
concerning the administration of the Society’s affairs 
was unfortunate in the extreme. It is always a good 
thing for progress when new ideas are promoted and 
helpful criticisms offered, but dignity and respect are 
sacrificed when bad sportsmanship is exhibited in such 
a graceless fashion. It may be a good idea if there 
were more general meetings of members, so that ideas 
of mutual interest could be exchanged and discussed 
amicably. 

Thirdly, may I congratulate Mr. Cartwright on his 
handling of the evolution of pharmacy over the last 
50 years. It was a very timely thesis, as we stand 
today on the threshold o peeneas our greatest forward 
step in the march of progress. Future pharmacists will 
have a wider technical knowledge than those of the 
present day, just as we in our time have a higher 
educational standard than the earlier era. Evolution 
is of necessity fairly slow, and it will take a great deal 
of wise administration and poe to combine the 
requirements of practical pharmacy with the more 


complete scientific skill which will be required for the 
University Degree Course. However, I feel that the 
majority of pharmacists will be willing to co-operate 
in all ways to make a success of the new course.—

The book contains sections written by experts. H. E. 
Dale has contributed to the section on Physiology and 
to the section on Action and Uses.

The Physiology section is brief, absorbing, and suits 
well the book's purpose.

The Prescription Levy. 

Within the past four weeks some p: has been 
made in reselving the problems a d with the 
imposition of the charge for prescription Representa- 
tives of both doctors and chemists have seen the 
Minister of Health personally, and he has reaffirmed 
the Government's decision to press on with the necessary 
legislation In rural areas where pharmacists may 
supply medicines to families with which they have little 
personal contact, a stamp may be substituted for the 
payment It is understood that pharn * dispensing 
contracts will be modified, so that they will be entitled 
to demand payment at the time the prescription is 
presented for dispensing. Publicity will also be given 
to the fact that the levy is actually a payment to the 
State, although the money is handed to the contractor 
The Ministry has agreed to accept responsibility for 
payment of the levy, where a medicine remains un- 
collected by a patient who has not paid the shilling 
There will be no exemptions from payment of the levy 
in the first instance, but it has been recognised that the 
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pharmacist’s professional conscience may occasionally 
impel him to supply medicines without payment and 
without any hope of payment. There will be an ar- 
yonguanant, however, to cover the cost of this potential 
Oss 

Outstanding unsettled questions include the absence 
of safeguards against changes in prescribing habits 
intended by the medical profession to reduce the impact 
of the levy on their patients’ pockets and the possibility 
of co-operative societies giving dividends on the levy. 

The second reading of the amending Act took place 
last week. and was bitterly challenged by the Oppo- 
sition The Government majority pushed the Bill 
through with only the minor change that free dental 
services would be extended to the age of 21 instead 
of 16. It seems unlikely that the charge for prescrip- 
tions will come into operation before June 1, and some 
members of the Opposition still believe that the date 
il a much later, if in fact it does come into force 
ata 

During the reading Dr. Edith Summerskill said she 
would not deny that a drug bill of £50 million a year 
was too high. She alleged that the drug bill was never 
out of control before 1946, when only the lowest paid 
workers were entitled to treatment. It was out of 
proportion today because high-powered salesmen on 
behalf of the drug manufacturers were persuading 
doctors to prescribe expensive proprietary drugs for 
their more well-to-do patients. The National Formulary 
contained economical and adequate prescriptions suitable 
for most of the complaints with which a doctor was 
called upon to deal Today doctors were departing 
from the National Formulary and prescribing unneces- 
sary and expensive drugs. 

Mr. A. Bevan, the former Minister who instituted 
the scheme, said that one reason why pharmaceutical 
costs were rising was that the medical profession was 
an ill-disciplined profession. He said that advisedly, 
with more experience of it than most. But that was 
not entirelv the reason, it might account for £4 million 
or £5 million a year. The main reason was the 
enormous increase in recent years in the use of anti- 
biotics. Very expensive drugs were coming into exis- 


tence 
Debate in the Lords. 

Lord Buckmaster in the House of Lords said it should 
not be too difficult to effect some drastic economies 
in the service. Hospitals could not be altogether ac- 
quitted of waste; they were, he thought, in some way 
responsible for “this medicinal Niagara” which was 
pouring down our throats. Patients were being given 
far larger prescriptions at hospitals than they ever 
asked for or expected. He regarded the general prac- 
titioner as an Atlas who in his head and on his hands 
held up the whole of the mighty structure. They must 
do their utmost to strengthen and improve the whole** 
standing of the general practitioner. As for the patients, 
there was a minoritv which needed educating. They 
might be ignorant, but it was necessary to instil into 
them a sense of restraint and an understanding of the 
harm they might do to their fellows by excess. 

Lord Moran pointed out that in Denmark drugs were 
divided into three categories. First were the essential, 
life-saving drugs, perhaps 12 in number; they were 
given free. Next came the desirable, but not essential 
drugs, for which the public paid 40 per cent. of the 
cost. Last were the placebos, for which the public were 
required to pay 100 per cent. That plan had been a 
success in Denmark, and in Australia it had been in 
operation for 18 months. 

In the course of the reply for the Government the 
Ear! of Onslow said that the question of over-prescribing 
was very much in the Minister’s mind. 


Costs in Scotland. 


The report of the Department of Health for Scotland 
for. 1951 states that prescriptions reached a new level 
at 22 million at a total cost of £5.5 million; the chief 
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cost of the increase was an influenza epidemic. The 
average cost per prescription last year was estimated 
to be 4/7. This compares with an average of 4/2 in 
April, 1950, and 3/10} in April, 1949. The total pre- 
scriptions for these two years were 19.5 million and 
17 million respectively. In Scotland there are 51,000 
people wholly employed in the National Health Service, 
which is equivalent to twice the number in the marine 
engineering industry and ship repairing or the educa- 
tion services. Hospitals employ approximately 22,000 
people, including male nurses, and there are roughly 
100 nurses for every 40 in-patients. The total number 
of staffed beds increased to 60,590 during the year, 
and there are 2350 doctors in the hospital service, of 
whom about 700 of consultant status. The report also 
states that applications for dentures and spectacles 
dropped sharply as soon as charges were imposed. 
Deaths from Diphtheria. 

New low records for deaths from diphtheria were 
again set up in England and Wales in 1951. Deaths 
were only 32, compared with 49 in 1950, and notifica- 
tions were also lower at 699 against 959. An official 
of the Ministry states that the situation is now being 
reached—a situation scarcely dreamed of in 1940, when 
the immunisation campaign started—where the eradica- 
tion of diphtheria as an indigenous disease in this 
country can be foreseen as a very real possibility within 
the next few years, providing there is no slackening 
in the immunisation efforts that have been so dra- 
matically successful in the past 10 years. 

Complacency resulting from what has already been 
achieved, or loss of interest or of confidence in immu- 
nisation, may mean that diphtheria will go on recurring 
in this country indefinitely, with the ever-present risk 
of a return to high mortality; but a vigorously-continued 
immunisation programme, combined with existing 
methods of epidemic control, may free us entirely from 
the disease except for the occasionally imported case. 

Fourteen country boroughs with an aggregate popu- 
lation of nearly 1,250,000 did not have a single death 
from diphtheria during the five-year period ending De- 
cember 31, 1950. 


Treatment of Tuberculosis. 


A recent statement in the “Lancet,” quoting from 
an American source, points out that results with isoni- 
cotinic acid hydrazide in the treatment of tuberculosis 
may not be as remarkable as was first supposed. There 
is no certainty that it will “accomplish more than has 
been accomplished with streptomycin and P.A.S., it may 
prove to be an additional drug of great value.” The 
drug is also potentially dangerous, and must only be 
used when frequent blood tests and examination of the 
functioning of the liver and kidneys can be carried out. 

At present the use of the drug in Britain is limited 
to certain hospital units fully equipped for the labora- 
tory side of the supervision required and under the 
careful control of a special committee of the Medical 
Research Council. The manufacturers of the drug in 
this country state that they have been embarrassed 
by the weight of enquiries from the public, and in their 
opinion the drug should only be taken under the direct 
supervision of a chest specialist. 

It is understood there is no possibility of a general 
release of the drug at present, and the public should 
not be led to sapere that this new substance is some- 
thing they will shortly be able to buy for themselves. 


Pay Increase for Doctors. 

Since the inception of the Health Service almost 
four years ago, the medical profession, particularly the 
general practitioners, have been dissatisfied with their 
dome After prolonged negotiations the British 

edical Association finally decided to take the matter 
to adjudication, and Mr. Justice Danckwerts conducted 
the proceedings. He recommended that the size of the 
central pool should be increased to £51,252,000 against 
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the existing figure of £41,533,000. As the award will 
date back to the beginning of the service, the Govern- 
ment will be required to find an additional £40 million 
within the financial year. The central pool is at present 
divided out among the doctors on the basis of the 
number of persons on their lists. In practice this has 
worked out about 16/- per patient, so that the new 
rate should be around 20/-. The Minister of Health 
said that the award would be binding on both the 
Government and the profession, subject to an improved 
method of distributing doctors’ incomes being reached 
by agreement. Doctors in the hospital services may 
now wish to have their terms of service revised. 


New National Formulary. 

A new edition of the National Formulary has been 
published and sent to chemists. It will come into 
operation on June 1. The sections have been rearranged 
under English titles, so that ointments now appear 
under “O” and not “U,” which may cause pharmacists 
some little turning over of pages until their ideas are 
readjusted. An attempt has been made to improve the 
flavour and appearance of children’s medicines. The 
list of proprietary medicines and their N.F. equivalents 
have been divided into two sections. The first sets out 

uivalents which can be regarded as being identical, 
while the second supplies the names of preparations 
which are believed to have “reputed analogous thera- 
peutic effects.” 

Pharmacy in Hospitals. 

The Council of the Pharmaceutical Society has sent 
an exhaustive memorandum on hospital pharmacy as 
evidence to be considered by the Ministry’s Standing 


Pharmaceutical Advisory Committee in reviewing 
existing services and advising upon the most efficient 
and economical organisation of the services. The 


memorandum emphasises the need for a provision re- 
quiring the control of all drugs in hospitals to be under- 
taken by pharmacists, and also that the first essential 
for an efficient and economical service is the recognition 
of the principle that pharmacy is not a subsidiary or 
ancillary calling. It possesses its own standards of 
practice, and has its own body of knowledge and sphere 
of operations. Also there is a need for pharmaceutical 
advice at all levels, and pharmacists should have direct 
access to the bodies or persons concerned before de- 
cisions and questions of pharmaceutical policy are taken. 
There should be a pharmacist on each Regional Hospital 
Board and a Regional Pharmaceutical Advisory Com- 
mittee representing chief pharmacists in the region 
as well as a regional pharmaceutical officer. There 
should also be a pharmacist on each hospital manage- 
ment committee. On accommodation, equipment and 
staffing the memorandum states that the pharmacy de- 
partment should be centralised and readily accessible. 
There should be equipment and accommodation for 
storage, processing, testing, sterile work, dispensing and 
clerical work. Opportunities exist for the employment 
of assistants or technicians, and their position should 
be regularised. In the teaching hospitals the status 
of the pharmacist giving the course to medical students 
should be that of a university teacher. The Society 
also believes that its inspectors should be permitted 
to visit hospitals. So far time has not allowed the 
reaction of hospital pharmacists on this last point to be 


made public. 
Salaries in Hospitals— 

A new agreement has been reached on salaries for 
hospital pharmacists. The basic rate will now be £450 
per annum, increasing by £25 per year to £575. The 
minimum rate is linked to an age of 23 years. Senior 
pharmacists have a maximum of £625, deputy chief 

harmacists of £675 to £725, according to the size of 

ospital. Chief pharmacists are placed in five cate- 
ories with maxima of £675, £725, £780, £885 and £935. 
he two latter maxima show an increase of £110 per 
year over the previous rates, and go some way to pro- 
viding hospital pharmacy with a career value. In 
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London area it is now possible for a pharmacist in a 
non-teaching hospital to have a salary f £1000 per 
year if he holds a higher qualification. Occupational 
clothing in the form of white or coloured « will be 
provided and laundered by the employing authority. 


~And in the Civil Service. 

The Civil Service Arbitration Tribu 
award in the claim for increased pa 
ceutical Section of the Ministry of healt Thirty-five 
officers are affected, including techn in the 
Ministry of Health. The new salary rat ire: Chief 
inspector, £1200 to £1500; senior technical officer, £900 
to £1100; technical officer, Grade 1, £700 to £900; tech- 
nical officer, Grade I], £575 to £700 

It was contended for the pharmaceutical side that the 
duties and responsibilities of the staff ncerned could 
in no way be described as “technical” in the Civil 
Service sense of the term. Practical pnarmacy formed 
no part of the duties of the pharmacist Their duties 
covered a very wide field, including all lab« ry appa- 
ratus for pathological laboratories with routine and 
specialised chemical apparatus. The normal level of 
contact with industry, with other Government Depart- 
ments and on Technical Committees suggested that the 
Technical Officers were in fact performing functions 
corresponding to a much higher status than tne Ministry 
of Health has hitherto been willing to recognise. The 
failure to recruit staff over a long period of time was 
a fitting reflection on the inadequacy of the existing 
salary scales 

The Ministry asserted that, although the Department 
demanded the higher qualifications for the posts they 
required to fill, they were normal requirements, and 
if the candidate did not possess one of them, exceptional 
other experience would be needed, Without in any way 
detracting from the high standard required of a man 
before he becomes a qualified pharmacist with the

higher qualification, or before he obtains an ordinary 


degree at a university in chemistry or physics, it was 
only fair to say that that standard is not so high as 
that required for an architect or engineer recruited by 
a Government Department for direct appointment to a 
post on the professional Works Group scales 

The Department admitted that the reason for its 
inability to fill pharmaceutical vacancies was that the 
rates paid to pharmacists by outside employers have 
increased more rapidly during the last three years than 
the rates of the Ministry’s Technical Staff. In general 
the Ministry's pharmacists receive higher scales of pay 
than the hospital pharmacists with the higher qualifi- 
cations, except for those with the special responsibilities 
which obtain in teaching hospitals who get additional 
allowances varying from £100-£200. Further differences 
in the terms and conditions of service mostly favour 
the Ministry's scales of pay. The Ministry took the 
view that the shortage among their pharmacists was 
not sufficiently icute to warrant recourse to improving 
their rates specially under the Tomlin formula 

In conclusion the Ministry contended that the claim 
put forward by the Institution was unfounded The 
duties and qualifications of pharmacists are not on a 
par with those required of the Works Group, and the 
claim is even less plausible insofar as it affects X-ray 
technicians, surgical and dental equipment technicians, 
ophthalmic-optical technicians and laboratory equip- 
ment technicians. The national shortage of pharma- 
cists is a problem, but the Ministry have 19 pharma- 
cists out of a complement of 24, and hoped to recruit 
more in view of recent pay increases. This degree of 
undermanning did not justify treating the whole class 
as if their duties and qualifications were comparable 
with those required of the Works Group. The Ministry 
regarded their own approach to the problem, which 
was to calculate scales by reference to the similarities 
and differences as compared with the Technical Classes, 
as far sounder. They therefore asked the Tribunal to 
reject the claim. 


Addition to Society's Museum. 

The Society’s Museum has acquired a valuable addi- 
tion in the form of the John Eliot Howard Cinchona 
Collection. J. E. Howard was born in 1807, and was 
a son of Luke Howard, who founded the well-known 
firm of manufacturers of that name. The present Col- 
lection consists of 292 specimens of barks authenticated 
and analysed by the collector. Mr. Howard attached 
most significance to the quinine content, but the Col- 
lection contains specimens of all the alkaloids isolated, 
and the whole Collection is in a special walnut cabinet. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Annual Retention Fee. 

Perhaps the greatest shock to come to the S.A. 
pharmaceutical profession this year appears as a bald 
announcement in the Government Gazette. The Phar- 
macy Board have decided to impose an annual retention 
fee upon those whose name appears on the register. 
In the past the first official fee was £12/10/-, lately in- 
creased to £17/10/-. Apparently the work imposed 
upon the Board has increased considerably, and as a 
result expenses have grown. The necessary custom of 
the Board of meeting seriatum in the various large cities 
throughout the Union has also imposed a heavy finan- 
cial burden upon it; since the Board is a disciplinary 
body it can hardly hold its meetings in the capital city 
and require offenders to travel there for hearings. 

However, I do not think the profession is going to 
like this new expense, this additional straw upon an 
already over-burdened camel’s back. In fact, I think it 
will cause more of a stir than ever the pharmaceutical 
education enquiry did—this touches our pockets. 


Dispensing Doctors and Prescribing Chemists. 

The S.A. Pharmacy Board met recently in Cape Town, 
and the Minister of Health, Dr. Karl Bremer, was 
there to address it. Present also was Prof. Oosthuizen, 
President of the S.A. Medical and Dental Council. One 
remark of the Minister has given rise to serious thought 
and much speculation. He is quoted as saying that the 
time for serious thought had come about at last de- 
marcating the line between the doctors and pharma- 
ceutical work. 

Has the time at last arrived when the medical pro- 
fession is going to consider giving up dispensing—and 
the chemist prescribing? 


Control of Medical Technicians. 

A Parliamentary Select Committee is to be called 
into being to consider a supplementary health services 
Bill to consider amongst other things medical tech- 
ncians. Apparently a greater measure of control is 
aimed at; here again some difficulty will be experienced, 
since under the services done by medical technicians is 
included urine analysis. The chemist will watch the 
situation closely and with interest because much of 
the work done by the technicians is also done by the 
chemist. The S.A. practitioner of pharmacy has always 
been jealous of his title, chemist and druggist, 
guards against any encroachment on his work as a 
chemist, as distinct from that of a druggist. 


Curriculum Changes and Examination Results. 

The Pharmacy Board, in its lengthy meeting, con- 
sidered many things, amongst them the examination 
results. A close survey of the pass list and of the 
Examiner's comments leads to the conclusion that the 
results are just average. Whether three years of full- 
time study will alter this state of affairs remains to be 
seen. Personally, I doubt it. 

Although no ministerial pronouncement is yet made 
public, it seems certain that the three-year course will 
be instituted soon. The University of Pretoria has 
submitted a syllabus giving an assurance that it will 
give instruction in both languages. At the same time 
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-the Board has given an intimation it will register the 
B.Sc. degree. 2 

At the moment there are 2357 names on the register 
and 537 apprentices. The basic idea of the amended 
training is to increase these considerably. 


Importation of Heroin To Be Banned. 


The Union has pe se | agreed to prohibit the impor- 
tation of heroin, of which drug the Union is the world’s 
sixth largest user. Gradually its use will be abandoned 
and its sale or manufacture become unnecessary. 


More Drugs Restricted To Prescription Use. 

Some further restriction in the sale of drugs is also 
aimed at with the proposed introduction of a Schedule 
of Potentially Harmful Drugs. These drugs will be sold 
on a. only and it seems that the responsibility 
will fall on the shoulders of the C. and D,, since no 
registers of stocks are catered for, nor will i tion be 
made more severe than it now is. What will be in- 
cluded in this schedule is not yet public, but there is 
much which could be included. The _ barbiturates, 
amphetamine, testosterone are but three of the products 
a shamefully misused and which cry out for 
control. 


Vacancies In Hospital Service. 

Once again the Provincial Administration is adver- 
tising for chemists for the Hospital Service. In the 
hospital in this town there are five vacant posts ad- 
vertised :— 

Grade A—£500-£600. 

Grade B—£500-£600. 

Grade C—£600-£720. 

Grade D—£660-£780. 

Grade E—£780-900 per annum plus a cost of living 
allowance of £258 for a married man. 

In the present state of retail business pharmacists 
are just not interested in or attracted to these posts. 
Even where it is not possible to open one’s own shop 
immediately on qualifying, it is preferred to seek fur- 
ther retail experience against that happy day. Yet the 
recent census reveals that the average profit of a retail 
shop is about £1400 per annum. Is it worth it? 

Recently an addition to the hospitals has been made 
in the form of the St. John Eye Hospital. Johannesburg, 
the first of its kind in the Union. Also 124 new doctors 
were added to the register, tg yom from the Uni- 
versity of the Witwatersrand in December. Amongst 
them were four native men and one native woman. 


Revision Courses For Doctors. 


The Medical Association has recently decided to 
sponsor quinquennial revision courses for doctors; so 
far no similar courses for pharmacists have been held, 
but it is possible that one will be started in the near 
future and will be held regularly thereafter. The pro- 
gress of both medicine and. pharmacy has been so 
meteoric in the last few yea’s that it is impossible to 
keep pace, especially when engaged in ordinary 
practice. 

Public Relations and “Pharmacy Week.” 

The task of maintaining public relations is not an easy 
one, and over a year ago the Pharmaceutical Society 
decided to inaugurate an advertising plan for phar- 
macy. A levy was made upon members and with the 
funds so accumulated a Pharmacy Week is to be held in 
South Africa, followed by continued ethical advertising. 


Timed as it is to almost coincide with the new regula- , 


tions for training it must eventually result in an en- 
hanced prestige for the profession. 

Advertising, of course, costs money, and an initial 
sum of £2000 is aimed at as a working basis. Some 
time this year a big drive for the S.A. National T.B. 
Association is being planned, and it is more than pos- 
sible that Pharmacy Week will be linked up with this.

Manufacturing pharmacy in the Union is growing 
apace. Recently in Johannesburg a factory for the 
manufacture of lactic casein has come into being, and 
has already reached the exporting stage. Strangely 
enough, one of the Union's important products is in 
danger of falling off—that is snake-bite serum. The 
snake farm has reported a shortage of puff-adders; ap- 
parently this venemous reptile languishes in captivity 
and dies off. Snakes are still a problem and even in 
built-up areas seem to thrive and flourish on old plots 
or in parks. So much so that nearly every chemist 
carries stocks of snake-bite serum; as a result deaths 
from snake-bite are remarkably low. 


Apathy of Members. 

Pharmacy as a whole suffers from a disease, not 
peculiar to S.A—apathy. Several branches have re- 
ported on the inability to get members along to meet- 
ings, and one, of the largest branches was unable to get 
a quorum for its annual general meeting and eleetions. 
Yet secretaries know full well that if one little thing 
goes wrong the next meeting is apt to be rather lively! 

method of getting members along is to place on 
the agenda a motion proposing the increase of the an- 
— Subscription. However, one cannot keep on crying 
wolf! 


Sale of Medicines By Outside Traders. 


Chemists in South Africa suffer also from a complaint 
—again not peculiar to the country—competition by 
cafes, fruit shops and the like. There can be little real 
cause for complaint so long as the competition is legi- 
timate. However, shops selling perishable foods, etc., 
are allowed to keep open until late hours and fre- 
quently sell packed medicines such as Aspirins and 
proprietaries. Individual prosecutions are rare, and if 
successful, bring no more than a temporary recession. 
Complaints have been flowing in from all sorts of trades 
about this after-hour competition, and it is now pro- 
> to seek powers to rescind their general dealers’ 
icences, upon conviction. 

Chemists are apt to jubilate a little over this move, 
but may, of course, themselves land in trouble, if they 
yield to importunities and sell the genuine after-hour 
— with a script, something which is non-essen- 
tial. 


Profit Margins And Price Control. 

Essentially retail matters are looked after by the Re- 
tail Chemists’ and Druggists’ Association, an association 
which sprang into being only a few years ago. They 
have been concerned of late with profit margins, and 
seem to have met with some success in obtaining bet- 
ter ones. Normally these are fixed at percentages ar- 
rived at many years ago and take no account of recent 
upward trends in marketing costs. The Price Control- 
ler is interested —— in keeping down the rising cost 

in the chemist’s profit, although he is 
usually tolerant if evidence is produced to support a 
projected increase in profits. 

A case which will undoubtedly be taken up by the 
association is that of a manufacturer who has recently 
placed on the market an “ethical” which shows the 
chemist a profit of only 10 per cent. 

Machinery exists for the routing of all price changes 
of pharmaceutical sundries through the Society, but not 
all manufacturers choose to avail themselves of these 
facilities. They are usually ag! ig when having fixed 
a price in conjunction with the Price Controller and 
made an announcement, the profession is not satisfied 
with the profit margins offered and protests follow. It 
is not then an easy matter to get officialdom to agree to 
an increase. 

Some manufacturers seem to imagine that a retail 
chemist can get along on 15-20 per cent., when their 
own profits, reflected by their dividends, are of the 
astronomical order. 
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The retailer, too, contributes to the disorder of prices 
and many cases of price cutting have been reported cf 
late. In some cases this cutting is accidental, due to 
the retailer not keeping himself up-to-date with price 
changes. In others it is intentional, for the sake of in- 
creased business. A price list is published by the 
Pharmaceutical Society and kept up to date by monthly 
supplements, but constant price changes of imported 
proprietaries are irksome. There is no corresponding 
price list for drugs, and with staff problems in the 
wholesale houses it is exceptional to get an invoice until 
some time after delivery. 


Import Licences. 

Few retail chemists bother to import direct and the 
import control is proving a troublesome, albeit neces- 
sary burden on the trade as a whol Many chemists 
did not bother to register when import control was in- 
troduced and have no currency permit, whilst in many 
cases open trafficking in these permits has been going 
on, and some new businesses seem to be able to import 
ad lib. The whole trade cries out for relief, but world 
conditions make it necessary, and only in the distant 
future lies hope of return to normal trading conditions, 
whatever the norm might be! 


Medical and Dental Congress. 

As I write the S.A. Medical and Dental] Council are 
meeting in Cape Town and have before them the pro- 
posal to create a list of “potentially harmful drugs.” One 
speaker has been given some prominence in the lay 
press. “I do not accept that these drugs are so terribly 
dangerous as to justify the exclusion of the public from 
access to them the question is whether aspirin is 
more dangerous than the sulphonamide drugs.” It 
must be that the speaker cannot be aware of the ex- 
tent to which the public indulges in self medication, 
more especially the native section, who seem well aware 
of the use of M. & B. in treating gonorrhoea, but have 
usually no clear idea of the necessary dosage. 

Another subject under discussion has been that of 
commercial broadcasting and the Council has declared 
it to be unethical for a registered practitioner to broad- 
cast over the commercial radio on any medical topic. 
Commercial broadcasting is on the go daily, from 6 a.m. 
until midnight, and a great proportion of its time is 
devoted to exhorting the general public to take this or 
to use that. Started as a doubtful venture, the com- 
mercial radio has proven an outstanding financial suc- 
cess, but has not risen to the literary or musical stan- 
dards of its American counterpart. The nett result is 
that it has become a potent influence on the national 
culture—and not for the good. It is more than sur- 

rising that firms of manufacturing chemists, some of 
international repute, will with apparent lighthearted- 
ness, hand over their reputations to advertising agents 
whe couple them over the air with programmes which 
can only be described as “unutterable tosh.” 


General. 

Prominent in the current issue of the S.A. Pharma- 
ceutical Journal is reference to the demise of His 
Majesty George VI The entirely unexpectedness of 
the news stunned the nation who had so enjoyed the 
Royal Family's visit of five years ago, and were watch- 
ing with interest her present Majesty's progress to Aus- 
tralia, so unhappily postponed. South Africa had hoped 
to welcome the King to its shores for a private visit, 
but the whole scene has now been changed 

A new era is with us. What will it hold for the pro- 
fession? In the last two reigns pharmacy has ceased to 
be the hand maiden of medicine, and is now a sister pro- 
fession, equal in its responsibilities and its material 
contributions to progress. This is an age for synthetics, 
when the chemist is rapidly taking control, creating new 
remedies and handing them over to the medical pro- 
fession as tried and accomplished facts 


Student Activities 


Owing to the fact that students in certain age groups 
have only recently been released from Nationa! Ser- 
vice Training, the beginning of the University Year has 
been delayed some weeks in most States. However, 
the course has now been resumed in all States. and 
reports of Student Activities should commence to flow 
smoothly.

‘The sub-committee will en- 
deavour to establish the fact that the position of phar- 
macy students is analogous with that of law students 
and trainee teachers. in so doing, the whole position 
will be clarified, and available concessions more widely 


“That the executive be directed to take action to 
obtain three weeks’ annual vacation for pharmacy 
students.” 

In passing this motion the National Council was most 
emphatic in pointing out that such an increase was 
not designed to allow avoidance of responsibilities, but 
rather to increase the ability of the student to under- 
take efficiently the acceptance of his obligations. The 
sentiment of the motion takes into account the fact 
that the post-war student is called upon to undertake a 
much more varied range of activities in the pharmacy 
than past students; and that, academically, a student 
is coneerned with abstract matter far in excess of that 
formerly required; thus the executive feel that an in- 
crease in the vacation period has become a physical 
and psychological necessity. 

“That the pharmaceutical Societies be roached 
for a guarantee of £750 to be used for the Text-book 
Concession Scheme, and that for the guidance of the 
Publications Officer the following approximate numbers 
of books be stockpiled .....” 

The above motion arose from information provided 
by our overseas reprsentatives, who, having discussed 
the matter with various publishing houses, passed on 
such information to the executive of the N.U.P.S.A. 
It was revealed that the price of paper had risen tre- 
mendously, and that a price rise in text-books was 
imminent. The above motion was intended to set up 
an adequate stockpile, in order to afford students the 
chance of purchasing text-books at present prices. Be- 
cause of the urgency of the matter the approach has 
been made, and the Societies approached have declined 
~ ee on grounds given in a recent copy of “The 


The executive are disappointed, as are the many stu- 
dents, that the Text-book Concession Scheme activities 
do not find enthusiasm in all quarters. We are con- 
vinced, however, that the position of the pharmacy 
student in regard to text-books is an exceptional one, 
and the scheme will continue to function on its present 


somewhat restricted basis. 

“That this council, reaffirming its keen and continued 
interest in Pharmaceutical Education as expressed over 
the years since its inception, feels that it should be 
represented on all committees set up as a result of 
the educational discussions at the Brisbane Confer- 
ence of P.A.A.N.Z., and directs the executive to con- 
duct negotiations with the Federal Public Flelations Offi- 
cer with a view to such representation becoming 
a matter of fact.” 

The student opinion on matters of pharmaceutical 
education, is, we feel, a particulary valuable one, and, 
as discussions on this matter are of particular interest 
to us in a direct and obvious way, council felt that 
our representation at discussions of pharmaceutical 
education should be sought. 

Discussions on pharmaceutical education will doubt- 
less be stimulated, even perhaps to the point of action, 
by the recent decisive actions taken in N.'S.W. The 
course adopted is closely in alignment with the policy 
aaa by N.U.P.S.A. in “The AJ.P.” of November, 
Such, I believe, has been the traditional view of the 
students in general. 

At Castlereagh, motions on education were formu- 
lated in terms of the Brisbane Conference resolutions, 
and in addition broad definitive policy was laid down. 
These motions await the ratification of the Constituent 
Organisations.

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AN INSPIRING ADDRESS BY MR. C. W. 
MAPLETHORPE. 


Mr. C,. W. Maplethorpe, Managing Director of Allen 
and Hanburys Ltd., England, a member of the Council, 
and Chairman of the Education Committee of the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain, who is visit- 
ing Australia, addressed students of the Victorian Col- 
lege of Pharmacy on Apri! 23. 


He was given rapt attention by his audience of be- 
tween 200 and 300 students, who appeared keenly 
interested in details which he gave concerning educa- 
tional changes in pharmacy in Great Britain—and in 
his forthright denunciation of the pessimistic view that 
the practice of pharmacy no longer required a high 
degree of professional knowledge and skill, and that 
it was unnecessary to maintain high standards of edu- 
cation for pharmacy students. 

The following extracts are culled from the address: 


Some years ago the students in Great Britain formed 
what they called the British Pharmaceutical Students’ 
Association. This was formed either just before the war 
or at the beginning of the war. A few energetic stu- 
dents in London, and in some of the provincial centres, 
got together and they said, “Nobody speaks for phar- 
maceutical students as a whole. We each in our own 
school say what we want, but when it comes to gene- 
ral pharmaceutical policy, we, who are the pharma- 
cists of the future, have no body which can speak for 
us.” So they founded the British Pharmaceutical Stu- 
dents’ Association. 


These students wanted to know what the future held 
for them. They began to be critical; they began to 
examine the study of pharmacy in Great Britain with 
the study of pharmacy in other Commonweatlh coun- 
tries and in European countries. They came along and 
they said, “We want a higher standard in pharmacy. 
We are professional people; we want to be professional 
people anyway, and we want a higher standard.” And 
we, as members of the Council of the Society, and I, 
personally, as Chairman of the Education Committee, 
took a good deal of notice of what they said. 


If any of you do read “The Pharmaceutical Journal” 
(the Journal of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain), you will know that over the past few years 
we have changed our conditions of education, training 
and examination very materially, and we are very 
pleased about the results because, whilst many of the 
older pharmacists said, “This will be the end; no-one 
will enter Pharmacy now because you have put the 
standard so high that young people will not wish to 
become pharmacists.” Quite the — has hap- 
pened; because we have raised the standard, more young 
people are coming into pharmacy because they have 
aid, “Here we have.a profession which recognises its 
own professional status and position and is not going 
to be put off with any low standards of education or 
training,” and, consequently, in the last two years we 
have had more people come into pharmacy than ever 
before. 

This has confounded the people who were sure that 
we should lose in numbers, and has given me person- 
ally a good deal of satisfaction, because it made me 
feel that the faith I have in the younger generation 
was not at all misplaced. 


Now I have told you a little of what the students 
have done in England. They have, in addition to hav- 
ing their British Pharmaceutical Students’ Association, 
linked up with the International Students’ Associa- 
tion, and they have had international meetings in Lon- 
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don with students or pharmaceutical students from most 
of the continental countries present. I| attended a 
meeting they had about two years ago, at which we 
had students from Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Hol- 
land, Belgium and France, and they have also had 
meetings on the Continent, at Amsterdam and Copen- 
hagen, with students of the various continental coun- 
tries. Now this has been a very good thing because 
it has enabled them to get a better understanding of 
pharmacy as it is practised on the Continent, and the 
practice of pharmacy in the different European coun- 
tries does differ quite materially from the practice of 
pharmacy in Great Britain. We have now got a genera- 
tuon of pharmacists coming along whe are quite highly 
trained, who are quite keen on the professional aspects 
of their job, and who have contact with pharmacists 
from a good many other countries, 


If you want to do savening, for pharmacy, you are 
the people who can do it. ou are the people who 
can make sure pharmacy retains the very high posi- 
tion that it has and that it can achieve by having an 
even higher position and a higher status because you 
are the »ple who will be the pharmacists of the 
future ou will be the people who one day perhaps, 
if you have forgotten your student days, will say, 
“Let us put it off for a year or two.” You will advise 
the young ones that they are wanting to go too quickly. 


Now, while you are young and while you are active, 
if you think pharmacy needs change, if you think it 
should be improved, if you think that alterations should 
be made, don't think for one moment that your Coun- 
ci, for whom I am sure you have the greatest re- 
spect and for whom I have also, don't think that they 
will do everything for you. Because they can't. They 
are very busy people. They have many responsibili- 
ties and they won't do everything for you. You have 
got to do things for yourselves. You have got to have 
ideas about pharmacy and the place pharmacy occu- 
pies in the world, and if you want to have things done, 
you have got to be prepared to work out the way they 
should be done and put your ideas forward. The prob- 
lems will be dealt with obviously by the responsible 
officials and Councillors, but you cannot expect every- 
thing to be done for you. You cannot be spoon-fed-— 
in fact, it would be a very bad thing for you if you 


were 


You see pharmacy being practised round you, but 
it is, I think, useful to remember always that no really 
good thing happens unless you work hard for it. I 
think our British students have done a good job They 
did a good job in getting together. I do not know 
what opportunity of contact there is in this very big 
country between students of New South Wales, Queens- 
land, Western Australia, Victoriz, and so on, but, ob- 
viously, it would be a very govud thing if groups of 
you were able to get together, express your common 
problems, and one day perhaps achieve what I per- 
sonally, as an outsider, think would be an admirable 
thing, and that is a unified system of training and 
education and examination for the whole of Australia. 


I think that all those of vou who have the oppor- 
tunity of travelling should take it as quickly as you 
can. I know that travel is very expensive. but it is 
possible for young pharmacists sometimes to travel and 
do a bit of work whilst they are travelling, which 
enables them to see the world, meet pharmacists from 
other countries, and learn how the other chap does 
his job. 

In Great Britain we have 26,000 pharmacists. That 
may seem quite a lot to you, but for our population 
that is about the right number. They are distributed 


through the retail, manufacturing and the hospital 
pharmacy professions. You must have had the same 
distribution in Australia, and one thing I would like 
to say, which I think is of very great importance. 
People may say to you one day when you are talking 
about the standards and requirements of pharmacy, “Of 
course you will require a high degree of training if 
you are going to be a hospital pharmacist; you wi 
require a high degree of training if you are going to 
be a manufacturing pharmacist, but you don't n to 
know very much if you are going into a retail phar- 
macy.” 

Now that is a most scandalous statement, and I 
think if it is ever said to you, you should contradict 
it at once because, in my opinion, the man or woman 
in a retail pharmacy must be just as good a phar- 
macist and ve just as a 
or woman in a manufacturing or hospital pharmacy, 
and the reason is not far to seek. 

After all, the pharmacist in retail practice has to 
meet the doctor and the patient. He has a very great 
responsibility in interpreting the doctor’s wishes and 
seeing that the patient receives the proper medicine. 
Now, some people will say, “Medicines after all are 
made in the manufacturers’ laboratories and we just 
hand them out. We do not need to know anything.” 
Again that is complete nonsense ause most of the 
doctors have quite a small understanding of the action 
of the drugs, and they do require advice and assist- 
ance on many occasions from the The 
pharmacist should have a good knowledge of pharma- 
cology, and he should be able to advise the doctor on 
_— use of drugs—what it is for and how it should be 
used. 


Market Report 


London: April 10, 1952. 


Perhaps the most interesting feature of the past few 
weeks has been the reduction in bismuth salts. The 
carbonate has gone down by 6/2 per Ib. to 34/5 in 
single lb. lots, with 7-lb. packages at 32/10 and 28 Ib. 


at 26/2. Corresponding rates for the salicylate and 
subnitrate are 30/1, 28/6 and 24/8. The subgallate is 
29/1, 27/6 and 23/9 for the same amounts. 


Theobromine has also been reduced by 5/- per Ib. 
following the fall in caffeine reported last month. The 
new rates per lb. for 7-lb. quantities of theobromine 
and its compounds are: Alkaloid, 46/-; calcium sali- 
cylate, 31/3; sodium benzoate, 28/3; sodium salicylate, 
29/6. 


The only other change in pharmaceutical and fine 
chemicals has been a reduction of 20/- per cwt. for 
Rochelle salt. This is now 202/6 per cwt.; 28-lb. lots 
are 2/3 per lb. and 7-lb. are 2/6. 

Drugs have shown the same downward tendency as 
in recent months, although the curve appears to be 
flattening out. 

African ginger has dropped to 125/- per cwt. on the 
spot for old crop, and shipment rates for new crop are 
also around this figure. 

Jamaican No. 3 is quoted at 220/- per cwt. here and 
at 190/- 

Zanzibar cloves have fallen from their record high 
price of 7/3 per Ib. to 6/9; the Madagascar variety are 
6d. per lb. below this figure. 

Turmeric is scarce on the spot at 70/- per cwt., with 
shipment offers at 56/-. 

Agar continues to attract buyers, and No. 1 Kobé 
strip has gone up by a further 1/- per Ib. to 14/- per Ib.

Pharmaceutical gums have been quieter.

Tragacanth is unchanged, but gum karaya has re- 
lapsed to 280/- per cwt. for No. 1

Chinese menthol has become steadier at 52/6 per Ib., 
paid.

FEDERAL COUNCIL OF PHARMACEUTICAL 
SOCIETIES. 


A meeting of the Executive of the Federal Council 
was held in Melbourne on April 3, members of the 
Executive in attendance being Mr. V. G. Morrieson 
(President), Mr. W. Cutler (Vice-President), Mr. 
R. F. S. Greig (Hon. Treasurer), Mr. L. Long (Vic- 
torian representative), and the Federal Secretary (Mr. 
K. C. Kent). 

Matters considered were:— 

(a) A report of a conference between representatives 
of the Commonwealth Government and the Phar- 
maceutical Society of New South Wales on the 
subject of registration of aliens 

(b) Membership of the International Pharmaceutical

A PROPOSED THERAPEUTIC INVESTIGATING 
BUREAU. 


Question in Parliament. 


In the House of Representatives, on March 4, 1952, 
Mr. Griffiths, M.H.R., asked the Minister for Health if 
he was aware that at a closed conference of chemists 
held in the Minister’s Electorate during the preceding 
week, the chemists expressed alarm at the quantity of 
drugs and pharmaceutical preparations which had no 
pharmaceutical value, and which were being sold to the 
public. He addressed a further question to the Minister 
enquiring if the Minister knew that the conference 
had suggested the establishment of a bureau of accredi- 
tation for assessing the value of drugs and medicinal 
preparations before they were released for sale to the 
public 

Sir Earle Page, in reply, said that the list of drugs 
for use under the Government’s Pharmaceutical Bene- 
fits Scheme was constantly under the strict scrutiny 


of, and subject to, the advice of a body of the most 
competent specialists in Australia. All drugs on the 
list were products of proved value. 

The sale of other pharmaceutical products was en- 
tirely a matter for State control. 

There was no authority in the Australian Govern- 
ment to control such drugs. 

He had not seen the report mentioned by Mr. Grif- 
fiths, but he would obtain and peruse it, and possibly 
send : for examination to the State Government con- 
cerned. 


NEW ZEALAND 


PHARMACY BOARD 


Excerpts from the minutes of a meeting of the Phar- 
macy Board of New Zealand: held at 59 Cambridge 
terrace, Wellington, on March 25, at 9.30 a.m. 

Present.—Messrs. C. N. Bell (President), E. P. Shier, 
T. P. Cleary, F. W. Johnson, E. Dash, R. E. Combes, 
H. L. Possenniskie, H. F. Clarke, F. T. Castle, H. V. 
Hubbard, J. G. Simcock and H. R. Rollinson. 

Election of President.—Mr. Bell was re-elected, and 
after resuming the Chair amidst acclamation thanked 
members for their continued confidence in him. 

Election of Vice-President.—Mr. Shier was re-elected 
Vice-President, and returned thanks. 

New Member.—The President extended a welcome to 
Mr. H. V. Hubbard, and the latter, in expressing appre- 
ciation of the welcome, indicated his earnest wish to 
become acquainted with the work of the Board, and 
thus assist it in its deliberations. 

Dangerous Drugs Regulations.—A copy of the Dan- 
gerous Drugs Regulations was received from the 
Director-General of Health, members noting with 
pleasure that several of the Board’s recommendations, 
when the Regulations were in draft form, had been 
adopted, and in particular that Codeine is no longer 
subject to control after it has passed from the hands 
of wholesalers. It was resolved that the Department 
be requested to give immediate effect to the provisions 
of Regulation 21 relating to the approval of different 
systems of records. 

Vincent's Tablets.—The Registrar reported that the 
application to take this case before the Privy Council 
had not yet been the subject of a judgment by the 
Court of Appeal. 

Pharmacists in the Armed Forces.—It was reported 
that the D.G.M.S. had not yet replied to the Board’s 
representations that pharmacists in certain positions in 
the Armed Forces should be granted commissioned rank 
as of right. The Registrar was instructed to pursue the 
matter with the military authorities, and in the mean- 
time to endeavour to ascertain the present position of 
the Dispenser at Waiouru Military Camp. 

Recognition of Foreign Qualifications.—Lengthy con- 
sideration was given to applications from several 
persons possessing pharmaceutical qualifications gained 
in countries with which New Zealand has no reciprocal 
arrangements. The Board had before it detailed infor- 
mation as to the practice followed by Great Britain 
and several of the Australian States in dealing with 
applications of this kind.

solved that in order to obtain registration in New 


Zealand such applicants be required 

1. to satisfy the Board that they have a sufficient 
knowledge of English to pursue the necessary 
course of study to qualify in New Zealand; 

2. to satisfy the rd that their educational quali- 
fications in all other respects are of equivalent 
standard te the Entrance Examination of the 
University of New Zealand; 

3. to serve ar apprenticeship of four years; and 

4. to pass the prescribed examinations. 

It was further resolved that to meet the requirements 
of condition 1 (above) applicants would be obliged firstly 
to interview an advisory body consisting of a Wellington 
member of the Board, the College Principal and the 


Registrar. 

of Syllabus.—The College Prin- 
cipal attended to explain in detail some minor amend- 
ments to the Chemistry Syllabus which had been for- 
mulated by himself and concurred in by Professor S. 
N. Slater, Examiner in Chemistry, and which were 
designed to afford the Examiner the opportunity of 
examining candidates on the work in which they are 
being instructed. 

After full consideration it was resolved that the Col- 
lege Principal’s proposals be approved, and that amend- 
ing regulations be recommended to come into force on 
January 1, 1954. It was further resolved to record the 
Board's thanks to Professor Slater for his valuable co- 
operation in this connection. 

At this stage Mr. C. W. Maplethorpe, Managing 
Director of en & Hanburys Ltd., London, attended 
by invitation, and the meeting adjourned so that he 
could carry out a brief inspection of the College of 
Pharmacy and the facilities provided there. 

When the Board resumed, Mr. Maplethorpe, in re- 

mse to an enquiry indicated that in his view the 
ollege was not adequate for the purpose of training 
student pharmacists to a standard comparable with that 
maintained in Great Britain and other overseas 
countries. The visitor outlined in some detail the

short of the present English standard.

Mr. Maplethorpe agreed to join the deputation, and 
the meeting adjourned at 12.40 p.m. 

The Board resumed its deliberations at 3 p.m. after 
having interviewed the Minister. An apology was re- 
ceived from Mr. Cleary.

academic training in Sydney, but had not yet passed 
the qualifying examination. 

Draft Annual Report and Financial Statements, 1951. 
—The Registrar presented his Draft Annual Report for 
1951 and audited Financial Statements, and after dis- 
cussion it was resolved to authorise the printing of the 
Report and distribution to members. 

Photographs of Past Presidents and Boards.—It was 
unanimously resolved to record the Board’s appreciation 
of Mr. Johnson’s services in printing all photographs 
to a uniform size.

I, SIR JOHN NORTHCOTT, Knight Commander of

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PHARMACY BOARD. 


The Annual Report of the Pharmacy Board, which 
has been circuleted, deals with a number of matters 
of some interest to pharmaceutical chemists in New 
South Wales. 

Dealing with proposed changes in the curriculum 
for Pharmacy students, the report states that the newly- 
appointed aminations Committee made a recom- 
mendation that the Board approach the University of 
Sydney in relation to the institution of a full-time 
first-year course of training before commencement of 
an apprenticeship. It was suggested that this first year 
should cover the subjects of Chemistry, Physics, Botany 
and Zoology The suggestion was adopted, and the 
University indicated its approval in principle. The 
report continues by stating that an amendment of the 
Pharmacy Act was involved, and the Minister for 
Health undertook to sponsor the change which was 
intended to be the first step towards a full-time three- 
year course, followed by a year of apprenticeship. 

Another amendment asked for was one which would 

ermit the serving of apprenticeships in the Austra- 
fan Capital Territory, which, under the present legis- 
lation, would not be legally recognised. 

During the year two Final Examinations were held, 
the total number of candidates being 376, compared 
with 387 for the previous year. A total of 135 can- 
oeome passed, compared with 99 in 1949, and 217 in 

0. 


Once more it is reported that the Board was not 
successful in obtaining modern legislation, nor in hav- 
ing the present Poisons Act amended to provide for 
the control of certain types of drugs not at present 
restricted in sale. 

The statistics relating to poisonings given in the re- 
port are of interest. Special reference is made to two 
deaths caused by the new organic insecticides. Other 

isons figuring prominently in the list are the Bar- 

iturates, 16 deaths; Hydrochloric Acid, 11 deaths; 
Strychnine, 6 deaths; and Lysol, 4 deaths. 


NEW PHARMACY ACT. 
Submissions to the Premier. 


The “Gilseal News” for March, 1952, contains a record 
of a deputation from the State Grants Committee of 
the Guild to the Premier after the announcement had 
been made that a Bill to amend the Pharmacy Act 
was to be introduced. 

Submissions were made by Messrs. L. W. Smith and 
O. C. V. Leggo, members of the Pharmacy Board of 
New South Wales. 

In the course of the statement made, it was affirmed 
that pharmaceutical statistics in Australia demonstrated 
beyond doubt that the average turnover in a pharmacy 
was made up of 25 per cent. dispensing and 75 per 
cent. commercial transactions. covering the sale of cos- 
metics, patent medicines, sundries, photographic goods, 
baby goods, etc. Bearing those facts in mind, it was 
claimed that a degree or diploma course of three years 
at the University was much more than was required 
to fit a person to become a pharmaceutical chemist. 

Messrs. Leggo and Smith stated that, from their 
knowledge as members of the Pharmacy Board, the 
Examinations Committee, the Chairman of which is 
Professor Thorp, made a recommendation some time 
ago regarding the training of pharmaceutical students 
in New South Wales. The recommendation was that 
the entrance requirements should be matriculation; that 
students should attend the University for one year, 
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‘par excellence’

Physics, and afterwards commence three years concur- 
rent apprenticeship, the student going straight to the 
University for practical dispensing, pharmaceutics 
half-time for two years, and spending the last year full- 
time in the pharmacy, prior to passing the qualifying 
examination set by the Pharmacy Board in conjunction 
with University teachers as at present. These propo- 
sals, it was stated, had been agreed to unanimously 
by the Pharmacy Board, and taken to the Minister for 
ealth some four months previously. Under these pa 
s it was claimed the apprentice would receive £600 
in wages for the three-year term, and the cost at the 
University would be £148, as against £331 for a three- 
year course in Science, during which the boy or girl 
must be kept by his or her parents. This was as 
against no payment under the proposed new curricu- 
lum excepting a very hazardous risk of finding employ- 
ment for the year following University degree. 

The deputation asked the Premier to bring down a 
Bill to amend the Pharmacy Act in accordance with 
the education requirements set about above, together 
with authority to approve of pharmacies where appren- 
tices might be taken.

Addressing the meeting, Mr. Cartwright said it was 
delightful to be present and to see such a fine gather- 
in of chemists on the occasion of the first official visit 
of the Society to the city of Katoomba. The Society 
commenced visiti areas outside the metropolis some 
years previously with the idea of “bringing the Society 
to the member.” A good reception had been accorded 
the Society’s delegates in every case.

Blue Mountains Zone had collapsed; which was a bad 
thing. He had found in New South Wales that where 
an active Zone existed that district flourished and 
chemists were closer together socially and profes- 
sionally. Where a Zone met regularly a fraternity de- 
veloped which was a precious thing in human rela- 
tionships. For example, from the Queensland border 
down to Grafton a fellowship had grown which was 
pleasant to see. 

The Blue Mountains area was such a pleasant and 
prosperous region, it should naturally bound a sound 
and flourishing Zone—with meetings every month, or 
two. 

Mr. Hall said delegates would answer questions on 
the spot if possible, otherwise replies would be vouch- 
safed by post 

Mr. Hall said during the year pharmacy would be 
forced to face up to problems now visible on the hori- 
zon; a solid front must be presented—-pcople were try- 
ing to encroach on the pharmacist’s domain. Pharmacy 
must be preserved for the pharmacist. The public 
feeling that the pharmacist is a person who counts in 
the community must be fostered and deserved 

Mr. Hall concluded: “I would like to see a revival 
of your Zone. If a combined meeting of Society and 
Guild would help, I would be happy to attend. You 
are registered pharmacists; fight for retention of your 
heritage; form a strong Zone; align yourselves closely 
together and present a united front.” (Applause). 

Mr. Cartwright then invited Mr. Fegent to speak. 

Mr. Fegent said of recent years the Society had 
sponsored the formation of the Medico-Pharmaceutical 
Liaison Committee, which discussed problems and mat- 
ters of common interest between the two professions. 
Meetings were held when there were specific points with 
which to deal. 

Mr. Fegent stressed that members should refer their 
problems to the Council for discussion by the Liaison 
Committee, which could consider concrete items only.

Mr Fege nt asked the meeting to revive os th Zone and 
form a firm Zone like that in the Northern part of 
the State. 

Mr. Fegent concluded: “We in gran ' the Society, 
the Pharmacy Board and the Gu L., ete., exist 
for your assistance and good guidance. Let us know of 
your problems so na may be cleared up. Send in 
your prescription problems to the Science Group — 
our Mr. Read is keen on receiving problems for solu- 
tion.” (Applause). 

Mr. Cartwright then invited discussion on any topic. 


Identification of Dangerous Drugs. 

Mr. Buckley suggested that in price lists proprietary 
dangerous drugs be marked with an asterisk. Phar- 
macists frequently were not sure whether a proprietary 
was a dangerous drug or not. The wholesalers, when 
supplying. say, proprietary tablets, indicated if they 
were ’s, but this advice did not always coincide 
with the State law. 

Mr. Fegent said certain drugs were declared 
“dangerous” by International Convention. For example 
Codeine and all its derivates were so classified, and by 
Commonwealth regulation the wholesalers must 
all transactions therewith. However, the “Dangerous” 
drugs we were concerned ae constituted those pro- 
claimed under the N.S.W. P.O Act. 

Mr. Hall suggested that the ‘Guild be asked to print 
new D.Ds. in red in the Weekly Bulletin. The meet- 
ing resolved accordingly. 


D.Ds.—R Prescriptions. 

Mr. Hall said that up to and including on 15, 
Repatriation scripts for D.Ds. should be 
rendering the duplicates for payment; after t that date 
the originals should be sent in. 


Dispensing Fees. 

Mr. Buckley asked if official pharmacy had made rep- 
resentations to the Prices Branch for increases in the 
dispensing fees—barbers now received 3/3 for a hair- 
cut. The meeting decided to refer the matter to Sydney 
for appropriate action; pointing out that the Prices 

authority must take into 
account the pharmacist’s re- 
sponsibility to safeguard 
the public, when fixing dis- 
pensing fees.

Mr. Cartwright said that Professor Thorp, in con-

been no direct contact between the Society and the 
Minister. It was not known the Minister would pre- 
sent the Bill as soon as he did. 

Mr. Hall said after a lot of work the Society had 
drawn up a “best” curriculum; a proper course of train- 
ing for the pharmacist. Some time ago there had been 
an approach by the Society through the Board towards 
increasing the status of the pharmacy student. The 
Society wanted the apprenticeship system abolished; 
it had been going on too long (Hear, Hear) 

Mr. Hall continued that as lecturer and examiner in 
respect of the Society's course of First Year Apprentice 
Lectures, he had observed a lack of knowledge due to 
absence of proper oe by their Masters. Ques- 
tions on maceration, infusion, et were poorly 
answered, illustrating that apprentices were not trained 
properly in the pharmacy. Only 42 per cent. of stu- 
dents had passed the Society's examination, The 
apprenticeship system was waste of time. The Society 
had gone into the matter fully and considered the best 
set-up to be three years full time at the University, 
then one year in an approved p acy. not just any 
pharmacy 

The Society had known nothing about the bringing 
down of the Bill, but it had since sent a letter to the 
Premier telling him the Society approved it entirely. 

It had been said the new course would present diffi- 
culties; the main one being “what to pay the student in 
the fourth year’ (when in the pharmacy). However, 
the young doctor in the hospital received £4 per week 
only 

From now on the Pharmacy Board would have no 
dealing with the final examination; the amendment to 
the Act placed it in the hands of the University. Be- 
fore registration the student would serve for 12 months 
in a pharmacy. In the Minister’s words there would 
be no more “running messages and cleaning windows.” 
The fourth-year man would be of great benefit to the 
Master Pharmacist 

Questions: When will the new era start” 

Mr. Hall: “We don’t know. The examination passes 
forthwith to the University, but they are not yet ready 
for the new course.” 

What about students already going through? 

Mr. Hall: “They will be able to proceed to completion 
under existing conditions.” 

Mr. Sourry enquired the attitude of the Society to 
the degree or diploma 

Mr. Hall said not 100 per cent. would be clamouring 
for the degree of B.Pharm.; only those doing the degree 
course to go into industry; the others would do the 
diploma course and go int retail pharmacy 

Will there be a falling off in the number of graduates? 

“Yes, eventually.” 

Mr. Fegent said it was left to the University whether 
the course would terminate in a diploma or a degree 

Mr. Buckley said it would be waste of time and 
money to get a degree under the present set-up in 
retail pharmacy. The pharmacist in business got the 

reater part of his income from sale of merchandise 
n what way would he gainfully employ his greater 
scientific knowledge? 

Mr. Cartwright said unless something was done, the 
chemists would become mere “handers-out” of pills, 
etc. With a scientific training it was envisaged that 
the pharmacist would become adyiser to the doctor. 

Mr. Buckley: “Perfumes, handbags, etc. will still be 
sold.” 
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Re-formation of Blue Mountain Zone. 

Mr. Cartwright said the time was opportune to re- 
form the Zone. “Strike while the iron is hot. Re-form 
the Zone. I suggest you elect office-bearers.” 

Mr. Hall: “I support re-formation of your Zone. Meet 
once a month; arrange a dinner. Talk over your prob- 
lems; harmonise your activities.” 

Mr. Greentree asked that all present indicate whether 
they desired to re-form or not. (Right hands were 
raised unanimously in the affirmative.) 

Moved Mr. Greentree, Seconded Mr. Johnston: That 
the Blue Mountains Zone be re-formed forthwith. 

Carried unanimously. 

Election of Office-Bearers. — The following office-

AMENDING PHARMACY BILL 
Debate On Second Reading 
Mr. O'Sullivan (Paddington), Minister for Health: I 


move— 

That this Bill be now read a second time. Since 
1897, when legislation governing the practice of phar- 
macy was enacted, the main avenue by which a person 
could qualify. for registration as a pharmacist has been 
the apprenticeship system. To qualify for registration 
it was necessary for a person to (a) pass the matricu- 
lation examination; (b) serve an apprenticeship in the 
business of a pharmacist for not less than three years; 
(c) attend a course of lectures in chemistry, practical 
chemistry, botany and materia medica at the Univer- 
sity of Sydney, and pass examinations in such subjects 
at the University; and (d) pass the final registration 
examination of the Pharmacy Board in practical phar- 
macy. Upon becoming apprenticed, the apprentice 
served full time with his master for the first year. 
During the second and third years of apprenticeship 
he attended the University part time, for lectures in 
the subjects already mentioned. After completion of 
University examinations in such subjects, he was re- 
quired to pass the final registration examination. 

Over the years, the department’s experience of this 
system has been most unsatisfactory, and I am sure 
that it has been equally unsatisfactory from the point 
of view of the student and his parents. As a matter of 
interest, I quote figures which demonstrate the poor re- 
sults that have been achieved at the last nine registra- 
tion examinations. These are indicative of results over 
the years:

These figures bear out my submission that the failures 
were too great for the goodwill of the students and their 
parents. I must also refer to the fact that very few 
students passed their qualifying examination at the first 
attempt. On the contrary, many, unfortunately, have 
had to present themselves before the examiners half a 
dozen times and a number have failed so often that 
they appear to have given up all hope of qualifying 
in their chosen profession. Some of these people drift 
into the ranks of the unregistered assistants who are 
employed in chemists’ shops. The following statement 
gives an indication of the number of times on which 
apprentices have attempted the qualifying examination 
based on attendances at the February, 1952, final:— 


Candidates Number 

Sitting for the Involved Result 
4th time 3 All failed. 
5th time 28 Six passed. 
6th time 2 One passed. 
7th time 1 Passed. 
10th time 1 Failed. 


Hon. members will ask, no doubt, why there are so 
many failures at this examination. I am _ perfectly 
satisfied that it is largely due to the inadequate training 
the apprentices receive in the pharmacies and also at the 
University. The Government has not been unmindful 
of the position in which many apprentices have been 
placed by the deficiencies of the present system. Two 
years ago the Premier arranged for the problem to be 
investigated by a special committee on tertiary educa- 
tion. That committee found that the unsatisfactory re- 
sults in the qualifying examination were due to the 
inadequate provision of teaching staff at the University 
and to inadequate training in the chemists’ shops. 

Following consideration of this report, the Govern- 
ment approved a special grant of £2000 to the University 
to meet the cost of conducting special refresher courses 
for students who had failed in their final examinations, 
and of appointing a special lecturer in pharmacy at 
£1250 per annum, so that practical pharmacy work might 
be properly developed, organised and supervised. This 
grant has been continued for 1951-52. At the same 
time arrangements were also made for the final regis- 
tration examination to be conducted and supervised by 
an examination committee under the chairmanship of 
the Professor of Pharmacology at the University. Ad- 
ditional examiners were appointed; the two members 
of the Pharmacy Board had previously been the sole 
examiners. In this way fresh minds were brought to 
bear on the examination. Although the teaching staff 
and facilities at the University were improved, the re- 
sults in the final examinations are still very poor com- 
pared with those in dentistry and medicine for example. 

The examination committe: in reporting on the final 
examination conducted by them in November, 1950, 
stated that the low percentage of passes—36 per cent.— 
was due primarily to: (a) a low matriculation standard 
in New South Wales; (b) inadequate supervision and 
training in the chemists’ shops; and (c) the low standard 
of the University pharmacy examinations in the past. 
The committee advised the Pharmacy Board to raise 
its standard for entrance upon apprenticeship, to the 
completion of the first year in the Faculty of Science, 
Sydney University, in the subjects of chemistry, physics, 
botany and zoology. The adoption of this recommenda- 
tion would have meant that a person seeking to enter 

harmacy would need to matriculate first and then do 
ina ones science at the University in the subjects men- 
tioned, before becoming apprenticed for a period of 
three years. During such apprenticeship he would still 
have been required to attend part-time for study and 
training at the University for two years. 

After careful consideration of all the circumstances, 
and in the interests of young people seeking to enter 


pharmacy, the Government came to the conclusion that 
three years’ full-time study in the basic sciences and 
pharmacy at the University would be a better course to 
adopt. ter passing the required examinations at the 
University and obtaining a diploma or degree in phar- 
macy, the student would then have to be employed as 
an assistant in the business of a pharmacist for twelve 
months in order to obtain experience in the commercial 
side of the business. Having completed this period of 
“assistanceship” in one or more chemists’ shops, the 
student would become eligible for registration as a 
pharmacist. This is the main object of the Bill. It 
abolishes the apprenticeship system, which has been 
much abused in the past and, generally speaking, has 
not been in the best interests of the apprentice. 

In the past the Pharmacy Board has had no power to 
require apprenticeships to be served with approved 
masters and, consequently, any chemist who owns a 
shop or is employed as a manager could undertake to 
train an apprentice. It is reasonable to assume that 
the quality of training given must be influenced by the 
knowledge possessed by the master pharmacist. Some 
pharmacists have hired an apprentice merely because it 
gave them an opportunity to hire labour at a reduced 
salary. Such persons probably further exploit the em- 
ployee by requiring him to do janitor work and other 
undesirable duties. So that the apprentice gains an im- 
pression that pharmacy has been misrepresented to him, 
and he becomes discouraged and sceptical. Unfor- 
tunately, many apprentices do not, under the present 
system, obtain the practical experience to which they 
are entitled under their articles of apprenticeship. The 
requirements for a proper standard of training of 
pharmacists are outlined in the folowing Domne a from 
an article by L. L. Riggs, President of the Oregon Board 
of Pharmacy in the United States of America, printed 
in “The Australasian Journal of Pharmacy,” which takes 
much of its material from overseas: 

“It 1s incumbent upon all boards of pharmacy to 
establish a rigid set of standards for determining those 
stores that are qualified to receive interns. It is com- 
mon knowledge that much of the experience which is 
being certified has no professional value, largely because 
the training is acquired in the wrong type of store. One 
is the store masquerading as a b nesconape but in reality 
is only a glorified variety, hardware or food store. It 
is obvious that the student who gains his experience 
here not only fails to learn anything to improve his 
professional skill, but forms habits and accumulates 
viewpoints that are detrimental to the future of phar- 
macy. Then, secondly, we have the unscrupulous 
operator who hires the embryo pharmacist merely be- 
cause he sees an opportunity to hire someone at a 
reduced salary. This person further exploits 
his employee by requiring that he do janitor work, 
freight carrying and other undesirable duties. . . 

“It is my opinion that those of us now in practice can 
do much to ensure the future of pharmacy as a profes- 
sion by raising the level of experience instruction. We 
should look upon our task of precepting as our contri- 
bution to our educational system and as our oppor- 
tunity to give some young person the kind of inspiration 
and training that he should have and that perhaps we 
did not have. It is our contribution to the coming 
generation.” 

Mr. Howarth: Will the change interfere with the 
student who has completed his apprenticeship with a 
chemist and is now working in a pharmacy and at- 
tending lectures at the University? 

Mr, O'Sullivan: Any student taking the present 
pharmacy course, no matter what stage he has reached, 
will not be affected. He will continue without inter- 
ference, except that his final examination will be set, 
not by the armacy Board, but by the University. 
However, the student may change to the new trainin 
scheme if he wishes. The old system of training wi 
be continued for existing apprentices until they have 
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all completed their courses, and then it will be entirely 
abandoned 

This is a problem that has been engaging the atten- 
tion of pharmaceutical authorities throughout the world 
Great Britain has instituted a three-year full-time course 
followed by a year of practical exper in a phar- 
macy, and, so far as I am aware from inquiries made by 
my department, this system has given complete satis- 
faction. In Ontario, Canada, there is a full-time four- 
year course at the University with practical experience 
during vacations. In Manitoba the University course is 
three years full-time, followed by two years in a phar 
macy. In British Columbia the course is four years 
full-time at the University, followed by one year’s prac- 
tical training. In South Africa there is a two-year full- 
time course, followed by two years’ apprenticeship. It 
will be seen, therefore, that the plan upon which we 
propose to embark is not new to English-speaking 
countries. What could be worse than a system which has 
been the cause of great disappointment and discourage 
ment to so many apprentices owing to their inability 
for various reasons to pass the final registration exami- 
nation in order to qualify for registration! 

I should like to mention here that similar circum 
stances induced the government of the day in 1934 to 
abolish the apprenticeship system as a means of en- 
trance to dentistry and to make the University the 
avenue of entrance to that profession. No one can deny 
that the standard of dentistry in New South Wales was 
raised thereby to the equal of any in the world. At 
that time some hundreds of apprentices with vested 
rights were looked after, and were given a period of 
five years in which to qualify by examination as den- 
tists. The Bill, likewise, will allow pharmacy appren 
tices who have served or are at present serving under 
articles to continue to qualify under the present system 
of training and examination. The only alteration that 
the measure makes is that the final examination for 
registration will be conducted by examiners appointed 
by the University. No time limit for qualification will 
be placed on these persons. They can sit for the exami- 
nation again and again. It must be remembered in con 
sidering this matter that the object of the Pharmacy 
Act is to ensure that persons legally entitled to practice 
pharmacy must be properly qualified in the art of dis 
pensing. The commercial side of the business, though 
doubtless the most lucrative, is something that does not 
require knowledge of scientific subjects. The dispenser 
really performs an auxiliary service for the medical 
practitioner. He is responsible for the correct inter- 
pretation in dispensing of prescriptions for medicines 
of all kinds, including poisons and dangerous drugs. A 
mistake on his part could well prove fatal to the patient 

a 


A properly trained pharmacist with knowledge of 
correct dosages and the reaction of ugs upon the 
huinan body is in an excellent position to inform a 
medical practitioner of an accidental mistake in the 
writing of a prescription. It has been said that phar 
macists are as important in the community as doctors 
Their standard of training must necessarily be high be 
fore they can be permitted to dispense without super 
vision Instances have been ‘noted where poisonous 
over-doses of medicines have been dispensed without 
question by students sitting for their final registration 
examination 

In these days of rapidly-advancing medical and 
pharmaceutical knowledge it is essential that all pos- 
sible means should be adopted to improve the standard 
of training and education in pharmacy in the interests 
of the public. It has been suggested in some quarters 
that because some pharmacists might refuse to employ 
graduates in pharmacy, they might not be able to ob 
tain twelve months’ employment as assistants after 
graduation to qualify for registration. I do not agree 
that when these graduates leave the University as fully 
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qualified dispensers possessing an adequate knowledge 
of the laws relating to poisons and "eons drugs, 
a pharmacist who is in need of qualified assistance 
would not readily avail himself of their services. How- 
ever, if the forecast should prove to be true, I am sure 
that any government would quickly amend the law to 
grant graduates full registration. tudents must, after 
their three years’ course, be employed for twelve 
months in a pharmacy. If the pharmacists said that 
they would not take them—lI do not think for a moment 
that this will occur, but the matter has been raised— 
any government would immediately amend the measure 
to give the students registration as a right. No doubt 
there may be some misgiving as to the effect of our 
roposals upon young people from the country areas. 

t is true that they would have to come to Sydney for 
three years at the University, but even under the pre- 
sent system they must transfer their indentures to some 
pharmacist in the metropolitan area for two years. 
Actually, pharmacy students from the country would 
be in no worse position than students in other faculties. 

It has been stated that pharmacy under the new pro- 
posal will no longer be a “poor man’s profession.” The 
new proposals will at least assure the student a reason- 
able chance of qualifying at his first attempt instead of 
being dragged along year after year until hope disap- 
pears. Very many less students will sacrifice their 
chances of becoming chemists by abandoning the pro- 
fession after several attempts to pass. Loss of wages 
throughout the course can, therefore, be recouped if 
registration is attained promptly. Moreover, scholar- 
ships would, doubtless, be available in pharmacy, and, 
in addition, tram and rail concessions would apply to 
University full-time students. Also, employment could 
be sought during vacations—and I have had practical 
experience of that. An apprentice receives about 
£2/16/- a week in his first year, with increases during 
his second and third year. I know students who, dur- 
ing their university vacation, worked for the Depart- 
ment of Road Transport and Tramways and earned 
more than £11 a week. The money that a student could 
earn in part-time employment while the course is sus- 
pended would be nearly as great as that which he 
would receive as an apprentice in a shop. 

The National Union of Pharmaceutical Students in 
Australia is in favour of a three-year full-time course 
of training at the University, followed by twelve 
months’ experience in retail pharmacy, and I think that 
we are entitled to take notice of the views of the student 
body. In supporting the present proposals they state 
that the apprenticeship system under which pharmacists 
train could not, because of its elementary limitations, 
raise either the educational or the ethical standards of 
pharmacy to the point where it could stand as a highly 
skilled calling. 

I might be permitted to quote this statement of policy 
on pharmaceutical education by the National Union of 
Pharmaceutical Students in Australia: 

“The collective opinion of the pharmaceutical students 
of Australia is that the systems of pharmaceutical edu- 
cation in Australia should be standardised to conform 
with the following broad framework— : 

(a) Entrance standard to be that of University matri- 
culation. 

(b) Three years’ full-time training at a University or 
University of Technology, terminating in the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Pharmacy. 

(c) During a period to be defined, registration as a 
pharmacist able to conduct a pharmacy can be 
achieved only by the serving of twelve months 
in a retail pharmacy. This should not be followed 
by any examination. 

(d) Post-graduate courses, possibly terminating in the 
degree of Master of Pharmacy, should be avail- 
able in the following discreet fields: 

(i) Manufacturing pharmacy. 
(ii) Hospital pharmacy. 
(iii) Retail pharmacy.”

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This is the py which has been adopted by the 
National Union of Pharmaceutical Students in Australia. 
The bill is founded almost entirely on the views ex- 
pressed by the students themselves, and I think that we 
should be proud that we have been able to do what 
they wish. 

{ am advised also that the Pharmaceutical Society of 
New South Wales, which is the professional organisa- 
tion of this State, has applauded the Government for 
the action it proposes to take to improve the standard 
of training and education in pharmacy, and has assured 
the Premier that it will give every possible help to the 
Government and the University to bring the scheme 
into successful operation. 

I shall now deal briefly with the provisions of the Bill. 
Clause 2(a) provides that the Pharmacy Board may 
eas as part of an apprenticeship, training received 
in the Australian Capital Territory. The reason for 
this is that a young man. in Canberra desirous of be- 
coming a qualified pharmacist under the present system 
may wish to do his first year in a chemist’s shop in that 
city before coming to the Sydney University. This 
service could be accepted by the Board as part of the 
three-years’ apprenticeship. Clause 2(b) provides that 
the final registration examination shall be conducted by 
examiners appointed by the University. This will re- 
move the conduct of the examination from the Phar- 
macy Board and the Examinations Committee. Clause 
2 (a) and (b) will become effective immediately upon 
the Bill receiving Royal assent. Clause 3, which will 
commence on a day to be appointed, establishes a new 
qualification for registration and provides that the 
holder of a diploma or a degree in pharmacy from the 
Sydney University after a three-years’ course shall be 
entitled to registration after having served as an assis- 
tant in the business of a pharmacist for a period of not 
less than twelve months. This assistantship, of course, 
could be carried out in one or more shops. Clause 3 
also prohibits articles of apprenticeship in pharmacy. 

The Bill is a simple one, but gives effect to a very 
important principle, namely, raising of the standard of 
pharmacy education and training in New South Wales 
not only in the interests of the public, but also in the 
interests of persons seeking to enter the profession of 

harmacy. The problem is one which cannot be met 

“ half measures. That method has been tried in the 
past and has proved quite unsatisfactory. I feel sure 
that hon. members on both sides of the House will agree 
that the plan envisaged in this Bill is the best way to 
deal with a problem that has caused anxiety to the 
Government as well as to the parents of those appren- 
tices who have been unable to obtain registration until 
two or three years or longer after completion of ap- 
prenticeship. I am confident that the Bill will receive 
the support of the community and that it will be a 
credit to those who have suggested it to me. 

So that it might be quite clear as to what is going tc 
happen, I shall give a comparison of the present course 
of training with the course proposed in the Bill. Under 
the present course of three years, in the first year the 
student presents a certificate to the Board which en- 
titles him to matriculation status in the Sydney Uni- 
versity, has it accepted, and pays £1/2/6 as acceptance 
fee and for a set of indentures. The student and a 
chemist willing t6 apprentice him then complete the 
statutory forms of indentures, submit them to the Board 
for registration, and pay £1/1/- fees. The Board then 
approves the apprenticeship, and instructions for train- 
ing are issued. For the next twelve months the ap- 
prentice works full-time in the chemist’s shop and does 
elementary exercises laid down by regulation. In the 
second year the student enters the University upon be- 
ing authorised by the Board, and serves the year part- 
time shop and part-time University, studying Chemistry 
I and Botany I. He must pass examinations conducted 


by the University in these subjects prior to proceeding 
to his further studies. 

In the third year the training is on the same basis of 
part-time shop and part-time University, except that 
the student takes materia medica, and sits for a Uni- 
versity exarnination in this subject. If successful, he is 
granted exemption from taking Part I of the Theoretical 
Section of the Qualifying Examination, which is held in 
February and August each year. This examination is 
conducted by examiners appointed by the Examinations 
Committee under the Pharmacy Act. The examiners 
include representatives of the University who have al- 
ready trained the student to this point and two regis- 
tered pharmacists acknowledged as competent exami- 
ners. 

As an act of grace, students who fail in their first at- 
tempt after completing materia medica are granted a 
further attempt without penalty. If they then fail, 
they revert to taking both Part I, Theory, and Part II, 
Practical, but this does not involve re-attendances at the 
University. Those are present requirements. When 
this Bill becomes law the student will obtain matri- 
culation status in the University of Sydney and forth- 
with enter a three-year full-time course of training 
conducted solely by the University. On _ successful 
completion of this course, the student will be entitled 
to a diploma or degree. He must then serve a further 
period of twelve months as an assistant in a pharmacy, 
after which time he will be eligible for registration as a 
pharmacist. 

Mr. Storey: The Minister has not given the subjects 
that the student will take at the University. 

. O'Sullivan: I mentioned those earlier. 

Mr. Deane: A student will not have to pass a Phar- 
macy Board examination? 

Mr. O'Sullivan: No, there will be no Pharmacy Board 
examination. There will be University examinations 
at the completion of three years at the University and 
the student then has to serve a year as an assistant in a 
pharmacy before he becomes eligible for registration 
as a pharmacist. 

Mr. : There will be examinations at the end of 
three years? 

Mr. O'Sullivan: Yes, at the University, but the person 
seeking registration as a pharmacist will not have to do 
another examination, as he must today, with the 
Pharmacy Board. 

_ Mr. Black: This will be the exclusive way of becom- 
ing a pharmacist? 

Mr. O’Sullivan: That is so, and the way that this 
Government considers the proper one, in view of the 
number of students that have failed under the old 
system. I commend the Bill to the House. 

Mr. Treatt (Woollahra): I listened carefully to the 
Minister’s exposition of this Bill, and I declare at the 
outset that I shall not place any obstacle in the way of 
his having its translated into law. That declaration does 
not mean that I am diverted from my obligation to 
bring before the House some matters that should be 
borne in mind by whatever administration has the task 
of observing the results of this measure over the years 
and of determining whether the experiment that it re- 
presents has been successful. An experiment is implicit 
in the measure. The Pharmacy Act of 1897 is an old 
one as statutes go, and one has to look to it to ascertain 
present requirements of a student who wishes to become 
a registered pharmacist. It is interesting to note the 
tremendous change that has occurred in the status of 
pharmacy students between the enactment of the prin- 
cipal Act fifty-five years ago, and the present day. 
Section II of the original Act reads: 

“A person is entitled to be registered as a pharmacist 
and shall receive frorn the Board a certificate in the 
form of Schedule III to this Act, if he is of the full 
age of 21 years and— 

“(b) Has before the day aforesaid served in the 
Colony of New South Wales for not less than three 
months as an apprentice, dispensing assistant, or com- 
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pounder to a pharmacist keeping open shop, or in a 
dispensary in connection with any hospital;” 

One would be horror-stricken at any suggestion of re- 
version to the circumstances of more than half a cen- 
tury ago when a person could become a registered phar- 
macist after serving three months as an apprentice! Of 
course, he had to be over 21 years of age, which is not 
a difficult condition to comply with.

and a full range of drugs, chemicals and chemists’ sur of the Minister and of those engaged in the profession 
are realised, the status of pharmacy will be enhanced. 
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Most people go to a pharmacist when they cannot find 
a doctor, and are glad to avail themselves of his advice. 
They may well do so in the future with even greater 
confidence. 

Dr. Parr (Burwood): I congratulate the Minister upon 
the Bill. Wherever the standard of the sciences is 
raised, the people gain by it. I have talked recently 
with some young students who have failed in the 
Pharmacy Board examination. They hag passed their 
University examinations without difficu y: and went 
through their years without posts. Why then did they 
fail at the Pharmacy Board examinations? The answer 
is plain. At the University they had had the same 
lecturers and were all on the same footing. Any student 
with normal intelligence who worked assiduously 
would get through his examinations. In their practical 
work, however, they were spread all over the city and 
were being taught in many different pharmacies—some 
were in places that gave excellent training, but others 
were not so fortunate. The men who had the advantage 
of a good training probably passed the final examina- 
tion, and those who had not good practical training 
probably failed. 

The Bill gives every pharmacy student the same 
basic standard of training. Any university student 
would be irate if another were taught at a different level 
to himself. At the University, every facility is made 
available for learning both the theory and practice of a 
subject, and the student goes to the examination know- 
ing exactly what is expected of him. The Bill raises 
the standard of the profession, but the important thing 
is that it puts all the students on the same footing. 
Having talked with students who failed this year, I am 
certain that they desire this change; those who passed 
have no reason to be worried. 

Can the University of Sydney give adequate training 
in the subjects required and an adequate practical train- 
ing as well? If so, it is obvious that its course is far 
superior to the present procedure. I had occasion to 
ring the Professor of Pharmacology at the Sydney Uni- 
versity to get his view. The opinions expressed by men 
who are teaching these students are sound opinions. 
The Minister pointed out that the three-year course in 
Great Britain had given great satisfaction. I was in- 
formed on very good authority that whereas it had been 
expected that the number of pharmacy students in 
Britain might diminish because of the upgrading of the 
standard, the actual result was that the number in- 
creased. The raising of the standard has resulted in a 
greater number of persons with good qualifications 
entering the profession of pharmacy. 

Pharmacy, with its brothers, medicine and dentistry, 
achieves the status of a full-time University course and 
raises its professional and scientific standard. Medicine, 
dentistry and pharmacy are closely associated scientific 
professions. No one now would dream of returning to 
the apprenticeship method of training doctors with 
medical practitioners before they could obtain their de- 
grees and begin practice. In course of time the present 
system of training was established and with it the stan- 
dard of medical practice has risen tremendously. A 
doctor now obtains his basic training in the sciences at 
the University, and his experience at the hospital, in 
both places where he receives the best possible instruc- 
tion from lecturers who are at the top of the profes- 
sion, and where he has the maximum time in which to 
acquire knowledge and skill to fit him to qualify. Many 
years ago it was the practice for dentists to train ap- 
prentices, but in this profession also the training is now 
given by the University. Because medicine and den- 
tistry have advanced so greatly it is essential that train- 
ing in them should be by full-time courses. Pharmacy 
also has advanced so far that it now requires a full- 
time training course. Advances in materia medica, 
which concerns the study of drugs, are so rapid that 
doctors themselves can barely keep abreast of progress, 
even with the aid of synopses of the results of research 
throughout the world. 
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The Bill should be regarded not as an instrument de- 
signed to make the profession the preserve of the sons 
of rich men, but as a consequence of pharmaceutical 
progress, which makes it necessary that this important 
science should enjoy a higher status and a higher stan- 
dard of practice. In England many students who for- 
merly would have taken the usual bachelor of science 
degree now train for pharmacy because the status of 

harmaceutical practice has been so raised that it has 

scome attractive to persons seeking professional train- 
ing. Therefore, the measure, which will raise the status 
of pharmacy in New South Wales, is a forward step 
Indeed, it is one that should have been taken years 
ago. In the future pharmacists will say of it: “This 
was an attempt to put pharmacy on a sound profes- 
sional basis and to raise its standard of practice.” 

The recompense paid to pharmacy trainees under the 
existing system is poor. In his first year the appren- 
tice works full time in his master’s shop, running mes- 
sages, washing dirty bottles, and doing all the other 
— that fall to his lot on the hard road of training 
‘or this he receives the noble sum of £2/12/3 for a 40- 
hour week. In his second year he becomes a part-time 
University student and works some twenty hours a 
week in the shop on dispensing and other duties of the 
trade—and at present it is a trade rather than a pro- 
fession—and receives the generous sum of £3/13/1 a 
week. In his third year he spends less time at the 
University, and works about twenty-four hours a week 
in the pharmacy, for a wage of £4/15/4. If a boy were 
17 at the time of passing the leaving certificate he 
would be 20 in his third year of apprenticeship. I 
might be said that £4/15/4 a week is a good income for 
a young man under such circumstances, especially one 
whose father is not wealthy. However, I believe that 
the Minister should give attention to the inadequacy 
of the apprenticeship wages and, in conjunction with 
the Minister for Education, establish scholarships to the 
University for intending pharmacists whose parents are 
unable to meet the full cost of the course. The Govern- 
ment gives financial help to many medical students 
who, on graduation, serve for a period wherever the 
Government requires them. Pharmacy training for 
worthy students could be provided similarly 

The third year pharmacy apprentice undertakes in 
the shop many duties that ordinarily are discharged by 
qualified pharmacists, but he is at present paid about 
one-quarter of the pharmacist’s wage. The master is 
getting cheap labour. It may be said that he is train- 
ing the apprentice, but under the present system all 
students do not receive adequate and efficient training 
to fit them for pharmaceutical practice. Therefore, it 
is the duty of all hon. members to ensure that in this 
important profession, which controls the dispensing of 

»isons of powerful drugs, the standard of training shall 
S so high that pharmacists will make the minimum of 
mistakes. The Leader of the Opposition has spoken 
about the professional mistakes of medica! practitioners 
The doctor does make mistakes, and so does the poli- 
tician! It is human to err, but the well-trained pro- 
fessional man makes the minimum number of errors 
Doubtless there is not a chemist who has never made 
a mistake. Errors have been made by registered 
pharmacists and have caused death, but the double 
check provided by the present methods of practice 
virtually eliminates serious mistakes. The object of 
University training is not only to make the graduate 
proficient in the art of applying his knowledge in his 
profession, but also to give him a sense of balance and 
of proportion and an understanding of his position in 
the community, so that he will take the utmost pre- 
cautions to prevent professional errors. If we follow 
the practice in England, South Africa, Canada and the 
United States of America, we can say that we are ob- 
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serving a standard that has been proved and tried and 
not found wanting in the British-speaking parts of the 
world. I believe that this Bill is an excellent one. It 
will provide not only a higher standard for the pharma- 
cist, but also a better standard of dispensi for the 
public, and therefore should be beneficial to the ple 
of this State. I highly recommend it, and hope t in 
the years to come it will prove to be a measure upon 
which hon. members can look back with pride.

PHARMACY ACT. 


Legislative Council Debate on Amending Bill. 
March 26, 1952, 


The Hon. R. R. Downing (Minister of Justice and 
Vice-President of the Executive Council) [5.56]: I move: 

That this Bill be now read a second time. 
Legislation in operation in New South Wales since 
1897 governing the practice of pharmacy has provided 
that the principal entry into the profession shall be by 
the way of apprenticeship. Prior to the registration 
a person had to satisfy the Pharmacy Board that he 
had passed an examination at matriculation standard: 
served an apprenticeship of not less than three years 
in the business of a pharmacist in New South Wales; 
attended the University for a course of training in 
chemistry, practical chemistry, botany and materia 
medica, and has passed examinations in these subjects 
at the University; and had passed a qualifying regis- 
tration examination conducted by the Pharmacy Board 
in the subject of practical pharmacy. 

After indentures were signed between the apprentice 
and a pharmacist, the apprentice then served the first 
ear tirely in the shop of the master pharmacist. 

ring this time he completed certain exercises. For 
the second and third years he attended the University 
part time for the courses of lectures I have mentioned, 
the balance of these two years being spent in the phar- 
macy. Having successfully completed the University 
course and passed examinations there, he then pre- 
sented himself for the final qualifying examination, 
which was conducted by the Board through an Exami- 
nations Committee. This system of qualifying for re- 
gistration has proved most unsatisfactory both from 
the point of view of the apprentice and his parents.

be Hon. Sir Norman Kater: The students do not 
work? 

The Hon. R. R. : That is not the explanation 
given by those who are qualified to express an opinion 
on it. T believe that failures have been caused by the 
inadequacy of training given to the apprentices both 
in the shops and at the University. The Government 
has been aware that the apprenticeship system has 
many deficiencies, and two years ago took concrete 
action in an endeavour to correct them. The Premier 
set up a special committee on tertiary education to 
enquire into the reasons for repeated failures at quali- 
fying examinations. The committee reported to him 
that the inadequacy of teaching staff at the University, 
coupled with inadequate training in the shops, were 
the main causes of failures. At the time that the 
report was made, large numbers of apprentices had 
failed to qualify on numerous occasions, but had no 
effective means of improving their pharmaceutical 
knowledge, as they had already left the University, 
and were obliged to work as unregistered assistants 
during the day in order to earn a living. Consequently, 
most could not afford to repeat their University courses 
at their own expense. This sition was corrected 
when the Government granted the University a special 
amount of £2000 to conduct evening refresher courses 
in pharmacy for students seeking to improve their skill 
and knowledge. An additional grant of £1250 was made 
so that a special lecturer in pharmacy could be ap- 
pointed by the University to strengthen its teaching 
staff. The Government has continued the grant. 

By an amendment to the regulations under the Phar- 
macy Act, the University authorities were given repre- 
sentation at the qualifying examination, which was con- 
ducted and supervised by an Examinations Committee 
with the newly-appointed Professor of Pharmacology 
as Chairman. More examiners were appointed to set, 
supervise and mark the papers at the examinations. 
Previously two members of the Pharmacy Board were 
the only examiners. To some extent, conditions have 
improved, but as I have already stated, the position 
today indicates that further drastic action is needed. 

The results in pharmacy compared very unfavourably 
with the results obtained in the Faculties of Dentistry 
and Medicine. In a report to the Pharmacy Board 
after the November, 1950, qualifying examination the 
Examinations Committee stated that it was of the 
opinion that the low percentage of passes at the exami- 
nation, namely 36 r cent., could be attributed to: 
(1) a low standard of matriculation in New South Wales 
—lI do not agree with that contenticn, nor do I believe 
that it would have the support of most hon. members; 
(2) emt supervision and training in chemists’ 
shops, and (3) the low standards of University phar- 
macy examinations in the past. 

The Board agreed to make as its entrance qualifica- 
tions to the pharmacy course completion of the first- 
year examinations in the Faculty of Science at the 
Sydney University. However, this arrangement was 
not considered by the Government to be a satisfactory 
solution. In the interests of young people who desired 
to become pharmacists, the Government has decided 
to institute a three-year full-time course of study in 
the basic sciences and pharmacy at the University. 
Upon completion of this course, and the successful pass- 
ing of an examination conducted solely by the Uni- 
versity, the student will then have to complete only 
12 months’ employment as an assistant in the business 
of a pharmacist, and will become eligible to seek regis- 
tration. This is the main object of the proposed legis- 
lation. The apprenticeship system will be abolished, 
and in its place will be a course of training which will, 
I believe, give students a reasonable chance of qualify- 
ing at their first attempt. The student will be removed 
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from contact with persons who, while quite competent, 
are not fully qualified to teach pharmacy, and will be 
given every opportunity to apply themselves whole- 
heartedly to their chosen profession. 

Before the Government decided to amend the present 
law, it obtained information on the requirements for 
registration in other parts of the world. In Great 
Britain a three-year full-time course, followed by a 
year of practical experience, is required. This is what 
we now propose to introduce in New South Wales. The 
British method has been shown to turn out first-rate 
pharmacists. Ontario Province, Canada, requires a full- 
time four-year University course with practical expe- 
rience during vacations. In Manitoba the University 
course is three years followed by two years in a phar- 
macy. 

British Columbia and other places require varying 
periods of full-time practical training. r proposed 
plan is, therefore, not new. Hon. members will recall 
that in 1934 the Government of the day abolished the 
apprenticeship system in dentistry. Our standards of 
dental proficiency have since been elevated to the equal 
of any in the world. The vested rights of hundreds 
of dental apprentices were preserved ,and five years’ 
grace was given to enable them to qualify. The rights 
of pharmacy apprentices now serving under articles 
will likewise be protected under the proposed amend- 
ment. Persons now in training may continue under 
their indentures, and will not be limited to passing 
within any stipulated time. 

The only thing in this Act which affects existing 
apprentices, or those whose indentures have expired, 
is the provision that future qualifying examinations will 
be conducted solely by the University authorities. I 
firmly believe this to be a good thing. The Pharmacy 
Act of New South Wales seeks to ensure that registered 
pharmacists shall be persons, properly trained and 
skilled in the art of dispensing, in whom the public 
may repose trust and confidence. The dispenser is 
responsible for the correct interpretation of prescrip- 
tions by doctors for medicines and dangerous drugs. A 
knowledge of dosages, and of the probable reaction 
of drugs on the human body are essentials in his pro- 
fession, and only proper training by qualified teachers, 
and actual experience can make the dispenser a credit 
to his profession. He is trained to watch for mistakes 
which may appear accidentally in prescriptions. Hon. 
members will agree that the pharmacist is a most im- 
portant member of the community, and that in no cir- 
cumstances should his standards of training be lowered. 
I am aware that at a recent qualifying examination a 
number of students dispensed poisonous overdoses of 
medicines without realising this fact. 

It has been sugyested that graduates inj pharmacy 
may not be employed during the 12 months’ qualifying 
period —a to leaving the University. The 
Government does not believe that this will occur, as 
for many years there has been an extreme shortage 
of qualified chemists in New South Wales. However, 
if this should happen I feel sure that any Government 
would quickly amend the law to grant these graduates 
immediate registration. There may be some misgivings 
as to the effect of our proposals upon young people from 
the country areas. It is true that they would have to 
come to Sydney to spend three poe at the University, 
but already they must transfer their indentures to some 

harmacist in the metropolitan area for two years. 
Indeed, pharmacy students from the country would be 
in no worse position than students in other faculties. 
It has been suggested that under the new proposal 
Gearmery will no longer be a “poor man’s profession.” 

he Bill will at least ensure the student a reasonable 
chance of qualifying at his first attempt instead of 
dragging along year after year until all hope has disap- 
— Fewer students will sacrifice their chance to 
ome a chemist by abandoning the profession after 
they have made several attempts to pass the exami- 
nation. Any loss of wages throughout the course can, 
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therefore, be recouped if registration is attained 
promptly. Doubtless, scholarships would be available 
in anew. and in addition tram and rail concessions 
would apply to University full-time students. Also, 
employment can be sought during vacations. 

The National Union of Pharmaceutical Students in 
Australia favours a three years’ full-time course of 
training at the University, followed by 12 months’ ex- 
perience in retail pharmacy, and I think that we are 
entitled to take notice of the student body. In sup- 
porting the present proposal they state that the appren- 
ticeship system under which pharmacists train co’ 
not, because of its elementary limitations, raise either 
the educational or ethical standards of pharmacy to 
the point where it could stand as a highly-skilled call- 
ing. I am also advised that the Pharmaceutical Society 
of New South Wales, which is the professional orga- 
nisation of pharmacists in this State, has applauded 
the Government for the action that it proposes to take 
to improve the standard of training and education in 
pee and has assured the mier that it will give 

im every possible help and the University to bring 
the scheme into successful operation. 

Dealing briefly with the provisions of the Bill, clause 
2 (a) provides that the Pharmacy Board may accept 
as part of an apprenticeship, training received in 
Australian Capital Territory. The reason for this is 
that a young man in Canberra, desirous of becoming 
a qualified pharmacist under the present system, may 
wish to do his first year in a chemist shop in that city 
before coming to the Sydney University. This service 
could be accepted by the Board as part of the three 
years’ apprenticeship. Clause 2 (b) provides that the 
final registration examination shall conducted b 
examiners appointed by the University. This will 
remove the conduct of the examination from the Phar- 
macy Board and the Examinations Committee. Clause 
2 (a) and (b) will become effective immediately upon 
the Bill receiving Royal assent. Clause 3, which will 
commence on a day to be appointed, establishes a new 
qualification for registration, and provides that the 
holder of a diploma or a degree in pharmacy from 
the Sydney University after a three years’ course shall 
be entitled to registration after having served as an 
assistant in the business of a pharmacist for a period 
of not less than 12 months. This assistantship, of 
course, could be carried out in one or more shops. This 
clause also prohibits articles of apprenticeship in phar- 
macy. 

The Bill is simple, but gives effect to an important 
principle, that is to raise the standard of pharmacy 
education and training in New South Wales, not only 
in the interests of the public, but also in the interests 
of persons seeking to enter the profession of pharmacy. 
The problem: is one which cannot be met by half 
measures. That method has been tried in the past, 
and has proved unsatisfactory. I am sure that hon. 
members on both sides of the House will agree that 
the plan envisaged in this Bill is the best way to deal 
with a problem that has caused anxiety to the Govern- 
ment as well as to the parents of those apprentices 
who have been unable to obtain registration until two 
or three years or longer after completion of appren- 
ticeship. I am confident that the Bill will receive the 
support of the community. 

he Hon. Richard Thompson [6.3]: The Minister has 
not dealt with some important aspects of the Bill, but 
hon. members will support the endeavour of the 
Government to make a sufficient number of competent 
pharmacists available, and to improve the standard 
of pharmacy generally. There would be considerable 
merit in the measure if chemists were at all times 
working in their professional capacities. I am able to 
speak on this subject from considerable practical expe- 
rience. The “Pharmacists Merchandising Handbook,” an 
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official publication of the Pharmaceutical Society of New 
South Wales, from which many chemists have learned 
something of the merchandising side of their business, 
was written by me. Hon. members will agree that 
there has been a tremendous improvement in the stan- 
dard of pharmacy merchandising, and in the course of 
my investigations before compiling that book—which 
is the textbook for merchandising practice among 
chemists—I was impressed by the fact that only about 
25 per cent. of a chemist’s turnover is derived from 
the pharmaceutical side of his business. About one- 
— consists of the dispensing of prescriptions and 

e supply of ethical drugs and proprietary lines, which 
involve the application of his knowledge, training and 
experience as a pharmaceutical chemist. The remain- 
ing 75 per cent. of his business is represented by the 
ordinary processes of retailing, assisted, of course, by his 
special knowledge. That is the background against 
which this measure has to be considered. 

The Hon. R. R. Downing: Was that estimate based 


: No. In my earlier 
remarks I said that I was completely in support of the 
Government's endeavour to improve the training and 
the flow of pharmacists to the community, but I am 
seeking to state the actual position in the trade. It 
is no use having airy, fanciful ideas about the status 
of the profession, or an earnest desire to raise the 
prestige of pharmacists, if there is a disregard of the 
— knowledge of how a pharmacist makes his 
iving. I take it that the Minister has no knowledge 
of this aspect, and there is no evidence in the Bill that 
it was considered by the responsible authority. 

Perhaps the failure of pharmacy students to pass their 
examinations can be attributed, as the Minister suggests, 
to poor teaching and an inadequate length of course 
at the University, but there may be other causes. It 
is well known that some people wish to follow a pro- 
fession, but are not prepared to meet the more exacting 
demands involved in studying, say, medicine or den- 
tistry. At the same time, they wish to make a satis- 
ony living in a professional atmosphere, and they 
find that they can do so by qualifying in pharmacy. 
Co uently, pharmacy receives some students who 
are below standard in their efforts to learn. Over the 
years pharmacy students have protested against the 
types of questions set at their examinations. There 
has been a strong tendency to pose “trick” questions, 
and students have made their representations concern- 
ing that matter. A conviction has been growing among 
— pharmacists that much of the training at the 

niversity in pharmacy is fast becoming obsolete and 
unnecessary for the satisfactory conduct of a pharmacy 
business. There has been a remarkable. development 
in the presentation of ethical and proprietary lines in 
a prepared form, and although a doctor writes a pre- 
scription, the chemist’s dispensing of that prescription 
amounts to little more than checking it, taking from 
the appropriate packages the medicine prescribed, mak- 
ing a careful note of the prescription, and sending to 
the patient the medicine with the doctors’ instructions 
as to dosage attached. There are good grounds for 
that statement. 

As the Minister has pointed out, under the present 
system the aspirant for pharmaceutical honours is in- 
dentured to a register pharmacist for three years, 
the first of which he spends in the shop and the dis- 
pensary at the pharmacy, and during the remaining 
two years he spends half his time on such work and 
the other half at his studies. Under the Bill it is now 
proposed that he should og the first three years 
of his course full-time at the University, and then, in 
his final year, enter the pharmacy for his practical 
training in dispensing and countercraft. In the light 
of what I have already said as to the proportion of 
business and income earned by a chemist from his pro- 
fessional and his retailing activities, the Bill will mean 
that the young fellow, until he has completed his 
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professional training at the University, is given no 
opportunity of learning that part of his profession which 
will amount to 75 per cent. of his business. It is not 
in his interests that he should be obliged to learn all 
the practical things about running a shop after he has 
gained his professional qualifications at the University. 

I can say from a wide experience—and in this the 
Rt. Hon. E. C. O'Dea, Secretary of the Shop Assistants’ 
Union, would agree with me—that the best time to 
teach persons a knowledge of the retail trade is when 
they are young and do not mind doing the things which 
are essential in their training and necessary to enable 
them to learn the elements of their trade or profession, 
but which might not become a more mature person. 
I do not suggest for one moment that these apprentices 
are employed as messengers. The basis of their training 
is clearly laid down by the Pharmacy Board, and the 
master has the obligation of constantly reporting to 
the Board under the Board’s requirements and the 
terms of the indenture upon the training and progress 
of the apprentice. Pharmacists often employ young 
lads during the lunch hour or after school to deliver 
orders. It is now proposed that the potential chemist 
should have no opportunity of learning the retailing 
side of his profession until he has completed his three 
years at the University and has —- as a phar- 
maceutical chemist. Only then will he enter the phar- 
macy and learn to grapple with the counter trade, and 
I foreshadow that he will then have the greatest prac- 
tical difficulty in gaining a knowledge of this most 
important aspect of his profession. 

This is a great weakness in the scheme proposed 
under the Bill. An enhancement of the prestige of 
the profession of pharmacy will follow the passing of 
the Bill, and no doubt all chemists who do not have 
to employ apprentices and can make do with junior 
labour will welcome the measure and take pride in the 
fact that the pharmaceutical course at the University 
has now become a three-year full-time course. The 
faculty at the University will also welcome the measure 
because they will be able to turn out better chemists 
in the scientific sense. However, there is little possi- 
bility of the scheme working satisfactorily so far as the 
practical side of the profession is concerned. 

The Minister made some reference to the difficulties 
which confront parents who want their children to 
enter the pharmaceutical profession. It is a well-known 
fact that over the years many parents who were unable 
to meet the expense of sending their sons and daughters 
to the University to do medicine, dentistry, or one of 
the other medical professions, relied upon pharmacy 
as a suitable profession for their children. Today, when 
a young person becomes apprenticed to a pharmaceu- 
tical chemist he receives about £2/14/- a week in his 
first year, £3/18/- a week in his second year, and about 
£4/16/- a week in his third year. That is not a great 
deal of money, but it is enough to make the difference 
between a young person being able to enter a pro- 
fession and his having to take some other occupation. 
That money makes a great difference to the finances 
in any home where an earnest endeavour is being made 
to give the children professional training and_ status. 
However, when the Bill becomes law there will be no 
money paid during the first three years of apprentice- 
ship, and if a lad wishes to become a chemist he will 
not be able to do so unless his parents are able to meet 
the cost involved. 

This is a very serious matter. I hate to restrict any 
persen’s opportunities or to put a curb upon the enter- 
prise of anyone who wants to advance himself and who 
is prepared to pay the price of success. The Bill 
excludes a class of persons from the opportunity of 
entering the pharmaceutical profession. The Minister 
has been good enough to say that travelling concessions 
will be made available to those doing the pharmacy 
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course, but that is no answer to the real problem which 
is that in future there will be nothing coming into the 
home to meet the expenses of these young persons, 
particularly those who come to the city from the country 
to enter the profession. There is need for a periodical 
revision of the pharmaceutical course, as there is in 
other types of training, but the Government has gone 
too far in the present proposal. In my opinion diffi- 
culty will be met in giving a full pharmaceutical ser- 
vice to the community when those in the profession 
are to be trained in the way proposed. In addition, 
the Bill will place a heavy burden upon many persons 
who will find it much more difficult, and in some cases 
impracticable, to undertake the course. Thirdly, it is 
contrary to public interest to take these young folk 
and to say to them, “You must take a three years’ 
course in activities that will account for only 25 per 
cent. of your eventual income, and in the last year you 
will be trained in activities that will account for 75 
per cent. of your eventual income.” 

Such a proposal ignores the practical needs of the 
situation unless the pharmacist is to confine his activi- 
ties to dispensing. Admittedly, there has been a sub- 
stantial increase in the amount of dispensing or phar- 
maceutical work that chemists have been called upon 
to do since the introduction of the so-called free medi- 
cine scheme. Indeed, there has been such a remarkable 
increase in medicine in one form or another going out 
of chemists’ shops as to cause concern about the cost 
of this service. Pharmacists today agree that the pre- 
scriptions that are coming to them under the free 
medicine scheme are reaching amazingly high levels. 
If such a state of affairs continues it might be that 
pharmacists will eventually be engaged entirely in dis- 
pensing medicines. Against that proposition there is 
the equally obvious tendency for most lines that are 
largely in demand to be put in the hands of patients, 
not as the result of a chemist’s preparation, but as a 
result of the enterprise of some manufacturer who has 
prepared them in commercial form and supplied them 
to chemists to pass on to customers. 

The Minister will need to exercise care also respecting 
the activities of unregistered assistants. A large amount 
of important work is being done in chemists’ shops 
by unregistered assistants. These persons who train in 
pharmacy and acquire their knowledge as they go along 
are permitted to be employed in registered chemists’ 
shops under the supervision of the pharmacists. That 
system has worked fairly satisfactorily, but the regis- 
tered practitioner has an aversion to the intrusion of 
unregistered persons into his profession, and invariably 
there is an endeavour on the part of professional people 
to do away with unreyistered assistants. The Minister 
should be careful that fe does not make it more difficult 
for unregistered persons to be employed in chemists’ 
shops. If they are discouraged from this employment 
they will cause a substantial staff shortage in the pro- 
fession until there are sufficient trained men to take 
their places. 

Undoubtedly many pharmacists are losing their 
interest in apprentices. In the old days it was accepted 
that every proprietor of a chemist’s shop should have 
an assistant and always an apprentice. With the de- 
velopment of the retail side of pharmacy and an in- 
creasing recognition by pharmacists of the importance 
of that section of their business, there has been a ten- 
dency to employ junior female labour in chemists’ shops, 
and the Rt. Hon. E. C. O’Dea will be able to tell the 
House some of the problems that have arisen in that 
regard. There may be some case for a review and 
an alteration of the present system, but I warn the 
Government that it is going too far with the present 
Bill, which could operate to the detriment of the pro- 
fession and of the public. 

The Hon. R. R. Downing (Minister of Justice and 
Vice-President of the Executive Council) [6.25], in 
reply: I appreciate the hon. member’s knowledge of 
this profession acquired as a result of his commercial 
experience with it, but I remind him that the Govern-

ment’s duty is to see that pharmacists are trained in 
their professional work. The commercial side of their 
activities is not a matter that should be the subject 
of interference by the Government. 

The Hon. Richard Thompson: I wish to emphasise 
that under the present system much more regard is 
being paid to training for the retail side than there will 
be in the future. 

The Hon. R. R. Downing: The Government can con- 
cern itself only with training on the pharmaceutical 
side, not with window-dressing. The hon. member 
suggested also that the University training might not 
be all that it should be, but that, no doubt, is a matter 
thet could be taken up with the University authori- 
ties by the Pharmaceutical Guild or the Phar- 
maceutical Society. I am informed that the actual 
training given to apprentices in the first year is 
elementary, and the Government has been advised 
that it could be completed in the matter of a few weeks 
in a full-time course. The Hon. Richard Thompson 
referred also to the difficulty of young lads entering 
the profession, but in every faculty difficulty confronts 
the children of parents with limited means. 

Even at present the country lad who wishes to become 
an apprentice chemist must come to Sydney and com- 
plete a part-time course. Under the Bill he will be 
in the same position as are other students, and work 
will be available to him in vacations as it is with stu- 
dents in a number of other faculties. The hon. member 
may not agree with what I have submitted, but those 
are the considerations that influenced the Government 
in its presentation of the measure to the House. The 
Government considers that it has an obligation to see 
that students are properly trained, and that they have 
a reasonable opportunity of becoming fully qualified. 

Motion agreed to. 

Bill read a second time and reported from Committee 
without amendment; report adopted. 

Bill read a third time and returned to the Legislative 
Assembly without amendment.

Presidential Address delivered by Mr. K. A. Cart- 
eral Meeting of 


wright at the Annual Gen Society 


held on March 31, 1952. 

Have you ever theught what a great part a at 
institution like the Pharmaceutical Society of New 
South Wales plays in the life of the community? Almost 
everyone at some time or other during the year crosses 
the threshold of a pharmacy, and at the present time 
almost every pharmacist is a member of the Society. 

The Society had its birth in 1876. Pharmacy’s 
poaktene since then have been many and varied. There 

ave also been recurring problems; for instance, in 1900 
the early closing movement was a “bone of contention.” 
According to records, a plebiscite was taken in Sep- 
tember, 1899, and an overwhelming majority was in 
favour of 9 p.m. closing. It then came before Parlia- 
on, and legislation was passed sanctioning early 
closing. 

A defence fund was inaugurated at the annual 
meeting in 1900 for the purpose of defending members 
against attempts of blackmail; this is perpetuated in 
P.D.L. as it is now constituted. 

On the 25th Anniversary Annual Meeting the balance- 
sheet showed a profit of £9 on the year’s transactions. 

Reciprocity was also a question of moment at that 
time. It was being considered whether reciprocity 
between States could be acceptable to N.S.W. How- 
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ever, seeing that the other colonies would not accept 
chemists for registration unless they were examined 
men, it was decided that reciprocity would be in order. 

In that year a picnic, dinner, ball and two “smoko” 
concerts had been successfully carried out. It was also 
suggested at that time that the society might do some- 
thing during the winter months regarding providing 
young people interested in pharmacy with reading 
matter and perhaps the delivery of a few lectures. 
This, as you will realise, was the first suggestion of 
the extension lectures as we know them. 

In 1903 the annual fee for associates was 10/6. This 
fee still —. The following year an appeal was 
made by the then President to pharmacists to join the 
Society. I feel now that through the good work of 
members and officials in the past we are indebted to 
some extent for the full membership at the present day. 
In 1903 the Society Council adopted an Australian for- 
mulary which was sent out to all members free of 
charge. Additional copies cost 6d. 

In 1905 the Society Council held a conference with 
the University authorities re the question of pharma- 
ceutical education, and suggested an amendment of the 
Act to adopt the matriculation examination as entrance

to pharmacy. At that time retail sales > wholesale 
houses was a very sore point, as it is to this day. 

In 1918 representation was made re the advisability 
of dropping the title “chemist” and adopting the name 
“pharmacist” in its place. It was the opinion of Council 

at under no circumstances will we resign the ri oe 
to call ourselves chemists, as we are known by 
title throughout the world, and have an ancient oad 
established right to that word. 

In June, 1924, a donation (£5/5/-) was made towards 
the bell donated by the pharmacy students to the pro- 
posed carillon at the Sydney University. In June, 1925, 
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a suggestion was put forward for the holding of a 
pharmacy week, which I do not think came to anything. 

A resolution was submitted to the annual meeting in 
1926, that a direction to the Council to take immediate 
steps to formulate a scheme to establish a permanent 
home for pharmacy, including a College of Pharmacy, 
in premises owned by the Society, and an appeal to 
pharmacists and others deriving benefit from pharmacy 
for contribution to a fund, the Society to contribute 
£1000 from its funds. The resolution was defeated, and 
an amendment was carried that this resolution be post- 
poned to a later date, and a special meeting be convened 
to consider a more coherent scheme. In October of that 
year a meeting was convened which confirmed the 
action of Council in inaugurating the Home for Phar- 
macy movement 

The N.S.W. Branch of the F.P.S. Guild was formed, 
and at the annual meeting of the Society in 1929 a 
motion was carried that this meeting directs the Council 
to support the Guild in every possible way. There was 
some opposition to this support being given by members 
who were eventually ardent supporters of the Guild. 
At this juncture I would like to say that every en- 
deavour should be made by executives and members 
of all pharmaceutical organisations to engender harmony 
and good fellowship, for past events have shown that 
when pharmacy sticks together it prospers. 

First year apprentice lectures were agreed upon in 
April, 1929, and inaugurated in May of that year. 

Plans for Science House building scheme were tabled 
in April, 1929, but it was not till July, 1933, that the 
first meeting of the Council was held in Science House, 
after having bought a 99-year lease of the suite of 
rooms now occupied. 

At the annual meeting in 1930 the matter of estab- 
lishing a Chair of Pharmacy was discussed, and in April 
of that year the matter was approved by Council, and 
it was resolved that the Council would do all in its 
power to have same established. 

At the Brisbane Conference in that year (1930) a 
business course for the pharmacist was discussed. This 
was brought up at a subsequent Council meeting (in 
July), at which the Secretary (Mr. Thompson) outlined 
a general idea of a course, and offered to write same, 
which offer was accepted. At a general conference of 
Pharmacy Boards at the Brisbane Conference of that 
year a recommendation was made for the inclusion of 
Business Principles in the curriculum at present, and 
in the future would still be a good idea. 

In 1931 there was a discussion re the presentation 
of a President’s Chair made out of Australian wood to 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain. In July, 
1933, that presentation was made by radio. 

During 1933-4 the Society employed an organiser and 
detailist, who did good work in bringing the A.P.F. 
before the notice of the medical profession. 

In 1935 one difficult matter which the Society had 
to contend with was dispensing by nurses at hospitals, 
but this was eventually overcome, and today this wor 
is done by registered pharmacists. 

In 1937 chain store and company pharmacy raised 
their ugly heads, and an appeal by the Society for 
funds was made to fight this menace, and it was even- 
tually checked. 

The next year draft proposals were submitted for the 
setting up of a Science Group within the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society, the first meeting of which was held on 
July 13, 1938. We all appreciate the work of the 
Science Group. 

In 1934 first year apprentice lectures were again 
undertaken by the Society (taken over from the Board). 
Also the first suggestion of a three-year full-time course 
was made; conferences with the Guild were held. At 
that time concurrent apprenticeship along with 
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academic training was favoured. As you know, a Bill 
providing for a three-year course with no apprentice- 
ship but a one-year term—at the end of the course—

A.P.F. MEDICAL BULLETIN No. 6. 
Emulsion Cream Bases. 

The attention of Victorian chemists is directed to 
A.P.F. Medical Bulletin No. 6, dealing with the A-P-F. 
Emulsion Cream Bases, which included a table of bases 
suitable for the drugs usually prescribed in skin 
diseases. 

The Emulsion Cream type of ointment base is in- 

preferred by prescribers; but it is often 

at the doctor has mislaid the Bulletin (No. 6), 

or has not time to refer to the brochure for the appro- 

priate base to use with the drug or drugs which he 
wishes to be incorporated. 

In order to assist medical practitioners, it is sug- 
gested in A.P.F. propaganda, that in these circum- 
stances, the doctor write “Ernulsion Base A.P.F.” and 
leave the selection of a suitable type to the phar- 
macist. 

Chemists receiving prescriptions written in this form 
should refer to the Bulletin No. 6 for information 
rather than communicate with the prescriber. 

If uncertain as to which type of A.P.F, Emulsion 
Cream to use with a particu combination, Crem. 
Cera Sulphonat. will be found to be a suitable vehicle 
for most skin medicaments.

MR. C. W. MAPLETHORPE IN VICTORIA. 


Mr. C. W. Maplethorpe, Managing Director of Allen 
and Hanburys Ltd., London, Member of the Council of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain, and Chair- 
man of the Education Committee of that Society, who 
is in Australia on a business trip, was in Melbourne 
from April 20 to 27. 

On the evening of April 22 he was entertained at 
dinner at Scott's Hotel by representatives of the offi- 
cial pharmaceutical organisations. Tne function was 
informal, and opportunity provided for taiks with Mr. 
Maplethorpe on matters of pharmaceutical interest. 

Other guests were Mr. Percival, General Manager of 
Allen and Hanburys (A’asia) Ltd., and Mr. A. A. Vale, 
the Victorian representative of the company. 

The President of the Pharmaceutical Society, Mr. 
A. G. Davis, acted as Chairman. After the Loyal Toast 
he welcomed Mr. Maplethorpe and his colleagues, and 
expressed pleasure at their presence at the gathering. 

r. Davis called on Mr. Eric Scott, the Federal Pre- 
sident of the Guild, to propose the health of Mr. 
Maplethorpe. 

Mr. Scott said it was a privilege to do so. It was 
always pleasing to meet visiting British officials, and 
an occasion such as this enabled one to say thank 
you for hospitality extended to Australians who visited 
Great Britain. He personally had been most generously 
treated during his recent trip, and he wished to record 
his thanks for that treatment. 

Mr. Maplethorpe was a distinguished man in two 
ways. He occupied a most prominent place in the phar- 
maceutical world as Managing Director of Allen & 
Hanburys Ltd. a name held in high esteem in phar- 
macy in British countries. He was also Chairman of 
the Education Committee of the Pharmaceutical So- 
ciety of Great Britain. That seemed somewhat anoma- 
lous in Australia, where there was not such a close 
tie up with manufacturing and academic interests, but 
it was an example of, and tribute to, the mobility of 
mind of the English that a man occupied those posi- 
tions concurrently. 

Mr. Maplethorpe, said Mr. Scott, had spent the whole 
of his life in official pharmacy. Wherever one went 
in England they heard of Mr. Maplethorpe’s activities 
and his devotion to pharmacy. All his energies had 
been directed to attempts to raise the status of the 
pharmaceutical chemist in Great Britain 

Wherever one went they found people such as Mr. 
Maplethorpe thrown to the surface — people who made 
the advancement of pharmacy a particular study, and 
devoted their lives to it. In England, in Australia, and 
wherever one went men were to be found who were 
willing to go really out of their way, submerge their 
individuality, and sacrifice time and money in the cause 
of pharmacy. 

Mr. Scott concluded by saying that he hoped Mr. 
Maplethorpe would learn much about pharmacy in Aus- 
tralia, and that he would be critical in a kindly fashion 
of what he found. Pharmacy in Australia was in pretty 


good shape and owed much to the example and help 
received from the mother country. 

The Toast was supported by Mr. A. T. S. Sissons, 
Dean of the Victorian College of Pharmacy. Mr. Sis- 
sons said Mr, Mapiethorpe was a British official of 
whom they had read very much because of his posi- 
tions as Chairman of the Education Committee and 
Chairman of Committees of the B.P.C. Because of 
his work in these fields, and his devotion to the _— 
fession of pharmacy, he was well-known to them. They 
were particularly glad to welcome him to Victoria. 
Through the gloom of the present troublesome times 
it was encouraging that many leading authorities in 
Great Britain came out to have a look at this part 
of the Commonwealth. Australia had many problems, 
and in the past they had drawn the greatest help and 
inspiration com the way in which those problems had 
been tackled in Great Britain. Whenever a call for 
help or advice had been sent it had been promptly 
answered. He was glad also to have the opportunity 
of asking their guest to take back to his homeland ex- 
pressions of admiration of the way in which their kins- 
men overseas had faced the circumstances and dealt 
with the problems of the last 12 or 15 years, and of 
the fortitude with which they had overcome dangers 
and difficulties. It had been said that Great Britain 
was no longer the financial centre of the world, but it 
could never be said that she was not now the centre 
of moral background and national in ity in the 
world. Australia could learn very much from the 
example of Great Britain. 

The Toast was then honoured enthusiastically, and 
after a short interval Mr. Maplethorpe replied. 

He said he felt himself a particularly ee per- 
son because, having some position in official pharmacy 
in Great Britain, he generally managed to meet dis- 
tinguished visitors who came from overseas. He had 
had the great pleasure of meeting three of those pre- 
sent that night—Mr. Gavin Williams, Mr. Leonard Long 
and Mr. Eric Scott. 

In Great Britain they had a ~~ great affection for 
the wae of the countries of the English-speaking 
world. 

Mr. Maplethorpe went on to say that he had a very 
definite link with Australian jromerr through the 
one retail pharmacy of A. & H., which is being con- 
ducted in Vere Street, London. Many Australian phar- 
macists who came to England were referred to the 
Manager of that Pharmacy, Mr. Thomas, who usually 
was able to find a place for them. 

Mr. Maplethorpe paid high tribute to the work of 
the permanent officials of the Pharmaceutical Society 
of Great Britain, Messrs. H. N. Linstead, F. W. Adams 
and A. J. Plowright. He spoke of the part they had 
played in association with him in improving educa- 
tional standards of pharmacy in Great Britain. Before 
reforms were introduced the condition of pharmacy in 
Great Britain was bad. It did not rank with other 
professions, and he had always maintained that phar- 
macy should not tag along as the handmaiden of any 
other profession. It was necessary to raise and main- 
tain educational standards. His proposals for improve- 
ment had been the subject of an address at Brighton 
in 1946, and the Editor of “The Pharmaceutical Jour- 
nal,” had published his speech in full. Some people 
at the time regarded the proposals as “crazy,” but they 
had been introduced and were doing much to raise 
the professional level of pharmacy in Great Britain. 

Mr. Maplethorpe then went on to explain the present 
conditions. He pointed out that there were alternative 
methods of reaching qualification. Under one method 
a student, after having passed what they termed the 
Matriculation Examination, could do two years of 
apprenticeship in a pharmacy, hospital or manufactur- 
ing laboratory, and then do a one-year course for the 
Intermediate and a two-year course for the Final 
Examination. If he passed he was admitted to the 
Register.

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of training first, then two years’ apprenticeship, and 
then two years for the Final Examination. : 

Alternatively he could study in the College or Uni- 
versity doing the Intermediate and Final Courses and 
Examinations, and if successful proceed to qualification, 
after doing one year’s apprenticeship or practical train- 
ing in a pnarmacy. 

They had come to the conclusion that one year of 
apprenticeship was adequate provided a proper aca- 
demic course had been done. They felt that it was 
in the best interest of the apprentice that he should 
proceed with his academic training immediately after 
school, and they endeavoured to encourage them to 
do this by providing that if apprenticeship was done 
after continuous academic training only one year was 
required; if done beforehand two years was 
minimum. 

The Pharmaceutical Society, which was the register- 
ing body in Great Britain, encouraged qualifica- 
tion by way of a University Degree. é 

Maplethorpe said the thought occurred to him 
that at some time in the future there should be a 
uniform system of education and registration in phar- 
macy for the whole of Australia. No doubt that had 
been thought of by the various organisations and offi- 
cials. In Great Britain there was uniformity for Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales. In Canada every province 
was different, but, since 1927, the four provincial 
Boards in South Africa had been merged and unifor- 
introduced.

‘ood and Drugs Regulations.._Mr. Callister reported 
for the information of the Board that further considera- 
tion had been given by the Food Standards Committee 
to the provisions of Regulation 77 (2) of the Regulations 
and Standards for Foods and Drugs, and that it had 
been decided that this Regulation, which provided for 
the publication of names of all ingredients of patent and 
proprietary medicines on the labels of the containers, 
should be rescinded. The Regulation which required 
publication of the short English name of any substance 
included in any of the Schedules to the Poisons Act 
would be retained. 

Final Examination.—Arrangements for the conduct of 
the May examination were discussed. Consideration 
was given also to suggestions for rearrangement of the 
Oral and Prescription Reading Examination. A memo- 
randum submitted by Mr. McGibbony on the question 
of supervision at the Practical Examinations in Dis- 
pensing was dealt with and it was resolved that these 
matters be further considered at a later meeting of the 
Board. 

Annual Accounts.-The Honorary Treasurer submit- 
ted the audited accounts of the Board for the year 
ended December 31, 1951, and, on his motion, they 
were received and adopted.

The 95th Annual Meeting of members of the Society 
was held at the College of Pharmacy, 360 Swanston 
street, Melbourne, on Monday, March 24, 1952, at 8 p.m. 

The President, Mr. A. G. Davis, presided over an at- 
tendance of approximately 100 members. 

Minutes of 94th Annual Meeting.—The minutes of the 
94th Annual Meeting, which had been published in “The 
Australasian Journal of Pharmacy,” were taken as 
read, and confirmed on the motion of Mr. L. Long, 
seconded by Mr. E. Scott. 


Annual Report and Financial Statements 

The annual report and financial statements for the 

year ended December 31, 1951, were received on the 
motion of Mr. E. E. Nye, seconded by Mr. I. J. Thomp- 
son. 
Adoption of Report.—The Chairman moved the adop- 
tion of the report. He said he hoped that every member 
had read the report which had been circulated. It 
was a comprehensive survey of the activities of the 
Society over the past twelve months, and indicated a 
very busy year in which progress had been made in a 
number of directions. A good deal of information was 
to be obtained, but there were many phases of the 
Society’s work which could not be fully outlined in a 
short summary. He wished to touch upon a few of the 
highlights. 

Mr. Davis referred to the growing strength of the 
Society which, he pointed out, was now over 2000 
strong. It was an influential body and carried much 
weight in -political circles. Unfortunately some mem- 
bers were not aware of the wide scope of the work 
undertaken by the Council on behalf of the members 
and in furtherance of pharmaceutical education. 

Mr. Davis said he wished to pay tribute to the work 
of the sub-committees of the Council. They had been 
very active during the year and had _ contributed 
greatly to the smooth working of the Council. Each 
sub-committee elected its own chairman, and he was 
glad to say that the chairmen of the various sub-com- 
mittees worked very enthusiastically throughout the 
year. In addition to the members of the Council, out- 
side members with specialised knowledge were co- 
opted to the sub-committees. He wished to refer par- 
ticularly to the splendid work done by Dr. Byron L. 
Stanton as Chairman of the A.P.F. Revision Committee, 
and by Mr. E. C. McClelland, Chairman of the Hospital 
Dispensing Committee. Both committees were per- 
forming work of much value, and demanded consider- 
able time and thought from those associated with them. 

The Education Cornmmittee had dealt with a number of 
important problemis during the year. Changes were 
taking place constantly, and it was essential that these 
be followed closely and the necessary adjustments made 
in the College forces. 

He wished also to express the Council’s sincere 
thanks to the Dean and the lectorial staff for the enor- 
mous amount of good work they had done during the 
year. Unfortunately, they were working under deplor- 
able conditions, but the Council had been very active in 
negotiations with the Government in the matter of 
financial aid for rebuilding. They had a magnificent 
site, but the curtailment of funds by the Commonwealth 
had been reflected in the State Government's attitude 
towards providing money for a new College. They had 
been sympathetically received by the Premier and Trea- 
sury officials and were hopeful that finance would be 
made available soon. 

The policy of visiting the country had been carried 
on during the year. A meeting of the Council was 
held at Shepparton and opportunity taken of calling a 
general meeting of all members in the district. This 
was a most successful meeting and the members of the

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Council were able to give much information concerning 
the activities of the Council. 

Mr. Davis made special reference to the contribution 
of £539/13/4 made to the Building Fund by the Student 
Representative Council. This was a magnificent effort 
and indicated not only the efficiency with which the 
student committee organised the annual ball, but also 
demonstrated their interest and loyalty to the College. 
He wished to thank them publicly for the gift. 

Mr. Davis said he wished also to pay tribute to other 
organisations in pharmacy for their co-operation and 
support in many matters. He referred particularly to 
the Public Relations Secretariat and to the Guild, with 
which the Society had collaborated closely. The State 
President of the Guild was present by invitation at 
meetings of the Council, and he (Mr. Davis) or his de- 
puty attended the monthly meetings of the State 
Branch Committee of the Guild. This interchange of 
visits was mutually beneficial and instrumental in 
clearing misunderstandings. The Chairman of the Pub- 
lic Relations Secretariat, Mr. Ivan J. Thompson, and 
the Director of Public Relations, Mr. K. Attiwill, had 
given valued help to the Council on a number of oc- 
casions, 

Referring to the training of students called up for 
National Service, Mr. Davis said that this was a new 
problem which the Council had to meet. There had been 
some criticism of what had been done by the College, 
but they had to learn by experience. At the outset 
they had been informed by the officials of the Depart- 
ment of Labour and National Service that adequate 
facilities would be available to men in camp for doing 
correspondence work. There had, however, been con- 
flicting reports from the camps as to the practicability 
of undertaking studies while under training. The Dean 
of the College had been in communication with all the 
students known to be in camp. Correspondence lessons 
had been sent out. These were intended, however, 
merely as an aid and not as a substitute for the First 
and Second-year Lectures. The Dean of the College had 
given an assurance that all students called up would 
be taken to the same stage as those who had attended 
the lectures. 

He had pleasure in moving the adoption of the report. 

Mr. S. J. Honorary Treasurer, seconded the 
motion. He said the published statements showed a debit 
balance at the end of the year. This was due to 
some heavy payments which had been made during the 
year, including installation of hot water systems for 
cleaning of apparatus, etc., in the pharmacy laboratory 
and in the basement, erection of laboratories and sterile 
room in the basement, purchase of office equipment, etc. 


Discussion of Report 

The Chairman invited discussion of the report. 

Mr. F. N. Lee said he would like to discuss the subject 
of apprentices and National Service training. First of 
all, he wished to thank the Chairman for the assurances 
given that this matter was being given consideration. 
He would, however, like to draw the attention of the 
meeting to the recommendations of the Brisbane Con- 
ference, namely, that attention be given to the question 
of manpower control in pharmacy to ensure that suf- 
ficient pharmaceutical personnel was available for both 
military and civilian needs in the event of emergency 
and to the control of apprentices. 

He understood that some negotiations had taken place 
between the Pharmaceutical Association and the Cam- 
monwealth authorities on these matters, but full in- 
formation as to the position had not been published. It 
was essential, in his opinion, that ste taken to 
guard against pharmaceutical personnel being lost to 
other branches of the services, and that would occur 
unless some action was taken while apprentices were in 


camp for National Service training. The Council should 
do something to prevent these people being lost to 
pharmacy, and he would like to give notice of motion on 
the subject. When apprentices were in camp, Mr. Lee 
said, they were outside of the control of the College. 
They had been informed that studies were being taken 
care of, but he could assure those present that it was 
utterly impossible for a young man in camp to do any 
correspondence course work. Mr. Lee then gave par- 
ticulars of conditions which had been brought to his 
notice in support of this contention. 

He suggested that the Council should provide a de- 
finite course of instruction for trainees when they came 
out from camp so that they could catch up with the 
other students. 

At this stage Mr. T. H. Gay moved that the speaker 
be no longer heard. 

The Chairman indicated that Mr. Lee might continue. 

Mr. Lee said in conclusion that information should be 
given to all trainee students as to what they were ex- 
pected to do and what programme of studies would be 


set. 

Mr. R. H. Linton supported Mr. Lee. He said he had 
a son in camp. He had made enquiries from the Col- 
lege and received the impression that it was thought 
studies could be done 4 boys in camp. He agreed 
completely with Mr. Lee that this was not so. 

Mr. H. A. Braithwaite said that the Pharmaceutical 
Association had taken up the question of pharmaceu- 
tical personnel with the Director-General of Medical 
Services in the Army, who appreciated the position. The 
information which Mr. Braithwaite had, .was to the 
effect that every trainee had to do service with a 
National Service training battalion, and the question 
of being drafted to any particular section did not arise. 
After they were “demobbed,” trainees could apply for 
a drafting to a particular arm of the Service. 

The Chairman said he thought the matter had been 
sufficiently discussed. Members could rest assured that 
the interests of students would be watched and that the 
— would be fully discussed with the Dean and 

e lecturers. 

The motion for the adoption of the report was then 
submitted to the meeting and carried. 

Amendment of Articles of Association.—The Chair- 
man announced that the amendments of the Articles 
of Association submitted for the approval of members 
all related to increases in entrance fees, subscriptions 
and calls. 

In formally moving the resolution for the amendment, 
the Honorary Treasurer, Mr. Baird, said that increasing 
costs of conducting the College and the Society neces- 
sitated the raising of subscriptions. The increase of 10/6 
for ordinary members ana Fellows was, he thought, 
very moderate. The suggested increase from £26/5/- to 
£52/10/- for Life Membership was also reasonable. 

Mr. Baird then referred to items in the statement of 
receipts and payments to demonstrate the increased 
costs which the Society was meeting. 

The Chairman pointed out that the resolution, being 
a special resolution, required to be carried by 75 per 
cent. of the members present, and eligible to vote. 

The following motion, which was moved by Mr. Baird 
and seconded by Mr. Morieson, was then submitted and 
carried unanimously :—

(1) (c) Nothing in the Licensing Act shall apply “to 
any apothecary registered pharmaceutical chemist or 
druggist or legally qualifi medical practitioner ad- 
ministering or selling any spirituous or fermented 
liquors for medicinal purposes. 

He added that this section would no doubt be con- 
strued very strictly, so that any abuse by a chemist of 
the term “for medicinal purposes” would be very un- 
wise. The liquors sold must be bona fide medicinal 
spirits. 

Other matters reported under this heading arose from: 
(1) Damage to verandah post caused by a truck back- 
ing against it; (2) Neon sign contract—difficulty at ter- 
mination; (3) sale to a member of liquid paraffin not 
of the standard claimed; and (4) taxation of goodwill.

The State Branch Committee of the Queensland 
Branch of the Guild met at Drysdales Chambers, Wick- 
ham street, Brisbane, on April 3 

Attendance.._Messrs. W. A. Lenehan (President), C. 
A. Nichol, R. C. Rutter, F. H. Phillips, A. L. Hodgson, 
A. N.C. Munro. A. B. Chater, G. Nolan, L. W. Huxham,

Secretary. 

Business ex Minutes: 

Dispensing Fees.— Mr. Nichol reported that Offner 
Hadley & Co. had written to the 20 members whose 
names had been submitted with reference to the 
statistics they desired for their dissection in submitting 
an application for increased dispensing fees. When the 
information from members came to hand, Offner Hadley 
would commence their investigations And preparation 
of the application. Mr. Nichol assured the meeting that 
various ints had been brought before the notice of 
Offner Hadley & Co. to make them thoroughly con- 
versant with all phases of the dispenser’s task. 

Medical Benefits Fund.—Mr. Lenehan reported that 
since last meeting the Manager of this fund had called 
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to see him, ais he had pointed out that the pharma- 
cists of Queensland required the same terms and con- 
ditions as applied to the chemists of Victoria. The 
Manager promised to discuss the Guild’s requirements 
with his Committee, but to date Mr. Lenehan said he 
had not heard or seen him. In the meantime there 
had been publicity in the press concerning such medical 
benefit schemes, and people were enquiring of the phar- 
macist if it was possible to enrol with him. 

After discussion, Mr. Chater moved that the President 
be empowered to discuss the matter with the Medical 
Benefits Fund Committee, in an endeavour to secure 
the best terms possible, and advise our members ac- 
cordingly. Seconded by Mr. Noble. Carried. 

Pharmaceutical Education.—Mr. Lenehan reported 
that to date one meeting of the Tripartite Committee 
to discuss Pharmaceutical Education had been held, and 
it was hoped to call another meeting of this Committee 
for April 22. 

Mr. Lenehan said a state of affairs had recently arisen 
in N.S.W. by the passing of the first reading of an Act 
of Parliament whereby the apprenticeship system which 
has existed for so long would be terminated, in place 
of which there would be a three-year full-time Uni- 
versity course, after which one year would be served 
in a pharmacy prior to qualifying as a pharmacist. The 
stage had now been reached where Queensland would 
have to make up its mind as to the best possible course 
for future pharmacy training in this State. 

Mr. Lenehan said he had received a letter from the 
Society enquiring if it would be possible for the Guild 
to arrange for seven master pharmacists to be in atten- 
dance at the next meeting of the Tripartite Committee 
to express their views concerning a future pharmacy 
course in Queensland. 

Mr. Rutter said as the Guild Committee represented 
the practising pharmacists of Queensland, he thought 
if this Committee’s views were obtained that that would 
be sufficient. 

Mr. Lenehan said, as the subject was of vital im- 
portance, he would like a sub-committee appointed to 
discuss the matter prior to the Tripartite meeting on 
April 22. 

Finally, it was agreed that a meeting be held on April 
16, notices to be sent to all members of the Committee, 
so that as many as possible could attend. 

Lodge Dispensing.—The Secretary reported that more 
chemists had now completed the questionnaire con- 
cerning cancellation of former lodge arrangements, but 
it was felt that there must still be a number who had 
not advised. To date 50 chemists had notified that they 
had cancelled existing arrangements with 185 lodges. 
Eight chemists had reported that they did not under- 
take lodge dispensing. 

Mr. Lenehan said from those figures it was evident 
that a number of lodges had been notified, but to date 
no advice was to hand as to how many lodges had 
accepted the new terms recommended by the Guild. 

Correspondence.—To Federal Secretary, advising that 
Mr. C. A. Nichol has been a inted Federal Delegate 
in the absence of Mr. W. E. Martin, who will be over- 
seas until the end of the year. 

To Mr. D. W. Tapping, Secretary Tasmanian Branch, 
asking if he would be good enough to advise along 
what lines the Tasmanian Branch based its application 
for increased dispensing fees and which proved suc- 
cessful.

be marketed in Queensland. 

Mr. D. A. Craig, Windsor & Co., reporting that at a 
recent meeting of the Federal Council it was decided 
to undertake the changing of the Guild’s colours and 
pack which have been in operation since the inception 
of the Guild.

CHARGES AGAINST DOCTOR. 


Evidence in the Crown case against Dr. Vernon 
James Odlum, 37, medical practitioner, of Esplanade, 
Grange, South Australia. was completed in the Adelaide 
Police Court on March 28. 

Odlum was alleged to have imposed on the Common- 
wealth Government on eight occasions between April 


and December, 1951, by untrue representations with the 
view of obtaining money. Allegations by the prosecu- 
tion were that Odlum, while employed as a panel doc- 
tor for the Repatriation Department, charged and re- 
ceived £49/10/- in fees for visits to patients which were 
never made. 

After some charges had been amended and allega- 
tions of some fictitious visits withdrawn, the doctor 
a for trial, and granted bail on his own 

ond of £50. 


CONTAMINATION OF MILK BY PENICILLIN. 

A very interesting move has been made in South 
Australia, where Food and Drugs Regulations, as from 
April, 1952, banned the supply of milk containing peni- 
cillin. Reason for the prohibition is stated to be that 
the penicillin interferes with cheese manufacture. 

Mr. W. F. Nicholas, Federal Secretary of the Aus- 
tralian Food Technology Associations, is reported as 
saying that South Australia, one of the chief cheese 
producers, was the first State to take such action. 

South Australia’s move on penicillin in milk, and the 
advisability of other States following suit, was one 
of the items discussed at a recent Australian Food Tech- 
nologists’ Conference in South Australia during the 
month. 

Mr. Nicholas also stated that although penicillin in 
milk did not affect human beings, it killed lactic cul- 
tures, thus preventing formation of the lactic acid 
necessary for producing cheese. It was suggested that 
after the use on cattle of penicillin for the treatment 
of mastitis, farmers should discard the firsts two milk- 
ings. The third milking would be free of penicillin, 
said Mr. Nicholas. 


MEDICAL PRACTITIONER DEREGISTERED. 

The Full Court of South Australia, on April 9, made 
an order removing the name of Dr. Graeme Alvin 
Robson, of Rose Park, South Australia, from the Regis- 
ter of Medical Practitioners. 

The action followed a finding of the Medical Board 
that Robson had been guilty of infamous conduct in 
a professional sense, it being alleged that water had 
been substituted for drugs in a surgery in which Rob- 
son had been acting as locum 

In a reserved judgment the Court said it could see 
nothing in the proceedings before the Medical Board 
which justified any criticism of its actions or findings. 
On the contrary it seemed that Robson had been given 
a fair hearing, and that the judgment of the Board 
had been carefully considered. 

The fact was that there had been two trials, turn- 
ing on the relative credibility of Robson and a plain- 
clothes constable. At each trial the evidence of the 
constable must necessarily have been believed and the 
evidence of Robson disbelieved. It was impossible for 
the Bench, which had not seen or heard the witnesses, 
to say that both tribunals had erred in this —, 

Costs agreed at £21 were awarded to the Medical 
Board.

and H. D. Fitch, were re-elected unopposed. I trust

Last year central wheat belt towns 
were visited, and brief calls were made on the Kal- 
goorlie chemists, whilst en route to the Brisbane Con- 
ference. Time was insufficient to visit the two phar- 
macists at Boulder.

Points which are not clear 
to you may be brought forward later this evening, 
and we shall endeavour to clarify them. 

Methyl Alcohol may be added in the near future to 
the 9th Schedule. 

Monthly of the -—The Programme 
Committee’s report will be presented later, and also 
the excellent series of lectures that have been arranged 
for 1952. I invite, nay urge, increased interest and 
support for these monthly lectures. They are really 
worth while. 

Brisbane Conference.—Meetings of Section “O” (Phar- 
maceutical Science) of A.N.Z.A.A.S. were held in Bris- 
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bane during the last week in May, 1951. Full reports 
of the papers submitted appeared in the special Con- 
ference issue of the “AJ.¥.” of August 15, 1951. The 
dominant feature of the Section “O” meetings was 
pharmaceutical education. The meetings of P_A.A.N.Z 
were also recorded in full detail in the Special Con- 
ference Number of the “AJP.” 

I regard the resolution on the subject of Registration 
of Aliens as the most important dealt with at the Con- 
ference. It reads 

“That this Association is of the opinion that each 
application by an alien for registration as a pharma- 
ceutical chemist should be considered on its merits, 
and that concessions should be given when warranted, 
subject to the provision that registration be granted 
only if the applicant has shown that he has acquired 
an adequate knowledge of the English language, has 
served a probationary period of at least two years in 
a pharmacy, and has passed at least the final exami- 
nation of the State Sharmaep Board, including the 
subjects of Pharmaceutics and Forensic Pharmacy.” 

The question of registration of New Australians who 
were pharmacists before coming to Australia had been 
raised many months before the Brisbane Conference 
by the Minister for Immigration.
